EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REVISED  LAWS  Chap.  29 
AS  AMENDED  BY  CHAP.  280,  ACTS  OF  1912 


Sect.  1.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which 
they  were  in  charge,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar  of 
the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  notice  stating 
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the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  giving  the  street  number,  if 
any,  the  number  of  the  ward  in  a  city  and  the  family  name. 
Failure  to  mail  or  deliver  the  said  notice  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offence.  The 
notice  required  by  this  Section  need  not  be  given  if  the  notice 
required. by  the  following  Section  is  given  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  the  birth  occurs. 

Sect.  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a 
child,  and  every  householder,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth 
of  a  child  in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given 
to  the  clerk  of  the  City  or  Town,  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

Sect.  8.  A  parent,  keeper,  superintendent  or  other  person 
who  is  required  by  Section  6  to  give  or  cause  to  be  given 
notice  of  a  birth  or  death,  who  neglects  so  to  do  for  ten  days 
after  the  time  limited  therefor,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  five 
dollars  for  such  offence.

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During  the  last  two  years,  besides  the  regular  amounts 
appropriated  and  expended  on  the  roads,  the  Town  has  ex- 
pended upwards  of  $15,000  on  special  construction  in  the 
South  part  of  the  Town — the  State  and  the  County  contrib- 
uting like  amounts.  The  roads  which  have  been  constructed 
from  the  Weston  line  to  Bents  Corner  and  from  the  Episcopal 
Church  to  the  road  leading  to  the  center  of  the  Town  westerly 
from  Bakers  Bridge,  cost  $45,500. 

The  amount  expended  by  the  Town  for  these  purposes  has 
been  taken  from  the  surplus  in  the  treasury.  The  surplus  in 
the  treasury  is  now  nearly,  if  not  quite,  exhausted,  so  that  in 
the  future  extraordinary  expenditures  of  this  character  must 
be  provided  for  by  direct  taxation.  In  the  opinion  of  the 
Board,  neither  the  Town,  nor  the  State,  nor  the  County  will 
sacrifice  anything,  but  will  gain  much,  by  largely  suspending 
construction  of  this  character  for  a  year  or  more.  The  prices 
of  all  materials  and  of  labor  have  been  extremely  high  and, 
while  prices  at  the  present  time  have  not  been  reduced  ma- 
terially, they  are  in  a  fair  way  to  be  reduced  very  materially 
by  the  expiration  of  another  year.  An  expenditure  of  $30,000 
per  mile  of  road  is  an  extravagance  which  can  well  be  dis- 
pensed with,  in  our  opinion,  for  the  present. 

About  the  middle  of  the  year  the  Selectmen  learned  that 
the  old  Lewis  pickle  factory  property  near  the  railroad  station 
was  to  be  sold  and,  after  consultation  among  themselves  and 
with  other  prominent  officials  of  the  Town,  it  seemed  advisable 
that  this  property  be  purchased  for  Town  purposes  because  it 
was  well  adapted  to  the  uses  to  which  it  would  be  put.  It  had 
the  possibility  of  having  two  desirable  tenements  which  could 
be  used  to  advantage  in  connection  with  the  Highway  and 
other  departments  in  the  Town  and  was  centrally  located. 

The  question  presented  at  once  was  whether  a  special  Town 
meeting  should  be  called  to  present  the  matter  and  have  the 
action  of  the  Town  recorded  before  purchase  was  made.  It 
seemed  best,  however,  that,  if  satisfactory  arrangements  could 
be  made,  the  purchase  should  be  completed  at  once  and  the 
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necessary  repairs  made  so  that  the  different  departments,  which 
would  use  this  place,  could  be  transferred  to  it  before  the  end 
of  the  year.  This  policy  was  adopted,  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  took  title  to  the  property  on  the  payment  of  $1,200 
and  has  since  paid  in  improvements,  alterations  and  repairs 
upwards  of  $10,000.00. 

The  question  now  is  whether  the  Town  will  own  and  control 
this  property  at  the  actual  cost,  or  take  other  action  in  con- 
nection with  the  matter.  The  officials  have  acted  in  the  matter 
in  entire  good  faith,  believing  that  it  is  for  the  interests  of 
the  Town  to  own  such  accommodations  as  are  provided  'by 
this  purchase. 

Finances 

As  reported  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  the  entire  debt, 
incurred  in  1908  of  $55,000  for  the  erection  of  the  new  school- 
house,  has  been  liquidated  or  provision  made  by  which  it  will 
be  entirely  liquidated  as  soon  as  the  bonds  outstanding  can  be 
paid  from  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Com- 
missioners. There,  will  undoubtedly  be  a  considerable  balance, 
after  these  bonds  have  been  paid,  to  turn  back  into  the 
treasury. 

Otherwise,  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town  as  of  Jan- 
uary 1st,  1921,  is  as  follows: 

The  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  on  account  of  the 
Water  Works  is,  as  reported  by  the  Treasurer,  $65,000.  The 
sinking  fund  with  which  to  retire  the  bonds  at  maturity,  par 
value,  is  $28,000,  leaving  a  net  bonded  indebtedness  on  account 
of  the  Water  works  of  $37,000.  There  is  in  the  Water  Works 
treasury  $894.03  and  uncollected  water  rates  of  $3,957.00  mak- 
ing the  total  available  cash  for  the  Water  Works  treasury 
$4,851.03. 

The  Treasurer  reports  cash  in  the  General  Treasury  of 
$517.56  and  there  are  uncollected  taxes  of  $3,465.46,  or  a  total 
available  cash  of  $3,983.02.

The  available  cash  in  the  treasury  of  the  Cemetery  Depart- 
ment is  $840.36. 

The  surplus  in  the  hands  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission- 
ers, with  which  to  retire  schoolhouse  bonds  and  interest,  is 
approximately  $2,176,  making  a  total  available  cash  in  all 
departments,  exclusive  of  the  Water  Department,  of  about 
$6,999.38. 

The  business  of  the  Town,  as  conducted  by  the  various  de- 
partments, is  embraced  in  their  reports  and  is  printed  herein. 

For  several  years  there  has  been  reported  a  considerable 
surplus  of  cash  in  the  treasury.  That  surplus,  you  will  notice 
by  this  report,  is  very  much  reduced,  indicating  that  not  only 
have  the  current  receipts  on  account  of  taxes  been  expended, 
but  also  a  large  part  of  the  surplus  funds.  Therefore,  it  be- 
comes important,  as  it  always  is,  but  more  so  at  the  present 
time,  that  the  Town  practice  a  wise  economy  in  the  appropria- 
tions to  be  made  at  the  coming  Annual  Meeting.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
STREETS 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : — 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1920: 

The  roads  came  through  the  winter  in  very  good  condition 
owing  to  the  large  amount  of  snow  which  kept  the  surface 
covered,  preventing  the  action  of  the  frost  on  them.  There  has 
been  very  little  work  done  on  them  this  year,  except  to  scrape 
the  gravel  roads  and  fill  the  ruts  with  crushed  stone,  patch 
the  tarvia  surfaced  roads  with  patching  material,  and  apply 
Tarvia  B  and  sand  to  preserve  them.  They  are  in  very  good 
condition  at  the  present  time. 

We  have  done  work  for  the  Moth  Department,  also  for 
the  Cemeteries  and  Water  Works,  and  have  kept  the  Public 
Buildings  clear  of  ashes. 

We  have  done  very  little  private  work  this  year,  as  the  teams 
have  been  kept  busy  on  town  work. 

We  built  about  4000  ft.  of  Tarvia  penetration  road,  16 
ft.  wide,  on  the  Wheeler  plain,  so-called,  at  a  cost  of  about 
$5,500.00.  '  The  expenditures  on  this  road  were  approximately: 

Teams  and  Labor  $1,000.00 

Gravel  and  Stone  2,200.00 

Tarvia  2,000.00 

Roller  and  Coal  380.00 

which  was  $3,000.00  more  than  the  sum  appropriated  for  it. 

I  spent  almost  three  months  with  the  men  and  teams  work- 
ing on  the  State,  County,  and  Town  road  near  Baker  Bridge, 
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building  3,500  ft.  of  penetration  road,  18  ft.  wide,  which  cost 
about  $20,000.00.  The  expenditures  on  this  road  were  approxi- 
mately :

JANUARY,   FEBRUARY,  AND  MARCH 

I  spent  most  of  the  time  on  snow  work  with  the  men  and 
teams ;  also  hired  outside  men  and  teams  to  help  keep  the 
roads  open  for  travel. 

APRIL 

We  crushed  stone  the  first  part  of  the  month  and  the  last 
part  scraped  the  gravel  roads  and  filled  the  ruts  with  crushed 
stone. 

MAY 

We  patched  the  tarvia  roads,  etc.  and  started  work  on  the 
plain  roads. 

JUNE 

We  finished  the  plain  roads  and  worked  for  the  Moth  De- 
partment. 

JULY 

A  greater  part  of  the  month  was  spent  putting  tarvia  and 
sand  on  the  tar  surfaced  roads. 
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AUGUST 

We  finished  putting  tarvia  on  the  roads  and  started  work 
on  the  Baker  Bridge  road. 

SEPTEMBER,  OCTOBER  AND  PART  OF  NOVEMBER 

This  time  was  spent  working  on  the  Baker  Bridge  road.  The 
last  part  of  November  was  spent  patching  other  roads. 

DECEMBER 

We  scraped  the  hills  and  cleaned  out  the  gutters  where  they 
needed  it.  Worked  around  the  Rooney  Barn,  and  moved  the 
hay  and  other  equipment  from  the  Hart  barn  to  the  Rooney 

barn.

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The  foregoing  figures  do  not  include  the  work  done  on  the 
Baker  Bridge  road. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Selectmen  for 
the  new  accommodations  for  the  horses  and  highway  equip- 
ment. This  is  the  first  time  since  my  appointment  as  superin- 
tendent of  streets  that  there  has  been  an  opportunity  to  keep 
the  carts  and  other  equipment  under  cover  when  not  in  use. 
We  now  have  ample  room  for  all  carts,  wagons,  etc. ;  also  for 
the  sprayers  and  other  equipment  belonging  to  the  Moth  De- 
partment. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  department  consists  of  six  (6)  horses,  three  (3)  sets  of 
double  harnesses,  two  (2)  single  harnesses,  four (4)  double 
carts,  one  (1)  single  cart,  one  (1)  two-horse  wagon,  one  (1) 
oil  wagon,  three  (3)  sleds,  three  (3)  snow  plows,  tools,  etc.,  all 
in  fairly  good  condition. 

The  guide  boards  are  in  about  the  same  condition  as  last  year 
with  the  exception  of  the  ones  at  two  corners  which  have  dis- 
appeared. I  have  ordered  new  ones  to  replace  them,  which  will 
be  put  up  very  soon.

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TREE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 


During  the  past  year  the  work  has  been  carried  on,  as 
formerly,  creosoting  Gypsy  Moth  nests  on  our  roadside  trees 
and  trees  in  the  Cemeteries.  This  work  continued  until  the 
middle  of  May,  when  we  started  spraying  operations.  All 
the  roadside  trees  were  sprayed  and  about  two  hundred 
acres  of  woodland  with  very  good  results.  We  also  sprayed 
a  large  number  of  orchards  with  the  small  power  sprayer. 
We  were  very  fortunate  this  year  in  having  good  weather 
and  in  being  able  to  obtain  the  services  of  the  Highway  Dept., 
as  men  and  horses  are  hard  to  get  at  this  season  of  the  year 
when  everybody  is  busy.  The  roadside  thinning  and  cleaning, 
which  consists  of  cutting  brush  and  removing  dangerous  limbs 
and  dead  wood  from  trees  along  our  roadsides,  was  done  on 
a  good  many  of  our  highways  this  year. 

The  total  expenditure  of  this  Department  is  $3,588.53,  of 
which  there  has  been  returned  to  the  Town  Treasurer  $1,962.25 
on  account  of  private  work,  leaving  a  net  cost  of  $1,626.28  to 
the  Town. 

I  recommend  that  $2,500  be  appropriated  for  Moth  and 
Tree  Work.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  WATER 
COMMISSIONERS 


The  Water  Commissioners  submit  the  following  report : 

During  the  year  twelve  regular  and  two  special  meetings 
have  been  held,  at  which  all  members  were  present. 

The  Town  has  been  benefited  by  two  very  substantial  im- 
provements in  the  Water  Works  Department.  First  the  old 
cement  lined  pipe  on  the  Sandy  Pond  Road,  which  was  partly 
replaced  by  iron  pipe  in  1919,  has  been  wholly  replaced  from 
the  corner  at  the  center  to  the  residence  of  Mr.  C.  S.  Smith. 
The  trench  covering  is  fairly  rough  most  of  the  way  and  ought 
to  be  leveled.  The  Board  recommends  that  a  substantial  length 
of  cement  pipe  be  replaced  every  year.  Second,  the  Board  in 
August  ordered  a  new  Rumsey  electric  pump  of  a  million  gal- 
lons or  more  capacity  per  twenty-four  hours,  (the  previous 
Rumsey  having  seven  hundred  fifty  thousand  capacity), 
which  at  this  writing  is  being  installed  and  should  be  ready 
for  use  in  a  few  weeks,  thus  giving  the  Town  two  good  up-to- 
date  pumps,  by  the  use  of  which  it  should  always  have  a  full 
reservoir. 

The  old  steam  equipment  was  sold,  and  has  been  removed 
from  the  building,  leaving  a  boiler-room  and  coal  pocket  as 
surplus  room  at  present. 

For  the  last  four  years,  and  perhaps  longer,  the  Water  De- 
partment has  been  run  in  a  hit  or  miss  fashion;  it  has  had  no 
guide  and  no  check.  For  instance,  water  is  pumped  from 
the  station  to  the  reservoir,  and  the  amount  pumped  is  fairly 
accurately  known ;  but  the  amount  distributed  is  not  known  at 
all.  Several  years  ago,  at  a  cost  of  some  hundreds  of  dollars, 
a  meter  was  installed  at  the  reservoir  to  determine  the  amount 
of  water  distributed;  but  the  meter,  either  on  account  of  im- 
proper care  or  faulty  installation,  did  not  work  long,  and  has 
never  been  of  much  value.     The  Town  thought  it  advisable  to 
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put  considerable  money  into  that  apparatus ;  but  the  Town  has 
not  thought  of  its  experiment  since.  If  an  engineer  or  water 
works  expert  in  the  town  has  any  recommendation  on  this 
subject  the  Board  would  like  to  confer  with  him.  Also,  the 
blue  print  books  of  new  gates,  services,  etc.,  have  not  been 
kept  up  to  date,  and  a  fewT  old  ones,  have  never  been  charted. 
This  matter  ought  to  be  attended  to ;  but  it  is  expensive  work, 
and  the  Board  has  been  trying  to  keep  the  expenses  wTithin  the 
income,  and  has  done  so  lately.  But  while  this  practice  may 
seem  satisfactory  at  the  present,  it  may  be  highly  expensive 
for  the  future,  and  the  future  is  what  the  Town  should  be 
anticipating.  It  does  not  seem  the  part  of  economy  to  save  a 
few  dollars  more,  when  it  is  certain  that  some  day  this  data 
will  be  needed,  and  needed  in  a  hurry,  and  can  only  be  dis- 
covered through  trouble  and  greater  expense.  The  job  has 
got  to  be  done  sometime,  and  the  sooner  the  better. 

The  Board  wishes  to  call  the  attention  of  the  wTater  takers 
to  the  fact  that  in  the  face  of  higher  costs  for  repairs,  labor  and 
supplies,  double  the  cost  for  renewing  pipes,  and  during  a  dry 
summer,  the  same  water  tax  has  been  maintained  that  has 
been  in  use  for  many  years,  and  unless  some  unusually  hard 
luck  is  encountered  it  probably  can  be  kept  for  the  future. 
But  to  keep  the  Water  Works  in  a  first  class  condition,  not 
merely  good  enough  to  supply  water  most  all  the  time,  but  to 
make  it  a  department  of  which  the  Town  can  be  proud,  a 
little  more  revenue  would  be  a  help.  The  Town  has  as  good 
water  as  any  community  and  it  should  have  as  good  a  system, 
but  the  system  can't  give  the  best  service  when  the  revenue 
barely  keeps  it  out  of  debt.

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School  Finances 

In  following  out  the  policy  of  paying  salaries  that  would 
attract  good  teachers  and  help  to  retain  them  in  Lincoln, 
your  committee  has  established  a  definite  schedule  of 
yearly  advancement  for  the  teachers,  whereby  grade 
teachers  who  remain  with  us  receive  an  increase  of  one 
hundred  dollars  yearly,  and  high  school  teachers  an  in- 
crease of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  yearly,  these  in- 
creases to  be  effective  until  maximums  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  and  sixteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  respectively, 
are  reached.  This  policy  has  been  adopted  with  a  view  to 
enhancing  in  every  way  possible  the  probability  of  our 
teachers  remaining  with  us.  It  is  hoped  that  when  the 
number  of  teachers  graduating  from  normal  schools  be- 
come large  enough  to  care  for  the  demand  for  new  teachers, 
that  the  effect  of  such  an  equalization  of  supply  and  de- 
mand will  be  reflected  in  fewer  changes  in  our  teaching 
force. 

With  the  amount  received  from  the  Commomvealth  and 
from  other  sources,  your  committee  has  been  able  to  keep 
practically  within  the  appropriation  granted  by  the  town 
for  this  year.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  greatest  increase 
in  the  expenditures  were  for  salaries  and  High  School 
tuition,  both  of  which  items  have  increased  materially. 

For  the  year  1922,  to  carry  on  the  school  work,  will  re- 
quire an  appropriation  of  $26,000,  which  sum  is  recom- 
mended by  your  committee. 

Below  will  be  found  a  grouped  statement  of  expendi- 
tures for  the  present  year,  together  with  other  sums,  re- 
ceived from  outside  sources  and  credited  to  the  school 
account. 

Also  attached  hereto  is  the  report  of  the  Superintendent 
for  the  ensuing  year.     In  this  report  are  mentioned  certain 
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important  matters,  some  having  been  referred  to  by  your 
committee.  One  mentioned  particularly,  is  that  of  the  «  ri- 
ployment  of  a  school  nurse,  which  position  is  required  m  be 
filled,  according  to  a  recent  law  passed  by  the  l.ejji-!  ri.re.

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REVISED  LAWS  Chap.  29 
AS  AMENDED  BY  CHAP.  280,  ACTS  OF  1912 

Sect.  1.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which 
they  were  in  charge,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar  of 
the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  notice  stating 
the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  giving  the  street  number,  if 
any,  the  number  of  the  ward  in  a  city  and  the  family  name. 
Failure  to  mail  or  deliver  the  said  notice  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offence.  The 
notice  required  by  this  Section  need  not  be  given  if  the  notice 
required  by  the  following  Section  is  given  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  the  birth  occurs. 


Sect.  6.     Parents,  within   forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a 
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child,  and  every  householder,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth 
of  a  child  in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given 
to  the  clerk  of  the  City  or  Town,  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

Sect.  8.  A  parent,  keeper,  superintendent  or  other  person 
who  is  required  by  Section  6  to  give  or  cause  to  be  given 
notice  of  a  birth  or  death,  who  neglects  so  to  do  for  ten  days 
after  the  time  limited  therefor,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  five 
dollars  for  such  offence.

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During  the  last  three  years,  besides  the  regular  amounts  ap- 
propriated and  expended  on  highways,  the  Town  has  expended 
upwards  of  $20,000  on  special  construction  in  the  South  part 
of  the  Town — the  State  and  the  County  contributing  like 
amounts.  The  roads  which  have  been  constructed  from  the 
Weston  line  to  Mr.  Bent's  corner  and  from  the  Episcopal 
Church  to  the  Concord  line,  cost  $62,000.  The  amount  ex- 
pended by  the  Town  for  these  purposes,  with  the  exception 
of  $4,000,  has  been  taken  from  the  surplus  in  the  treasury. 

The  surplus  available  for  the  treasury  is  not  so  large  as  to 
relieve  the  Town  from  raising  by  taxation  most  of  the  amounts 
appropriated  for  the  various  departments  this  year.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  a  reasonable  appropriation  for  special 
construction  in  the  South  part  of  the  Town  and  on  the  station 
road  should  be  made  this  year.  The  experience  during  the 
past  year  indicates  that  the  cost  of  new  construction  will  be 
reasonable.  It  is  to  the  credit  of  the  Highway  Department 
that  such  a  good  road  has  been  constructed  and  at  a  cost  con- 
sidered most  reasonable  by  the  State  authorities. 

The  Board  recommends  an  appropriation  for  special  high- 
way construction  this  year  of  $7,500  for  the  road  in  the  South 
part  of  the  Town  and  $4,000  for  the  station  road.  In  con- 
nection with  the  construction  of  the  South  road  it  is  assumed 
that  the  State  and  the  County  will  contribute  like  amounts,  and 
it  is  possible  that  the  County  may  contribute  something  toward 
the  station  road,  but  there  is  no  certainty  of  this. 

That  the  citizens  may  not  be  obliged  to  refer  to  the  last 
Annual  Report  for  information  in  connection  with  the  Lewis 
pickle  factory,  so-called,  we  report  here  what  was  said  in  that 
report  in  connection  with  the  matter : 

''About  the  middle  of  the  year  the  Selectmen  learned  that 
the  Lewis  pickle  factory  property  near  the  railroad  station  was 
to  be  sold  and,  after  consultation  among  themselves  and  with 
other  prominent  officials  of  the  Town,  it  seemed  advisable  that 
this  property  be  purchased  for  Town  purposes  because  it  was 
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well  adapted  to  the  uses  to  which  it  would  be  put.  It  had  the 
possibility  of  having  two  desirable  tenements  which  could  be 
used  to  advantage  in  connection  with  the  Highway  and  other 
departments  of  the  Town  and  was  centrally  located. 

"The  question  presented  at  once  was  whether  a  special  Town 
Meeting  should  be  called  to  present  the  matter  and  have  the 
action  of  the  Town  recorded  before  purchase  was  made.  It 
seemed  best,  however,  that,  if  satisfactory  arrangements  could 
be  made,  the  purchase  should  be  completed  at  once  and  the 
necessary  repairs  made  so  that  the  different  departments,  which 
would  use  this  building,  could  be  transferred  to  it  before  the 
end  of  the  year.  This  policy  was  adopted  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  took  title  to  the  property  on  the  payment  of  $4,200 
and  has  since  paid  for  improvements,  alterations  and  repairs 
upwards  of  $10,000. 

"The  question  now  is  whether  the  Town  will  own  and  con- 
trol this  property  at  the  actual  cost,  or  take  other  action  in  con- 
nection with  the  matter.  The  officials  have  acted  in  the  matter 
in  entire  good  faith,  believing  that  it  is  for  the  interests  of  the 
Town  to  own  such  accommodations  as  are  provided  by  this 
purchase." 

Our  reasons  for  this  belief  are,  that  the  location  of  this  prop- 
erty is  central ;  it  provides  the  Town  with  ample  and  convenient 
accommodation  for  the  Highway  Department,  which  never  be- 
fore has  had  a  permanent  place ;  it  also  provides  convenient 
accommodation  for  the  Forestry  and  Moth  Department ;  there 
is  also  a  large  area  of  1,100  sq.  ft.  which  can,  when  necessity 
arises,  with  a  minimum  of  expense,  be  used  by  the  Fire  De- 
partment and  for  the  storage  of  transportation  barges  for  the 
schools,  the  necessity  for  its  use  in  this  respect  does  not  yet  ap- 
pear, but  whenever  it  does,  this  space  is  well  adapted  for  such 
use.  The  necessity  for  such  accommodations  as  are  offered 
in  this  building  will  be,  we  believe,  more  and  more  apparent 
as  the  years  go  by. 

With  respect  to  the  way  the  Town  would  be  affected  finan- 
cially should  it  purchase  this  building,  is  shown  by  the  follow- 
Previous  to  its  purchase  and  use  by  two   of 
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the  important  departments  of  the  Town,  it  cost  the  Town  an- 
nually $250  for  rental,  besides  all  the  expense  incurred  for 
interior  changes  and  repairs  which  were  necessary  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  Highway  Department.  The  Forestry  and 
Moth  Department  had  various  makeshifts  for  its  accommo- 
dation, including  in  different  years  a  part  of  the  basement  of 
the  old  schoolhouse  in  the  center  of  the  Town,  part  of  the 
basement  in  the  Town  Hall,  a  small  room  in  the  barn  which 
was  rented  by  the  Highway  Department,  and  storage  at  various 
times  in  the  sheds  connected  with  the  two  churches  in  the 
center  of  the  Town — a  most  unsatisfactory  and  expensive 
method  of  handling  the  business  of  that  department. 

The  building  under  discussion  offers  as  convenient  and  sat- 
isfactory arrangements  for  these  two  departments  as  can  well 
be  imagined,  besides  the  available  room  for  other  departments 
above  referred  to,  at  a  net  cost  to  the  Town  of  slightly  less 
than  obtained  previously.  Concretely  the  figures  are  as  fol- 
lows :

making  an  annual  balance  in  favor  of  the  Town,  if  it  owned 
this  building  for  a  permanent  home  in  place  of  the  most  un- 
satisfactory conditions  heretofore  existing,  of  approximately 
$50.     This  computation  does  not  take  into  consideration  the

loss  which  the  Town  would  sustain  on  account  of  taxes,  this 
is  not  an  important  item  as,  previous  to  the  purchase  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  the  property  was  assessed  for  only 
$2,000.  The  annual  expense  for  upkeep  of  the  premises  will 
be  very  small  and,  barring  accidents,  will  be  in  as  good  con- 
dition 100  years  hence  as  at  the  present  time. 

It  is  true  that  when  this  property  wras  purchased  it  was  not 
expected  that  the  total  cost  completed  for  use  would  be  as 
much  as  it  was,  nevertheless,  the  Board  believes  that  it  is  eco- 
nomy from  every  standpoint  for  the  Town  to  have  the  room 
and  accommodation  which  this  purchase  provides. 


Taxation 

The  Legislature  of  1919  passed  an  act  bv  which  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  Income  Tax  collected  by  the  State  is  made  in  such  a 
way  that  the  Town  of  Lincoln,  and  other  towns  similarly  sit- 
uated, will  have  each  year  returned  to  it  a  smaller  sum  than  the 
year  previous.     This  is  indicated  by  the  following  figures: 

There  was  returned  to  the  Town  of  Lincoln  on  account  of 
the  State  Income  Tax  in  1917  — $42,469.81 

1918—  35,888.74 

1919—  33,812.55 

1920—  26,069.26 

1921—  23,275.38 

In  the  succeeding  years  this  sum  will  be  approximately  cor- 
respondingly reduced  each  year  and,  unless  legislation  is  passed 
which  will  restore  some  of  the  former  payments  to  the  Town 
of  Lincoln  and  other  towns  similarly  situated,  or  legislation 
is  passed  which  will  affect  them  financially  favorably  in  some 
other  way,  it  is  clear  that  the  real  estate  of  the  Town  will  have 
to  furnish  the  money  by  taxation  for  the  Town's  needs.  This 
can  mean  but  one  thing,  as  has  been  pointed  out  in  the  report 
of  the  Selectmen  in  previous  years,  and  that  is  an  increasingly 
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high  tax  rate.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Legislature  will  rea- 
lize that  the  legislation  already  passed  is  making  the  towns  that 
were  once  rich,  poor  and  that  some  remedial  legislation  will  be 
passed. 

It  seems  important,  however,  that  while  the  Town  has  pay- 
ments from  the  State  on  account  of  the  distribution  of  the 
Income  Tax,  it  is  well  to  expend  reasonable  sums  for  neces- 
sary and  permanent  improvements  and  that  expenditures  for 
things  which  the  Town  can  well  do  without  should  be  restricted 
to  necessities. 

Finances 

There  are  outstanding  of  the  original  issue  of  $55,000  of 
Schoolhouse  bonds  $9,000  and  there  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  upwards  of  $11,000  with  which 
to  liquidate  these  bonds  when  they  are  presented  for  payment. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Town  otherwise  as  on  Jan- 
uary 1st,  1922,  is  as  follows : 

The  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  on  account  of  the 
Water  Works  is,  as  reported  by  the  Treasurer,  $64,000.  The 
Sinking  Fund,  with  which  to  retire  the  bonds  at  maturity,  par 
value,  is  $29,000,  leaving  a  net  bonded  indebtedness  on  ac- 
count of  the  Water  Wrorks  of  $35,000.  There  is  in  the  Water 
Works  treasury  $472.64  and  uncollected  water  rates  of  $600, 
making  the  total  available  cash  for  the  WTater  Works  treasury 
$1,072.64.  The  current  indebtedness  of  the  Water  Board  is 
$1,500,  crediting  the  cash  and  uncollected  water  rates  of 
$1,072.64  leaves  the  net  indebtedness  $427.36,  exclusive  of 
$4,712.00,  which  has  been  owed  to  the  General  Treasury  for 
some  years. 

The  Treasurer  reports  cash  in  the  General  Fund  of 
$5,553.19  and  there  are  uncollected  taxes  of  $5,273.94,  or  a 
total  available  cash  of  $10,827.13. 
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The  available  cash  in  the  treasury  of  the  Cemetery  Depart- 
ment is  $1,120.96. 

The  business  of  the  Town,  as  conducted  by  the  various  de- 
partments, is  in  their  reports  and  is  printed  herein.

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TREE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 


The  Tree  Warden  submits  to  the  Town  his  report  for  the 
year  1921. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  has  been  carried  on  as  for- 
merly creosoting  Gypsy  Moth  nests  on  the  roadside  trees,  this 
work  continued  until  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  spraying 
operations  were  started,  all  the  roadside  trees  were  sprayed 
and  about  two  hundred  acres  of  woodland  with  good  results. 

The  roadside  thinning  and  cleaning  which  consists  of  cutting- 
brush  and  removing  dangerous  limbs  and  dead  wood  from 
trees  along  the  roadside  was  done  on  a  good  many  of  our  high- 
ways this  year. 

This  department  has  its  work  cut  out  for  it  for  at  least  the 
next  five  years  to  repair  the  damage  done  to  the  trees  by  the 
ice  storm,  the  tree  repairing  now  in  need  of  being  done  is 
immense  in  quantity  and  will  necessitate  a  large  expenditure 
of  money. 

The  total  expenditure  of  this  department  is  $3,779.66  of 
which  there  has  been  returned  to  the  town  treasurer  $1,493.96 
on  account  of  private  work,  leaving  a  net  cost  of  $2,285.70  to 
the  town. 

I  recommend  that  $3,500  be  appropriated  for  Moth  and  tree 
work  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  WATER 
COMMISSIONERS 


The  Water  Commissioners  herewith  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

On  March  11,  1921,  the  Board  met  and  organized  with  the 
choice  of  Sumner  Smith,  Chairman,  and  Robert  R.  Hunter, 
Secretary. 

During  the  year  twelve  regular  and  two  special  meetings 
have  been  held  at  which  all  members  were  present. 

The  blue  print  books  of  gates,  services,  etc.,  have  been 
brought  up  to  date  by  the  addition  of  over  sixty  heretofore 
uncharted  fixtures. 

Leaks  have  been  few  the  past  year,  renewals  inexpensive, 
and  no  new  construction  has  been  undertaken.  The  Water 
Dpartment  has  been  able  to  pay  off  from  collections  most  of 
its  indebtedness.  At  the  present  writing  the  debt  is  about 
$1,000  for  current  expenses,  which  could  be  reduced  to  $400 
if  the  $600  remaining  taxes  were  collected. 

The  two  pumps  have  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year, 
the  chief  engine  house  trouble  being  with  the  belts.  These 
could  not  be  relied  upon  to  stay  on  the  pulleys,  but  were  ad- 
justed satisfactorily  and  now  run  smoothly  and  safely. 

The  Pumping  Station  and  Pumps  are  in  first  class  condition, 
but  the  former  coal  pocket  needs  some  metal  covering  over  the 
exposed  wooden  parts  of  its  frame.  The  reservoir  bank  needs 
some  stone  facing  on  the  southerly  bank  to  prevent  wash.  The 
pipe  system  seems  in  good  condition,  but  the  cement  lined  pipe 
on  the  station  road  ought  to  be  renewed  within  a  few  years. 
After  this  pipe  is  relaid  expenses  should  not  be  large  for  many 
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years.  It  would  seem  also  that  the  station  road  ought  to  be 
rebuilt  and,  while  the  Board  realizes  that  the  latter  question  is 
not  primarily  of  its  concern,  still  it  is  indirectly.  Pipe  renewal 
and  road  construction  should  be  simultaneous  when  possible. 

The  Board  is  aware  that  it  pays  high  for  electric  power  and 
has  under  consideration  plans  for  pumping  cheaper  in  the 
future.  The  Edison  Company  gives  good  service,  as  was  evi- 
denced when  the  pump  was  idle  only  four  days  on  account  of 
the  ice  storm. 

The  Water  Department  has  lost  by  death  this  winter  the 
services  of  Mr.  James  T.  Laird,  who  had  been  engineer  for 
over  thirty  years  and  superintendent  for  over  twenty  years. 
The  Board,  does  not  intend  to  appoint  a  successor  immediately. 
Mr.  Kelliher  is  now  acting  engineer  and  Superintendent,  and 
if  this  arrangement  proves  satisfactory  it  will  be  continued.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1921 : 

The  condition  of  the  roads  during  the  first  part  of  the 
year  was  very  good.  During  January  and  February  there 
was  very  little  snow.  Early  in  March  the  frost  came  out, 
leaving  the  cross  roads  badly  rutted,  so  that  it  was  neces- 
sary to  scrape  them  and  use  a  large  quantity  of  stone  to  fill 
them  in,  to  make  them  smooth  for  the  summer. 

The  tar  surfaced  roads  have  been  patched  and  coated 
with  Tarvia  B  and  sand. 

Most  of  the  other  roads  have  been  oiled  in  order  to  keep 
down  the  dust  and  hold  them  together. 

The  only  new  work  done  this  year  has  been  on  the  Lake 
Walden  Road.  Nearly  five  months  were  spent  with  the 
men  and  teams  working  on  this  State,  County,  and  Town 
road  near  Lake  Walden,  building  3,400  feet  of  penetration 
road  18  feet  wide,  which  cost  about  $17,000.  The  expendi- 
tures on  this  road  were  approximately  as  follows :

This  month  was  spent  in  scraping  the  roads  and  filling 
in  the  ruts  with  crushed  stone. 


APRIL 

Scraping  the  roads  and  filling  in  the  ruts  was  completed. 
We  then  hauled  sand  for  covering  oil  and  tarvia,  and 
patched  the  tar  surfaced  roads  with  patching  material. 


MAY  AND  JUNE 

Tarvia  and  Oil  were  put  on  the  roads  and  sand  hauled 
for  covering  same.  Also  did  some  work  for  the  Moth  De- 
partment. 
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JULY 

The  first  part  of  the  month  we  patched  the  roads  and 
scraped  the  hills  which  had  been  washed  out  by  the  heavy 
showers.  The  last  part  of  the  month  we  worked  on  the 
Lake  Walden  Road. 


AUGUST,  SEPTEMBER,  OCTOBER,  AND  MOST  OF 
NOVEMBER 

During  these  months  our  time  was  spent  in  digging  out 
the  banks  along  the  Lake  Walden  Road  and  building  the 
road. 

DECEMBER 

Most  of  the  time  has  been  spent  cutting  brush  on  the 
roads  and  in  the  cemeteries.

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LINCOLN  TOWN  NURSE 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Lincoln, 

Gentlemen: — 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Committee 
appointed  by  you  to  direct  the  work  of  the  Lincoln  Town 
Nurse. 

The  Committee  desires  first  of  all  to  express  its  thanks  for 
the  generous  aid  received  from  various  sources,  to  Mrs.  James 
J.  Storrow  for  the  office  in  the  Scout  House,  to  the  Girl 
Scouts  for  the  office  telephone,  to  Mr.  Donaldson  for  a  spare 
automobile  tire,  and  to  the  Lincoln  Branch  of  the  American 
Red  Cross  for  supplies,  equipment  and  the  Ford  car.  The 
automobile  has  proved  of  inestimable  value  to  the  nurse.  The 
telephone  operators  have  been  most  zealous  in  handling  calls 
for  the  nurse,  and  are  also  giving  a  dance,  the  proceeds  of 
which  will  help  pay  the  cost  of  the  car. 

Miss  Carolyn  M.  Viets  was  engaged  as  Public  Health  Nurse 
for  Lincoln  for  six  months  at  a  salary  of  $750.  Of  this  sum 
$600  was  appropriated  at  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting.  The 
balance  of  $150  is  paid  by  the  School  Committee  for  the 
services  of  the  nurse  in  the  schools.  The  expense  to  the  Town 
for  incidentals  during  the  four  months  for  which  figures  are 
available  has  amounted  to  $35.03.  The  total  of  the  fees  col- 
lected for  bedside  nursing  during  the  same  period  is  $45.30. 

The  work  which  Miss  Viets  does  in  the  schools  is  briefly 
described  in  the  Superintendent's  report.  She  has  visited  th% 
schools  during  a  part  of  every  session,  and  in  addition  has 
made  47  follow-up  visits  to  the  homes  of  the  children.  She 
has  given  29  treatments  at  the  office,  and  has  made  123  home 
visits  for  bedside  care  and  instruction. 
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Arrangements  have  been  made  to  allow  Miss  Viets  to  act  as 
School  Nurse  for  the  Town  of  Sudbury.  She  will  work  in 
the  Sudbury  schools  for  one  day  each  week  and  the  Town  of 
Lincoln  will  receive  $10  per  day  for  her  services.  If  this  plan 
continues  through  a  school  year  approximately  $350  will  be 
earned  by  the  nurse,  which  sum  can  be  applied  on  her  salary. 
It  is  very  probable  that  additional  work  of  this  sort  may  be 
obtained,  thus  making  possible  a  further  reduction  in  the  ex- 
pense of  the  nursing  project  to  the  Town. 

In  closing,  the  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  sincere 
thanks  to  Miss  Viets  for  her  hearty  co-operation,  and  for  her 
active  and  ardent  interest  in  the  performance  of  her  duties.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE 


The  School  Committee  herewith  submits  its  report  for 
the  year  of  1921. 

The  Board  organized  at  its  first  meeting  with  the  choice 
of  Anthony  J.  Doherty  as  chairman,  and  George  G.  Tarbell 
as  secretary.  Regular  meetings  are  held  on  the  second 
Monday  of  each  month  in  the  evening.  Special  meetings 
may  be  called  at  any  time  when  necessary  business  re- 
quires. 

During  the  year,  several  changes  were  made  in  the  teach- 
ing staff.  Some  of  the  teachers  resigned  to  accept  more 
lucrative  positions  and  others  to  accept  positions  nearer 
to  or  in  their  home  city  or  town. 

Among  the  resignations  submitted,  your  committee  very 
much  regrets  to  report  that  of  Miss  Hattie  B.  Heath, 
teacher  of  the  primary  grade,  to  accept  a  position  offered 
to  teach  a  private  class  in  a  school  now  conducted  in  the 
town.  Miss  Heath  has  given  a  long  and  faithful  service  to 
the  Lincoln  Schools,  has  been  a  conscientious  and  efficient 
teacher  and  always  ready  and  willing  to  co-operate  and 
assist  in  every  way  possible  in  the  carrying  on  of  the 
school  work.  The  committee  takes  this  opportunity  to 
congratulate  Miss  Heath  for  this  long  and  faithful  service 
and  to  assure  her  of  its  best  wishes  for  a  continuation  of 
that  service  in  her  new  field  of  work. 

A  reading  of  the  Superintendent's  report  will  show  that 
there  is  a  crying  need  for  additional  rooms  in  the  Centre 
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School.  This  has  been  apparent  to  your  committee  for 
several  years,  but  no  special  effort  to  relieve  this  condi- 
tion, or  no  special  recommendation  was  made  for  reasons 
that  were  also  very  apparent.  The  time  has  now  arrived, 
however,  when  this  matter  of  more  room  must  be  met 
squarely  by  the  town,  and  your  committee  would  ask  that 
recognition  of  this  fact  be  taken  now,  and  such  steps  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  this  recommendation,  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  look  into  the  matter  of 
providing  additional  school  rooms  should  be  considered, 
either  by  enlarging  the  present  building  or  erecting  a  new 
building.  This  matter  should  be  brought  before  the  Town 
at  the  annual  March  meeting  of  1922. 

In  any  event,  it  seems  now  necessary  that  the  South 
School  be  opened  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  next 
September,  and  your  committee  would  ask  that  this  build- 
ing be  made  ready  for  occupancy  at  that  time.  When 
opened,  both  rooms  will  be  occupied,  and  this  will  neces- 
sitate extensive  repairs  in  the  heating  arrangement,  equip- 
ing  in  full  one  of  the  rooms,  and  more  or  less  general  re- 
pairs in  and  about  the  building,  and  some  attention  given 
to  the  grounds. 

The  marks  received  by  those  pupils  in  the  Concord  High 
School  who  prepared  in  our  ninth  grade  have  been  satis- 
factory, in  fact  the  average  has  been  higher  than  the  marks 
of  pupils  who  took  their  first  year  at  Concord.  This  is 
a  strong  argument  for  maintaining  the  ninth  grade  at 
Lincoln. 

Your  committee  wishes  to  call  attention  to  the  change 
in  vacation  periods  for  the  ensuing  year.  This  change  has 
been  made  to  avoid  the  long  winter  term,  near  the  end  of 
which  the  work,  attention,  and  diligence  of  the  pupils  is 
below  standard. 
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School  Finances 

In  following  out  the  policy  of  paying  salaries  that  would 
attract  good  teachers  and  help  to  retain  them  in  Lincoln, 
your  committee  has  established  a  definite  schedule  of 
yearly  advancement  for  the  teachers,  whereby  grade 
teachers  who  remain  with  us  receive  an  increase  of  one 
hundred  dollars  yearly,  and  high  school  teachers  an  in- 
crease of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  yearly,  these  in- 
creases to  be  effective  until  maximums  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  and  sixteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  respectively, 
are  reached.  This  policy  has  been  adopted  with  a  view  to 
enhancing  in  every  way  possible  the  probability  of  our 
teachers  remaining  with  us.  It  is  hoped  that  when  the 
number  of  teachers  graduating  from  normal  schools  be- 
come large  enough  to  care  for  the  demand  for  new  teachers, 
that  the  effect  of  such  an  equalization  of  supply  and  de- 
mand will  be  reflected  in  fewer  changes  in  our  teaching 
force. 

With  the  amount  received  from  the  Commonwealth  and 
from  other  sources,  your  committee  has  been  able  to  keep 
practically  within  the  appropriation  granted  by  the  town 
for  this  year.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  greatest  increase 
in  the  expenditures  were  for  salaries  and  High  School 
tuition,  both  of  which  items  have  increased  materially. 

For  the  year  1922,  to  carry  on  the  school  work,  will  re- 
quire an  appropriation  of  $26,000,  which  sum  is  recom- 
mended by  your  committee. 

Below  will  be  found  a  grouped  statement  of  expendi- 
tures for  the  present  year,  together  with  other  sums,  re- 
ceived from  outside  sources  and  credited  to  the  school 
account.  - 

Also  attached  hereto  is  the  report  of  the  Superintendenx 
for  the  ensuing  year.     In  this  report  are  mentioned  certain 
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important  matters,  some  having  been  referred  to  by  your 
committee.  One  mentioned  particularly,  is  that  of  the  i  em- 
ployment of  a  school  nurse,  which  position  is  required  m  be 
filled,  according  to  a  recent  law  passed  by  the  Lejji-I  ri.re.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee,  Town  of  Lincoln: — 

The  past  year  has  been  no  exception  to  the  custom  that 
seems  to  prevail  in  Lincoln  of  short  tenure  for  teachers.  Two 
of  our  regular  force  are  beginning  their  second  year  of  service 
and  one  her  fourth ;  all  the  others  are  teaching  in  our  schools 
for  the  first  time.  Few  people  not  directly  connected  with 
school  work  realize  the  handicap  to  the  children  of  this  fre- 
quent change  of  teachers.  During  the  three  years  the  present 
Superintendent  has  been  in  charge,  there  have  been  twenty- 
four  teachers  employed  in  our  nine  regular  positions,  a  suffi- 
cient number  to  cause  serious  breaks  in  the  continuity  of  the 
work  done  by  the  pupils.  No  teacher,  however  faithful,  zeal- 
ous and  well  trained  can,  in  her  first  year  in  a  new  school  sys- 
tem, do  as  much  or  as  efficient  work  as  she  will  do  in  her 
second  and  subsequent  years.  If  we  are  to  get  the  best  re- 
sults in  our  schools  we  must  find  some  means  for  making  the 
teacher's  position  more  attractive.  Raising  salaries  to  the 
level  of  other  communities  has  not  done  it,  and  there  is  a 
reasonable  doubt  if  putting  them  one  or  two  hundred  dollars 
beyond  the  average  will  do  it.  Teachers  have  often  said  to  me 
that  the  necessity  of  living  so  far  from  the  school,  and  oft 
times  in  isolation,  has  been  their  reason  for  seeking  other  posi- 
tions where  living  conditions  were  more  agreeable,  and  social 
life  more  possible.  These  are  difficulties  not  easily  overcome, 
but  they  are  not  impossible  of  solution.  In  view  of  these 
present  difficulties,  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  limit  our 
choice  of  teachers  in  most  cases  to  such  as  could  live  at  their 
own  homes,  and  come  by  public  conveyance  to  the  school.  This 
is  not  satisfactory  from  the  school's  point  of  view,  for  it  is 
better  for  all  concerned  that  parents  and  teachers  should  have 
that  acquaintance  and  intimacy  that  can  only  come  from  living 
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in  the  same  community  and  having  social  interests  in  common. 
As  parents  seldom  visit  the  schools  their  knowledge  of  the 
sort  of  person  to  whom  they  intrust  their  children's  educa- 
tion is  limited  to  "hearsay"  which  is  always  untrustworthy 
and  never  to  be  relied  on.  If  parents  would  make  an  effort 
to  get  acquainted  with  the  teachers  of  their  children,  visit  them 
in  their  school  and  receive  them  in  their  homes,  the  co-opera- 
tion between  home  and  school  would  be  established  and  a  bet- 
ter understanding  result. 

The  need  for  more  rooms  for  the  coming  year  has  become 
imperative.  The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  occupy  one  room 
and  the  fifth  and  sixth  another ;  but,  with  the  new  classes 
formed  next  September,  these  rooms  will  no  longer  accommo- 
date two  grades.  The  small  room  used  by  the  ninth,  or  high 
school  class,  is  not  large  enough  to  receive  any  one  of  the  other 
grades,  so  nothing  would  be  gained  by  giving  up  this  grade. 
All  the  grades  below  the  fifth  have  rooms  to  themselves,  and 
the  time  has  come  when  the  others  require  the  same  accommo- 
dation. These  lower  grades  have  a  decided  advantage  over 
the  higher  in  that  the  class  can  be  divided  for  recitation  pur- 
poses into  two  divisions  according  to  individual  ability,  thus 
preventing  the  slower  minds  from  being  hurried  over  the  work 
too  rapidly,  and  the  quicker  and  more  alert  from  being  stulti- 
fied by  waiting  for  these  slow  ones  to  catch  up.  Where  two 
grades  are  in  one  room  such  division  is  not  advisable,  as  it 
multiplies  classes  to  an  impossible  number. 

The  only  solution  of  the  difficulty  seems  to  be  to  transfer 
the  two  lowest  primary  grades  to  the  South  School  till  such 
time  as  it  seems  best  to  the  Town  to  build  an  addition  to  the 
present  building.  This  transfer  will  also  simplify  the  trans- 
portation problem  by  relieving  the  South  Lincoln  and  Depot 
conveyances.  Seventeen  children  from  that  section,  as  the 
classes  stand  today,  would  not  require  transportation. 

The  Legislature  of   1921  passed  a  law  making  compulsory 
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the  employment  of  a  school  nurse  in  all  towns  having  a  val- 
uation of  one  million  dollars  or  more,  as  follows : — 

"Chapter  357,  Acts  of  1921.  Section  1.  The  school  com- 
mittee shall  appoint  one  or  more  school  physicians  and  nurses, 
shall  assign  them  to  the  public  schools  within  its  jurisdiction, 
shall  provide  them  with  all  proper  facilities  for  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties  and  shall  assign  one  or  more  physicians 
to  the  examination  of  children  who  apply  for  health  certifi- 
cates  .    .-." 

In  compliance  with  this  law  the  nurse  employed  by  the  town 
under  the  vote  of  last  March  was  assigned  to  duty  in  the 
schools  in  September.  While  there  has  been  no  outbreak  of 
serious  epidemic  disease,  there  has  been  much  good  work  ac- 
complished by  the  nurse  in  the  short  time  we  have  had  her 
services.  Her  watchfulness  has  undoubtedly  prevented  the 
spread  of  many  of  the  minor  ills  that  we  always  find  among 
children,  and  her  talks  on  health  and  her  advice  have  been 
invaluable  in  arousing  an  enthusiasm  for  habits  of  personal 
cleanliness  and  care  for  health.  The  follow-up  work  in  the 
home,  in  cases  where  we  have  to  exclude  children  from  school, 
results  in  their  quicker  return  to  their  studies  and  prevents 
much  loss  of  time.  The  monthly  weighing  and  measuring  also 
keeps  before  the  child  the  need  for  proper  eating  and  sleep- 
ing, both  of  which  subjects  are  not  given  sufficient  thought 
by  the  majority  of  parents.  The  following  extract  from  the 
report  of  the  School  Nurse  will  be  of  interest: 

"Beginning  with  the  opening  of  school  in  September 
my  work  of  school  nurse  has  consisted  of  daily  visits  to 
the  class  rooms  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  pres- 
ence or  absence  of  symptoms  of  contagious  disease.  Dur- 
ing the  period  of  brilliant  autumnal  foliage  many  cases  of 
poisoning  by  Poisy  Ivy  or  Poison  Sumac  occurred  among 
the  younger  children,  and  were  treated  by  me  in  the  school 
office  upon  instruction  from  the  school  physician.     Many 
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small  injuries  were  dressed  and  cared  for  and  instruction 
given  in  the  care  of  sores,  a  number  of  which,  of  a  con- 
tagious nature,  were  discovered.  A  few  children  were 
kept  at  home  and  not  allowed  to  return  to  school  till  the 
sores  had  been  properly  treated  by  the  family  physician, 
and  the  danger  from  contagion  had  passed.  A  few  cases 
of  tonsilitis  were  discovered,  and  the  children  kept  at  home 
till  recovery  was  complete."

School  Nurse. 

During  the  months  of  cold  weather  up  to  the  April  vaca- 
tion hot  cocoa  was  furnished  at  the  noon  lunch  hour.  This 
was  the  third  year  of  this  service,  and  the  benefits  are  so 
marked  that  we  hope  that  it  will  be  made  a  permanent  insti- 
tution. The  cost  for  the  last  two  years  has  been  $132.46  and 
SI 71. 30  respectively,  most  of  which  was  raised  through  the 
devoted  interest  and  active  work  of  the  late  Mrs.  Conrad  P. 
Hatheway.  The  same  service  was  begun  again  this  month  of 
December  with  a  small  fund  of  $30,  donated  by  the  Home  Eco- 
nomics Club,  and  $50  by  the  Lincoln  Grange,  together  with 
one  hundred  pounds  of  cocoa  and  one  hundred  pounds  of  sugar 
given  by  individuals. 

Last  i\pril,  the  Dental  Clinic  of  the  Middlesex  County  Farm 
Bureau  began  work  among  the  school  children.  Eighty-five 
different  children  had  their  teeth  attended  to  by  the  dentists  at 
a  moderate  cost  to  the  parents.  Most  of  these  children  had 
never  before  been  to  a  dentist,  and  in  all  probability  would  not 
have  done  so  for  several  years  to  come.

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The  figures  in  the  first  space  to  the  right  of  the  first  heavy 
line  show  the  numbers  of  normal  age  for  the  grade,  while  those 
to  the  right  of  the  second  heavy  line  are  three  years  above  this 
normal  age  and  must  be  classed  as  backward.

Since  1918  we  have  had  the  lowest  high  school  grade  added 
to  our  numbers,  but  as  these  number  only  ten  pupils  it  is  seen 
that  our  real  increase  has  been  46  in  the  last  four  years,  or 
more  than  one  additional  school  room. 

The  Town  is  now  paying  tuition  for  40  pupils  in  the  high 
schools  of  other  towns,  29  in  Concord,  6  in  Waltham,  2  in 
Weston,  1  in  Lexington,  and  2  in  the  Boston  Trades  School. 
With  the  10  in  our  home  school,  the  Town  is  now  providing 
high  school  education  for  50  pupils.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appoint  a  Committee 
to  confer  with  the  Prudential  Committee  of  the  1st  Parish  to 
determine  if  possible  the  relative  interests  of  the  town  and 
parish  in  the  Common  (so-called)  or  take  any  action  in  rela- 
tion to  the  matter.

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By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Lincoln

At  the  Superior  Court,  within  and  for  the  County 
of  Middlesex,  Anno  Domini,  1897. 


The  following  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Lincoln,  in  said 
County,  are  presented  to  this  Court  for  approval,  to  wit: — 


"ARTICLE  I. 

Town  Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  of  March  in  each  year. 

Sect.  2.  Notice  of  every  town  meeting  shall  be  given  by 
posting  copies  of  the  warrant  calling  the  same,  attested  by 
the  officer  making  service  thereof,  in  each  of  the  post-offices 
within  the  town,  and  in  one  of  the  churches,  or  one  other 
public  place,  within  the  town,  not  less  than  seven  days  be- 
fore the  day  appointed  for  such  meeting.  But  when,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  selectmen,  the  interests  of  the  town  require 
a  meeting  to  be  held  without  giving  so  long  a  notice,  a 
meeting  may  be  called  by  posting  attested  copies  of  the 
warrant   in   the   places    above    mentioned,    and   by    leaving   a 
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printed  copy  thereof  at  each  dwelling-house  within  the  town,  at 
least  three  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting ;  pro- 
vided that  in  such  cases  the  selectmen  shall  certify  that,  in 
their  opinion,  the  interests  of  the  town  require  that  a  town 
meeting  be  called  upon  a  notice  of  less  than  seven  days,  which 
certificate  shall  be  made  upon,  or  attached  to,  the  original 
warrant,  and  shall  be  served  as  a  part  thereof. 


ARTICLE  II. 

Finances. 

Section  1.  The  financial  year  shall  commence  with  the  first 
day  of  February  and  end  with  the  thirty-first  day  of  January 
annually. 

Sect.  2.  The  town  treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all 
funds  belonging  to  the  town  except  sinking  funds,  trust  funds 
and  funds  for  which  other  provision  is  made  by  law ;  and  he 
shall  pay  no  money  from  the  treasury  except  upon  a  draft 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  selectmen,  stating  the  account  to 
which  the  same  is  chargeable.  Such  draft  shall  be  sufficient 
authority  to  the  treasurer  to  pay  the  same,  and  the  payment 
thereof  shall  discharge  him  from  all  liability  on  account  of  the 
money  so  paid. 

Sect.  3.  The  water  commissioners  and  all  other  boards, 
committees  and  officers  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
pay  to  the  town  treasurer  all  sums  collected  by  them  the  month 
previous  to  the  custody  of  which  the  treasurer  is  entitled. 

Sect.  4.  A  majority  of  the  water  commissioners,  school 
committee,  or  of  any  board,  or  committee,  and  any  officer  hav- 
ing   charge    of    the    expenditure    of    an    appropriation,    shall 
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approve  in  writing  all  accounts,  claims,  bills  and  pay-rolls 
properly  chargeable  to  such  appropriation,  and  shall  trans- 
mit the  same  with  his  or  their  approval  to  the  selectmen.  All 
other  accounts,  claims,  bills  and  pay-rolls  shall  be  examined 
by  the  selectmen  and,  if  proper,  shall  be  approved  by  them. 
The  selectmen  shall  label  all  accounts,  claims,  bills  and  pay- 
rolls which  have  been  approved  either  by  themselves  or  by 
the  other  officers  before  mentioned,  and  shall  keep  a  record 
thereof  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  stating  the  persons 
to  whom  payable,  the  amounts  and  dates  thereof,  and  the 
funds,  or  appropriations,  from  which  the  same  are  payable. 

Sect.  5.  Drafts  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  selectmen, 
stating  the  accounts  to  which  the  same  are  chargeable,  shall 
be  drawn  upon  the  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  all  sums  by 
law  payable  from  the  treasury  to  the  commonwealth  or  county, 
final  judgments  of  courts,  bonds,  notes,  and  scrip  of  the  town 
and  interest  thereon  and  money  payable  to  the  commissioners 
of  the  sinking  fund  and  to-  the  trustees  of  the  public  library ; 
and  also  for  the  payment  of  all  accounts,  claims,  bills  and 
pay-rolls  which  have  been  approved  in  the  manner  provided 
in  the  previous  section.  Such  drafts  shall  not  be  negotiated, 
but  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  selectmen  directly  to  the  treas- 
urer accompanied  by  the  approved  bills  or  other  documents 
for  the  settlement  of  which  the  drafts  are  drawn. 

Sect.  6.  The  treasurer  shall  file  and  safely  keep  all  ap- 
proved and  receipted  accounts,  claims,  bills,  and  pay-rolls,  and 
all  vouchers,  cancelled  bonds,  notes,  scrip,  and  other  evidences 
of  indebtedness  of  the  town  which  have  been  paid  from  the 
treasury. 

Sect.  7.  No  draft  shall  be  drawn  by  the  selectmen  unless 
there  is  sufficient  appropriation  to  pay  the  same,  except  for 
sums  by  law  payable  to  the  commonwealth  or  county,  final 
judgments  of  courts,  bonds,  notes  and  scrip  of  the  town  and 
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interest  thereon,  and  money  payable  to  the  commissioners 
of  the  sinking  fund. 

Sect.  8.  The  selectmen  and  treasurer  respectively  shall 
make  a  record,  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  of  each  ap- 
propriation, with  a  list  of  the  drafts  drawn  against  such 
appropriation,  and  shall  make  a  record  of  all  bonds,  notes, 
scrip  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  of  the  town,  signed 
or  countersigned  by  them. 

Sect.  9.  When  the  bills  contracted  or  approved  by  any 
board,  committee,  or  officer  have  exhausted  the  entire  ap- 
propriation for  such  board,  committee  or  officer,  they  shall 
incur  no  further  expenditure,  except  in  cases  where  such 
expenditure  may  be  required  by  law;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  board,  committee  or  officer  before  the  close  of 
the  financial  year  to  approve  all  accounts,  claims,  bills  and 
pay-rolls  chargeable  to  their  appropriation.  During  the 
interval  be.tween  the  thirty-first  day  of  January  in  each 
year  and  the  time  of  making  the  next  annual  appropriations, 
the  selectmen,  school  committee  and  water  commissioners, 
in  order  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  their  several  departments, 
incurred  in  the  carrying  on  of  the  work  entrusted  to  them, 
shall  have  authority  to  make  expenditures  and  payments 
from  the  treasury  from  any  available  funds  therein,  and  the 
same  shall  be  charged  against  the  next  annual  appropria- 
tion. Such  expenditures  and  liability  incurred  for  any 
purpose  shall  not  exceed  one-fourth  the  entire  amount 
appropriated  for  that  purpose  in  the  previous  year. 

Sect.  10.  Unless  the  town  shall  expressly  otherwise  vote, 
no  extension  of  water  pipes  shall  be  made  unless  before  the 
work  of  construction  is  begun  one  or  more  of  the  persons 
whom  it  is  proposed  to  supply  with  water  by  means  of  such 
extension,  shall  file  with  the  town  clerk  a  bond  with  sureties 
satisfactory  to  the  water  commissioners,  conditioned  to  pay 
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to  the  town  for  five  years  next  following  the  completion  of 
such  extension  and  the  letting  of  water  into  the  same,  a  sum 
sufficient,  together  with  the  net  anuual  income  from  such 
extension,  to  amount  annually  to  five  per  centum  of  the 
total  cost  thereof. 


ARTICLE  III. 

Town  Seal. 

Section  1.  The  design  of  the  town  seal  shall  be  :  a  circle, 
in  the  border  the  words  "Lincoln.  Incorporated  in  1746  as 
a  precinct;  in  1754  as  a  Town";  in  the  center,  a  shield,  in 
the  chief  or  upper  part  of  which  on  a  cross,  gules,  a  fleur- 
de-lis,  gold,  from  the  old  seal  of  Lincoln,  England,  and  in 
the  base  of  the  shield  a  view  of  the  present  town  hall ;  crest, 
the  old  chestnut  tree  standing  upon  the  common  in  Lincoln ; 
in  saltire  two  shepherd's  crooks ;  the  device  thereof  being  as 
follows : 

Sect.  2.  All  deeds  and  other  legal  documents  made,  given 
or  entered  into  by  the  town  requiring  a  seal  shall  be  sealed 
with  the  town  seal,  and  signed  in  behalf  of  the  town  by  a 
majority  of  the  selectmen. 

Sect.  3.  The  town  clerk  shall  have  the  custody  of  the 
town  seal. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

Records. 

Section  1.     The  town  clerk  shall  record  in  full  in  a  book 
kept  for  the  purpose  all  written  contracts,  deeds  and  other 
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instruments  to  which  the  town  is  a  party  except  such  in- 
struments as  may  by  law  be  recorded  in  the  Registry  of 
Deeds ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  board  or  officer  exe- 
cuting or  receiving  such  written  contract,  or  other  instru- 
ment, to  deliver  the  same  forthwith  to  the  town  clerk  for 
the  purpose  of  record.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town 
clerk  to  see  that  all  conveyances  of  real  estate  to  the  town 
are  properly  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

Sect.  2.  The  town  clerk  shall  keep  a  file  of  all  town 
reports,  reports  of  all  committees  chosen  by  the  town,  and 
all  original  documents  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  town 
which  may  come  into  his  possession. 


ARTICLE  V. 


Books. 

Section  1.  Books,  records  and  laws  received  by  the 
town  from  the  commonwealth  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
public  library  building. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  officer  by  whom 
any  book  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section  is  received,  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  at  once  deposited  in  the  public  library 
building. 

Sect.  3.  Such  books  may  be  used  by  the  inhabitants  of 
the  town  within  such  building,  and  may  be  taken  therefrom 
upon  written  receipt  to  the  librarian  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding one  day  at  any  one  time  for  use  in  any  town  meet- 
ing, or  by  or  before  any  committee  or  official  of  the  town. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

Suits  and  Controversies. 

Section  1.  The  selectmen  may  compromise  claims  and 
suits  to  which  the  town  is  a  party,  provided  that  they  shall 
act  upon  the  advice  of  counsel  when  the  amount  claimed  by 
or  against  the  town  exceeds  $200.00. 

Sect.  2.  The  selectmen  shall  have,  unless  it  is  otherwise 
voted  by  the  town,  full  authority  as  agents  of  the  town  to 
institute  and  prosecute  suits  or  other  proceedings  in  the 
name  of  the  town  before  any  tribunal,  to  appear  and  repre- 
sent or  defend  the  town  before  any  tribunal  in  all  suits  and 
other  proceedings  against  the  town  or  in  which  the  town 
has  an  interest,  to  employ  counsel  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said and  for  other  purposes  when  it  may  be  expedient  to 
do  so,  and  to  take  all  necessary  and  proper  measures  for 
the  protection  of  the  interests  and  rights  of  the  town. 

Sect.  3.  If  the  town  shall,  at  any  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose,  choose  a  committee  on  claims,  such  committee 
shall  have  and  exercise  exclusively  all  the  powers  and 
duties  conferred  upon  the  selectmen  by  the  two  preceding 
sections. 


ARTICLE  VII. 
Reports  and  Publications  by  the  Town. 

Section  1.  The  annual  reports  of  the  town  officers, 
boards  and  committees  shall  be  prepared  in  form  suitable 
for  printing  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  February  in  each 
year.  The  selectmen  shall  cause  such  reports  to  be  printed 
and  distributed  to  the  legal  voters  of  the  town  seven  days 
at  least  before  the  annual  meeting. 
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Sect.  2.  The  selectmen  shall  cause  to  be  printed  and 
bound  each  year  with  the  annual  reports  of  the  town  offi- 
cers, boards  and  committees,  a  copy  of  the  records  of  the 
town  meetings  during  the  preceding  year;  a  statement  of 
all  devices,  bequests  and  donations  to  the  town  during  the 
preceding  year;  a  list  of  all  laws  of  the  commonwealth 
accepted  by  the  town  during  the  year;  all  by-laws  adopted 
by  the  town  since  the  preceding  annual  report;  copies  of 
the  laying  out,  alteration,  locating  anew  or  discontinuance 
of  any  highway  or  townway  within  the  limits  of  the  town 
during  the  preceding  year ;  and  a  statement  of  all  outstand- 
ing bonds,  notes  and  obligations  of  the  town  for  the  pay- 
ment of  money. 

Sect.  3.  The  selectmen  shall  from  time  to  time  cause  to 
be  printed  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the  by-laws  of 
the  town  and  shall  incorporate  therewith  a  list  of  the  laws 
of  the  commonwealth  which  have  been  accepted  by  the 
town. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

Truants. 

Section  1.  Any  minor  being  an  habitual  truant,  and  any 
child  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fifteen  years  found 
wandering  about  the  streets  or  public  places  within  the 
town  having  no  lawful  occupation  or  business,  not  attend- 
ing school,  and  growing  up  in  ignorance,  and'such  children 
as  persistently  violate  the  reasonable  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  public  schools,  may  upon  conviction  thereof  be  com- 
mitted to  the  Middlesex  County  Truant  School  at  Chelms- 
ford, Mass.,  or  to  any  other  place  provided  by  the  town 
within  its  limits,  for  confinement,  instruction,  and  discipline. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

Public  Regulations. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  coast  upon  any  public  street 
or  part  thereof  after  the  selectmen  have  posted  a  notice 
prohibiting  coasting  upon  such  street  or  part  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  No  person,  unless  authorized  by  law,  shall 
break  or  dig  up  any  part  of  any  street  without  a  written 
permit  therefor  from  the  selectmen.  Every  person  who 
after  obtaining  such  permit  shall  obstruct  or  render  unsafe 
any  public  street,  shall  guard  the  same  by  a  proper  fence  or 
railing,  and  by  lights  during  the  night  time,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  selectmen.  Such  permit  may  be  revoked  at 
any  time. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  be  or  remain  in  any  doorway, 
or  upon  any  stairs,  doorstep,  portico  or  other  projection 
from  any  house  or  building,  or  upon  or  against  any  wall  or 
fence  on  or  near  any  street  or  public  place,  after  having 
been  requested  by  the  owner  or  any  occupant  of  the  prem- 
ises or  by  any  constable  or  police  officer  to  remove  there- 
from. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  shall  make,  write,  print,  paint,  cut  or 
post  any  indecent  or  obscene  marks,  words,  figures  or  signs 
upon  any  fence,  building,  post,  tree  or  other  object  exposed 
to  public  view. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  wilfully  injure,  mar,  deface  or 
destroy  any  fence,  signboard,  guideboard,  lamp-post,  lamp 
or  lantern  in  any  street  or  public  place,  nor  extinguish  any 
street  light,  nor  extinguish  or  remove  any  light  placed  to 
denote  an  obstruction  or  a  defect  in  any  public  street  or 
way,  without  proper  authority  to  do  so. 
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Sect.  6.  Any  person  who  shall  offend  against  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  article  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  each 
offense,  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars." 

Which  said  By-Laws  being  seen  and  understood  by  the 
Court,  are  on  this  nineteenth  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1897, 
approved.

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REVISED  LAWS  Chap.  29 
AS  AMENDED  BY  CHAP.  280,  ACTS  OF  1912 

Sect.  1.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which 
they  were  in  charge,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar  of 
the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  notice  stating 
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the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  giving  the  street  number,  if 
any,  the  number  of  the  ward  in  a  city  and  the  family  name. 
Failure  to  mail  or  deliver  the  said  notice  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offence.  The 
notice  required  by  this  Section  need  not  be  given  if  the  notice 
required  by  the  following  Section  is  given  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  the  birth  occurs. 

Sect.  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a 
child,  and  every  householder,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth 
of  a  child  in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given 
to  the  clerk  of  the  City  or  Town,  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

Sect.  8.  A  parent,  keeper,  superintendent  or  other  person 
who  is  required  by  Section  6  to  give  or  cause  to  be  given 
notice  of  a  birth  or  death,  who  neglects  so  to  do  for  ten  days 
after  the  time  limited  therefor,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  five 
dollars  for  such  offence.

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The  construction  of  a  first-class  macadam  road  in  the  South 
part  of  the  Town  has  been  continued  with  State  and  County 
aid,  as  in  the  three  previous  years.  New  construction  on  the 
Walden  Pond  Road  so-called  has  been  continued  from  a  point 
near  St.  Anne's  Church  to  a  point  on  the  Codman  Road  to 
the  intersection  of  the  Station  Road  so-called.  The  con- 
struction carried  on  this  year  has  cost  a  total  of  $20,731.42 — 
this  expense  has  been  divided  pro  rata  between  the  State,  the 
County  and  the  Town.  There  is  remaining  for  immediate 
construction,  which  will  undoubtedly  be  carried  on  this  year, 
a  section  of  this  road  from  the  above  named  intersection  to 
Bent's  Corner  so-called,  and  when  this  section  is  completed 
there  will  be  a  first-class  macadam  road  from  the  Weston  line 
to  the  Concord  line  via  Walden  Pond  Road.  It  is  not  im- 
probable that  this  plan  and  method  of  construction  will  be 
continued  on  the  South  Great  Road  so-called — this  latter,  of 
course,  being  dependent  on  the  attitude  of  the  State  and  County 
officials  having  to  do  with  the  matter. 

The  Board  recommends  an  appropriation  for  special  high- 
way construction  this  year  of  the  same  amount  as  last  year, 
namely,  $7,500,  and  the  Board  has  the  assurance  that  the 
State  and  County  will  contribute  like  amounts  for  this  work. 

Last  year  the  Board  recommended  a  special  appropriation 
of  $4,000  for  construction  on  the  Station  Road  so-called  from 
the  Centre  to  Farnsworth  Corner;  no  special  outlay  was  made 
on  this  road  during  the  year,  but  application  was  made  to  the 
County  Commissioners  early  in  the  year  to  re-locate  this  road. 
The  County  Commissioners  have  completed  this  work  with 
the  exception  of  setting  the  bounds  for  the  road  as  re-located, 
which  will  be  done  in  the  early  Spring.  The  road  for  most 
of  its  distance  is  not  in  bad  condition  and  it  is  not  the  intention 
of  the  Board  to  proceed  with  any  special  expenditure  in  con- 
nection with  the  road  until  the  Water  Board  has  replaced  the 
present  cement-lined  pipe   which  traverses  most  of  this  road 
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with  a  10-inch  iron  main — it  would  be  folly  to  reconstruct 
the  road  before  the  work  which  the  Water  Board  proposes 
doing  shall  have  been  finished. 

In  December  the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  State 
furnished  to  the  Town  of  Lincoln  one  3 -ton  Packard  truck 
with  a  dump  body  and  snow  plow.  While  this  is  and  remains- 
the  property  of  the  Commonwealth,  it  can  be  used  by  the  Town 
as  freely  as  though  the  Town  owned  it.  This  will  be  an  addi- 
tion to  the  equipment  that  the  Town  has.,  which  will  at  times 
be  exceedingly  useful.  The  Town  has  bought  since  the  first 
of  January  a  3-ton  Cleveland  tractor  with  snow  plow  attach- 
ments, exactly  the  same  type  as  one  owned  privately,  which 
has  been  used  successfully  in  breaking  snow  roads  this  winter. 
This  was  bought  from  the  Town  of  Concord  and  is  in  perfect 
condition  and  at  a  considerable  discount  from  the  price  of  a 
new  equipment  and  will  be  useful  both  for  breaking  snow  roads 
and  also  may  be  used,  in  case  the  electricity  which  runs  the 
pumps  at  the  Pumping  Station  at  any  time  goes  out,  for  power 
with  which  to  operate  the  pumps.  It  is  proposed  to  keep  this 
equipment  at  the  Pumping  Station  and  the  truck  and  attach- 
ments will  be  kept  with  the  other  equipment  of  the  Highway 
Department. 

A  special  appropriation  was  made  at  the  last  Annual  Meet- 
ing, and  included  in  the  appropriation  for  Miscellaneous  Ex- 
penses, for  repairs  on  the  South  School  so-called,  and  also  on 
the  Town  Hall.  The  work  on  the  South  School  has  been 
completed,  a  new  heating  plant  has  been  installed  and  the 
building  otherwise  put  in  first-class  condition,  and  apparently 
it  is  now  in  as  good  condition  as  when  first  constructed  thirty 
years  ago.  With  respect  to  the  Town  Hall,  it  did  not  seem 
wise  to  proceed  with  improvements  in  the  interior  of  the  Hall, 
especially  the  painting  of  the  walls,  renewing  of  the  curtains 
and  other  fixtures,  until  the  outside  should  have  been  put  in 
first-class  condition.     This,  in   respect  to  the  roof,  has  been

accomplished,  but  there  are  still  some  other  important  outside 
repairs  to  be  completed,  and  when  these  are  done  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  Board  to  have  the  interior  put  in  first-class 
condition.  It  is  expected  that  this  can  be  done  early  this  year, 
it  is  not  possible  to  do  this  work  when  the  Hall  is  continually 
in  use  as  it  has  been  most  of  the  time  during  the  Winter. 
The  increase  in  the  appropriation  asked  for  this  year  for 
Miscellaneous  Expenses  is  partially  to  provide  funds  for  the 
above  purposes. 

At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  the  Town  chose  a  Committee 
and  voted  authority  to  transfer  to  the  First  Parish  all  of  its 
interest  in  the  land  West  of  Bedford  Road  if  simultaneously 
the  First  Parish,  by  its  authorized  Committee,  would  transfer 
to  the  Town  all  of  its  interest  in  the  land  East  of  the  above- 
named  road.  The  Committee  has  performed  the  duties  imposed 
on  it  and  deeds  have  been  passed  to  the  First  Parish  and  deeds 
have  been  passed  by  the  First  Parish  Committee  to  the  Town, 
which  deeds  have  been  deposited  with  the  Registrar  of  Deeds 
for  record  and  are  as  follows : 

WHEREAS,  at  a  meeting  of  the  First  Parish  of  Lincoln, 
in  the  County  of  Middlesex  and  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, held  on  February  6th,  1922,  it  was  duly  voted  "That 
the  Parish  Committee  be  a  Committee  to  confer  with  the 
representatives  of  the  Town,  to  determine,  if  possible,  the 
relative  interests  of  the  Town  and  Parish  in  the  'Common' 
so-called,"  and  it  was  then  also  voted  "If  a  determination  of 
the  interests  can  be  agreed  on,  then  the  Parish  Committee  be 
authorized  to  execute  conveyance  to  the  Town  in  the  name  of 
the  Parish,  of  the  land  East  of  the  road  traversing  North  and 
South  through  the  property,  if  simultaneously  the  Town,  by 
its  Selectmen  or  others  duly  authorized,  execute  in  the  name 
of  the  Town  conveyance  of  any  interest  the  Town  may  have 
in  the  land  West  of  the  above-mentioned  road,"  attested  copies 
of  which  votes  are  hereto  annexed;  and  whereas,  the  under- 
signed, constituting  the  said  Parish  Committee  have  conferred 
with  the  duly  authorized  representatives  of  the  Town  of  Lin- 
coln in  regard  to  trie  subject  matter  of  the  said  votes,  and  in 
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agreement  with  them  have  determined  the  relative  interests 
of  the  Parish  and  Town  in  the  said  "Common,"  NOW 
THEREFORE,  in  conformity  with  such  determination  and 
in  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  us,  and  in  con- 
sideration of  the  execution  and  simultaneous  delivery  in  the 
name  and  on  behalf  of  the  said  Town  by  its  representatives 
of  an  instrument  of  tenor  similar  to  these  presents  relating 
to  that  part  of  the  said  "Common"  lying  west  of  the  road 
referred  to  in  the  second  of  the  said  votes,  we,  the  said  Parish 
Committee,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  said  First  Parish 
of  Lincoln,  do  hereby  remise,  release  and  forever  quitclaim 
unto  the  Town  of  Lincoln  all  right,  title  and  interest  which  the 
said  Parish  may  have  in  and  to  that  portion  of  the  said  "Com- 
mon" which  lies  easterly  of  the  said  road  and  bounded  and 
described  as  follows :  Westerly  by  the  said  road  through  the 
"Common"  ;  Northerly  by  land  of  Annie  M.  Wilkins ;  Easterly 
by  the  burial  ground  and  the  tombs,  and  by  the  highway  leading 
from  Lexington  to  Lincoln ;  being  the  premises  whereon  is 
located  the  Town  Hall,  and  to  be  and  to  remain  devoted  to  the 
public  uses  of  the  said  Town.  See  deed  of  Edward  Flint  to 
Benjamin  Brown  and  others,  dated  October  14,  1745,  Precinct 
Records  16;  deed  of  Benjamin  Brown  and  others  to  the  Pre- 
cinct set  off  from  Concord,  Lexington  and  Weston  dated  June 
22,  1747,  1  Precinct  Records  15;  1  Town  Records  of  Lincoln, 
130,  291,  350-355,  383,  389;  II  Ibid  14,  23,  24,  26;  and  also

I  hereby  certify  that  at  a  Town  Meeting  duly  called  and 
held  on  March  6th,  1922,  under  Article  11  in  the  Warrant  for 
said  meeting  which  was:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appoint  a 
committee  to  confer  with  the  Prudential  Committee  of  the 
First  Parish  to  determine,  if  possible,  the  relative  interests  of 
the  Town  and  Parish  in  the  "Common"  (so-called),  or  take 
any  action  in  relation  to  the  matter,  it  was  moved  as  follows : 
"It  is  moved  that  the  Town  choose  a  committee  consisting  of 
Edward  F.  Flint,  George  G.  Tarbell  and  C.  Lee  Todd  to  con- 
fer with  the  Prudential  Committee  of  the  First  Parish  to 
determine  the  relative  interests  of  the  Town  in  the  Common, 
with  authority  to  prepare  and  execute  in  the  name  of  the  Town 
the  proper  deeds  for  finally  ad j using  the  matter." 

And  it  further  appears  by  said  records  that  said  motion  was 
duly  voted  and  carried.

Thus  has  been  settled  a  matter  which  for  nearly  a  century 
has  been  the  source  of  trouble  and  contention  at  various  times. 
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The  Selectmen  wish  here  to  remind  all  officers  of  the  Town, 
who  are  in  the  habit  of  making  reports  to  be  printed  in  the 
Annual  Town  Report,  that  it  is  their  duty  as  early  after  the 
1st  of  January  as  possible  to  forward  their  report  to  the  Select- 
men for  publication  in  the  Town  Report.  The  delay  of  any 
officer  or  committee  in  making  his  report  necessarily  delays 
the  publication  of  the  Report  and  requires  unusual  and  unneces- 
sary effort  on  the  part  of  the  Selectmen  in  arranging  the 
various  reports  for  publication.  Will  all  officers  and  com- 
mittees kindly  realize  this  situation  and  act  accordingly. 

Unfortunately  there  has  been  in  the  past  and  it  has  con- 
tinued up  to  the  present  the  practice  of  postponing  the  render- 
ing of  bills  against  the  Town  far  beyond  the  date  when  they 
should  have  been  presented.  This,  as  all  know,  is  not  a  good 
practice  either  for  the  Town  or  for  any  individual,  and  the 
Selectmen  request  that  all  parties  having  dealings  with  the 
Town  and  having  charges  against  the  Town  should  present 
their  bills  promptly.  In  no  case  should  bills  for  the  calendar 
year  be  carried  forward  into  the  succeeding  year.  If  this 
practice  of  delay  in  rendering  bills  continues  or  becomes  more 
prevalent  it  will  not  be  possible  for  the  Selectmen  to  render 
a  report  of  the  Town's  financial  condition  which  will  be  at 
all  reliable. 

Finances 

All  of  the  original  issue  of  $55,000  of  Schoolhouse  bonds 
have  been  retired  up  to  January  1st,  1923,  except  $6,000. 
Funds  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Sinking  and  Trust  Fund  Com- 
missioners to  retire  these  bonds  as  soon  as  they  become  due. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Town  otherwise  as  on  January 
1,  1923,  is  as  follows: 

The  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  on  account  of  the 
Water  Works  is,  as  reported  by  the  Treasurer,  $63,000 ;  there 
is  available  in  the  Sinking  Fund,  to  retire  the  bonds  at  maturity, 
securities  and  cash  of  the  value  of  $35,312.13,  this,  together 
with  the  reported  uncollected  water  bills  and  current  cash  on 
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hand  of  $3,424.49,  leaves  a  net  indebtedness  of  $24,263.38. 
This  is  by  far  the  most  favorable  condition  that  the  Water 
Department  has  ever  reported.  The  Water  Department,  how- 
ever, is  indebted  to  the  Town  Treasury  on  account  of  money 
raised  by  taxes  some  years  since  for  $4,712.00. 

The  Treasurer's  report  shows  the  balance  in  the  treasury 
on  January  1st,  1923,  $29,644.77.  The  Collector  reports  un- 
collected taxes  of  January  1st  of  $8,731.96,  making  the  total 
available  for  the  treasury  $38,376.73.  This  most  unusual  state- 
ment of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town  is  accounted  for 
not  by  any  increase  in  the  amount  of  the  taxes  received  from 
the  State  on  account  of  Income  Taxes  collected,  as  that  item 
is  some  $3,000  less  than  that  paid  in  the  previous  year,  but 
the  Town  has  received  from  the  State  on  account  of  National 
Bank  taxes  collected  the  largely  increased  amount  of  more 
than  $20,000.  However,  as  this  tax  is  contested  by  some  of 
the  National  Banks  in  the  Courts  and  as  no  ultimate  decision 
in  connection  with  the  matter  has  been  reached  by  the  Courts, 
it  is  not  improbable  that  a  large  part  of  this  amount  of  $20,000 
may  have  to  be  returned  by  the  Town  of  Lincoln  to  the  State ; 
it  is,  therefore,  unwise  for  the  Town  to  count  on  it  as  an 
actual  balance  which  can  be  used  as  the  Town  directs.  If  the 
Courts  decide  that  it  is  legitimate  for  the  State  to  collect  it, 
then  the  Town  may  safely  appropriate  this  money.  Aside 
from  this  contingent  sum,  however,  the  financial  condition  is 
as  follows :  available  in  the  treasury  approximately  $9,000.00 
and  uncollected  taxes  of  $8,731.96,  or  a  total  available  of 
approximately  $17,731.96. 

The  money  available  in  the  Town  treasury  for  the  Lincoln 
cemeteries  is,  as  reported  by  the  Town  Treasurer,  $1,026.44. 

The  business  of  the  Town,  as  it  has  been  conducted  by  the 
various  officers  and  departments  of  the  Town,  is  embodied 
in  their  printed  reports.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 

STREETS 


To  the  pjoard  of  Selectmen : 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  3.1,  1922: 

The  condition  of  the  roads  last  spring  was  about  the  same 
as  the  previous  year.  In  January  and  February  there  was 
very  little  snow  work  to  do.  In  March,  the  gravel  roads  were 
scraped,  and  the  ruts  filled  in  with  crushed  stone ;  mudholes 
and  washouts  on  some  of  the  crossroads  were  filled  in,  -and 
the  roads  oiled  and  put  in  good  condition  for  the  season. 

The  tar  surfaced  roads  were  patched  with  peastone  and 
Tarvia  K.  P.,  followed  with  an  application  of  Tarvia  B  and 
sand. 

The  new  work  done  on  the  Codman  road  by  the  State, 
County,  and  Town,  took  a  little  over  five  months.  Approxi- 
mately 4,000  was  built,  from  18  ft.  to  20  ft.  wide,  costing 
about  $21,000.  The  expenditures  on  this  road  were  approxi- 
mately as  follows : 

Teams  and  labor,  $7,900.00 

Gravel  and  stone,  8,450.00 

Oil  and  Tarvia,  3,200.00 

Coal  and  wood,  250.00 

Culvert  Pipe,  50.00 

Roller  man,  850.00

Also,  this  department  has  done  work  for  the  Moth  Depart- 
ment, in  addition  to  carting  ashes  away  from  the  Town  Hall, 
Library,  and  Schoolhouses. 
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The  following  is  a  partial  list  of  what  the  men  and  teams 
have  done  throughout  the  year : 

JANUARY 

Most  of  this  month  was  spent  chopping  wood  and  cleaning 
up  brush. 

FEBRUARY 

There  was  snow  work  to  be  done  in  this  month,  and  any 
spare  time  was  used  in  teaming  sand  for  covering  Tarvia  and 
Oil. 

MARCH 

The  first  part  of  this  month  was  spent  teaming  sand;  the 
balance  in  putting  gravel  on  the  road  near  Mr.  Higginson's 
farm,  and  filling  in  the  ruts  with  crushed  stone. 

APRIL 

Practically  the  entire  time  was  spent  in  scraping  the  roads, 
filling  the  ruts  with  crushed  stone,  and  patching  the  tar-sur- 
faced roads. 

MAY  and  JUNE 

During  these  months,  the  work  on  patching  the  roads  was 
finished,  tarvia  and  sand  put  on  the  tar-surfaced  roads,  most 
of  the  gravel  roads  oiled,  work  done  for  the  Moth  Department, 
and  tumbled-down  fencing  in  different  parts  of  the  town 
replaced  by  new. 

JULY  to  DECEMBER 

Practically  all  of  the  time  from  July  to  the  middle  of 
December  was  spent  on  the  Codman  road ;  the  balance  of 
December  in  teaming  sand  and  breaking  out  the  snow-filled 
roads.

This  will  necessitate  buying  a  pair  of  horses  this  spring  to 
carry  on  the  work  to  advantage ;  otherwise,  the  condition  of 
the  Highway  Department  is  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  guide  boards  are  in  fair  condition,  but  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  repair  and  repaint  some  of  them  the  coming  year.

REPORT  OF  LINCOLN  TOWN  NURSE 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Lincoln : 

Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Committee 
appointed  by  you  to  direct  the  work  of  the  Lincoln  Town 
Nurse. 

The  work  of  the  District  Nurse  has  been  carried  on  for 
another  year  under  Miss  Carolyn  Viets  with  continued  suc- 
cess, and  the  results  have  been  as  follows:  From  January  1st, 
1922  to  January  1st,  1923,  bedside  care,  106;  calls  for  treat- 
ment, 261 ;  night  calls,  6 ;  confinement  cases,  5 ;  school  inspec- 
tion, 168;  follow-up  school  work,  167;  children  taken  to  the 
Tonsil,  Adenoid,  and  Eye  Clinics,  10;  supervision  of  the 
Dental  and  Underweight  Clinics  held  in  Lincoln,  visits  to 
the  Sudbury  Schools,  27%  days. 

The  total  amount  of  running  expenses  for  the  year  has  been 
$163.62,  while  fees  collected  amount  to  $165.60,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance of  $1.98. 

There  has  been  an  average  amount  of  sickness  in  Lincoln, 
but  no  marked  epidemics.  There  were  several  cases  of  chicken- 
pox  in  the  lower  school,  but  its  further  spread  was  promptly 
arrested.  An  important  aspect  of  the  nurse's  work  is  in  the 
school  where  cases  of  illness  are  promptly  followed  up.  Under 
her  care,  the  children  are  taught  personal  hygiene ;  also  defects 
of  the  eyes,  ears,  throat,  and  underweight  are  noted  and 
reported  at  once  to  the  School  Physician  for  treatment  and 
advice.  The  work  of  the  nurse  has  increased  during  the  year 
both  in  variety  and  usefulness.  Although  the  work  in  Lincoln 
is  apparently  increasing,  Miss   Viets   will  still  be  able  for  a 
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time  to  carry  on  the  work  in  the  Sudbury  Schools,  from  which 
part  of  her  salary  is  obtained. 

The  Committee  is  indebted  again  this  year  to  the  Lincoln 
Branch  of  the  Red  Cross  for  the  use  of  the  nurse's  car,  and 
the  upkeep  of  the  car. 

The  second  year  of  the  experiment  of  this  work  in  Lincoln 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  clearly  shows  the  need  and 
importance  of  a  Public  Health  Nurse,  and  the  Committee 
sincerely  hopes  the  Town  will  vote  to  continue  the  work.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Commissioners  submit  herewith  the  following  report 
for  the  year  1922  : 

There  has  been  expended  for  work  in  connection  with  the 
cemeteries  for  the  year  $556.01.  This  amount  the  coming 
year  will  be  taken  from  the  funds  available  for  cemetery 
purposes  as  per  the  vote  of  the  Town.  A  considerable  part 
of  the  increased  expenditure  was  occasioned  by  the  severe 
ice  storm  of  November  1921,  and  there  are  several  cords  of 
wood  at  the  cemetery  which  was  cut  after  the  storm,  and 
which  will  be  disposed  of  during  the  coming  year  and  a  credit 
of  at  least  $150  may  be  expected. 

Up  to  date  there  have  been  about  80  of  the  several  hundred 
available  lots  in  the  new  cemetery  taken.  The  Commissioners 
during  the  year  have  undertaken  to  perfect  the  records  that 
have  been  kept  since  this  cemetery  was  started  so  that  in  the 
future  there  will  be  no  confusion  of  any  sort  respecting  the 
ownership  of  the  lots,  whether  such  lots  have  any  markers 
to  indicate  burials  or  not.  The  Commissioners  propose  to  go 
further  in  this  systematizing  of  the  records  and  have  the  loca- 
tion of  each  grave  indicated  on  a  plan  of  the  lot.  This  entails 
a  great  deal  of  care  and  work,  but  we  believe  that  it  is 
necessary  for  the  proper  care  and  administration  of  this  ceme- 
tery in  the  future.  The  care  of  lots  for  which  legacies  have 
been  provided,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  annual 
care  as  well  as  the  general  care  of  the  cemeteries,  has  been 
carried  on  as  usual.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  WATER 
COMMISSIONERS 


The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report  for  the  year  1922. 

The  pumps  have  given  good  service  and  have  always  been 
in  condition  to  work.  Most  of  the  pumping  has  been  done 
with  no  operator  in  attendance,  therefore  making  a  saving  in 
salary. 

An  unusually  small  amount  of  leaks  have  occurred,  and  no 
new  construction  has  been  started,  affording  another  saving. 

The  reservoir  bank,  gate  house  wall,  and  coal  pocket  need 
repairing,  and  the  hydrants  would  be  improved  by  painting. 
Otherwise  the  plant  is  in  good  condition  with  the  exception 
of  the  cement-lined  pipe  on  the  station  road,  which  the  Board 
intends  to  commence  renewing  this  year. 

A  few  years  ago  the  Town  voted  to  make  an  extension  in 
North  Lincoln  to  the  sight  of  the  old  North  School,  but  no 
appropriation  was  made.,  and  the  interested  parties  have  never 
yet  made  any  formal  guarantee,  consequently  the  Board  has 
done  nothing  about  the  extension. 

The  Profit  and  Loss  Sheet  shows  the  present  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Water  Works,  and  it  can  be  seen  that  the  net 
gain  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Department. 

Probably  many  people  think  they  pay  high  water  rates, 
especially  those  with  many  fixtures  and  small  families.  At 
any  rate,  the  Board  heard  only  two  formal  complaints  from 
people  who  previously  had  paid  water  taxes  in  cities.  These 
people  raised  the  common  question  that  because  they  had 
numerous  fixtures  they  did  not  use  any  more  water  than  if 
they  had  half  as  many  fixtures.  The  Board  does  not  attempt 
to  deny  the  contention,  but  the  taxes  must  be  collected,  and 
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the  Board  has  not  yet  found  a  better  system  of  charging  than 
the  one  in  use.  It  has  been  proved  here  conclusively  that  the 
meter  system  is  out  of  the  question,  and  any  other  system 
which  the  Board  might  operate  to  gain  the  revenue  would 
probably  riot  please  every  one,  therefore  the  Board  decided 
to  leave  well  enough  alone  and  kept  on  with  the  old  system. 
However,  it  would  seem  that  the  consumers  who  have  only 
one  faucet  do  not  pay  in  proportion  to  what  they  use.  It  is 
significant  that  the  average  number  of  gallons  of  water  pumped 
per  month  in  the  winter  is  nearly  as  much  as  in  the  summer, 
and  the  inference  is  that  water  must  be  left  running  to  keep 
it  from  freezing,  and  usually  the  most  danger  from  freezing 
is  in  the  houses  with  no  furnace  and  generally  one  fixture. 
Water  is  not  unduly  wasted  here,  for  the  average  daily  pei 
capita  consumption  is  only  a  little  larger  than  the  average  in 
many  cities.

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TREE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 


I  herewith  submit  a  brief  report  on  the  work  done  on  the 
trees  and  against  the  Gypsy  and  Browntail  Moths  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1922: 

The  methods  used  in  handling  the  Gypsy  Moth  problem  this 
year  have  been  practically  the  same  as  in  past  years,  namely 
creosoting  nests  on  trees  along  the  highways,  followed  by 
spraying.  We  find  this  the  cheapest  and  most  efficient  way  of 
carrying  on  the  work.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  Gypsy 
Moth  infection  is  not  as  severe  as  it  has  been  in  past  years, 
conditions  as  a  whole  show  an  improvement,  due  largely  to 
parasitic  attack  and  disease.  I  sincerely  hope  the  same  agencies 
will  continue  their  good  work.  We  found  it  necessary  to  go 
through  some  of  the  orchards  and  remove  the  Browntail  Moth 
webs  so  as  to  prevent  any  further  spread,  there  being  three 
bushels  of  nests  cut  this  year. 

The  work  of  removing  the  broken  branches  from  the  trees 
has  been  done  on  some  of  the  highways,  but  not  all,  as  it  is 
a  very  slow  and  expensive  job.  I  had  the  assistance  of  Dr. 
Stone  of  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College,  than  whom 
there  is  no  better  authority  on  shade  trees.  In  our  opinion, 
the  most  important  work  is  to  remove  the  broken  branches ; 
after  this  is  done,  permanent  shaping  and  pruning  can  be 
undertaken.  Little,  if  any,  injury  will  result  to  the  tree  if 
several  years  are  taken  for  this  work;  in  the  meantime,  it  will 
give  nature  an  opportunity  to  readjust  herself. 

The  total  expenditure  of  this  Department  is  $4,304.17,  of 
which' there  has  been  charged  up  to  property  owners  $968.50 
on  account  of  private  work,  leaving  a  net  cost  of  $3,335.67 
to  the  Town. 

I  recommend  that  $3,500.00  be  appropriated  for  Moth  and 
Tree  Work.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ENLARGING 
THE  SCHOOL  HOUSE 


The  Committee,  consisting  of  the  School  Committee  and 
three  others  appointed  by  the  moderator,  as  voted  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  1922,  to  look  into  the  neces- 
sity for  enlarging  the  present  schoolhouse,  or  of  providing 
in  some  way  added  schoolrooms  to  care  for  the  increased 
number  of  pupils,  makes  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  finds  that  all  grades,  with  the  exception  of 
the  7th,  8th  and  9th,  are  so  large  that  each  grade  must  occupy 
one  schoolroom  by  itself.  The  Center  School  has  six  main 
rooms,  suitable  for  classrooms,  and  one  small  recitation  room, 
which  can  be  used  as  a  classroom  for  a  grade  of  15  pupils. 
It  has  been  used  for  a  class  of  19,  but  was  overcrowded  with 
this  number.  This  leaves  us  the  necessity  of  providing  two 
extra  rooms  as  classrooms,  as  a  minimum  with  which  to  func- 
tion properly.  During  the  past  year,  the  School  Committee 
has  taken  care  of  this  situation  by  opening  the  South  School- 
house.  A  new  heating  plant  was  installed,  many  minor  repairs 
made,  the  trim  of  the  building  painted,  and  the  walls  and 
ceilings  of  the  classrooms  were  painted  and  calcimined.  The 
building  is  now  in  good  condition,  and  adequately  cares  for 
the  first  two  grades.  This  leaves  seven  grades  in  the  Center 
School,  which  can  accommodate  them  only  so  long  as  at  least 
one  grade  is  small  enough  to  use  the  small  recitation  room. 
It  seems  to  the  Committee  that  there  is  no  immediate  prospect 
that  the  9th  grade  will  be  too  large  to  be  so  cared  for.  When 
that  time  comes,  however,  there  will  be  no  alternative  but  to 
enlarge  the  present  schoolhouse,  or  to  erect  another  building, 
at  which  time  provision  should  be  made  for  enough  rooms  to 
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house  all  nine  grades  at  the  Center  School,  with  due  considera- 
tion given  to  the  possible  necessity  for  a  High  School  at  some 
time  in  the  future. 

In  making  final  recommendation  to  the  town,  the  Committee 
has  considered  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  continuing 
to  operate  the  South  School.  It  seems  to  the  Committee  that 
this  additional  expense  of  operation  is  not  much  greater  than 
would  be  the  expense  of  operating  an  addition  to  the  present 
school  building.  In  a  central  plant  there  would  probably  be 
a  small  saving  in  fuel.  The  extra  expense  for  janitor  service 
could  perhaps  be  cut  $100  yearly.  It  is  doubtful  if  any  saving 
could  be  made  in  transportation,  as  the  barges  are  now  crowded 
to  capacity  and  if  the  children  from  the  south  part  of  the  town 
who  now  attend  the  South  School  were  carried  to  the  Center, 
additional  transportation  would  have  to  be  furnished,  which 
would  doubtless  cost  more  than  under  the  present  arrangement 
by  which  Mr.  Doherty  carries  those  children  who  attend  the 
first  and  second  grades  from  the  north,  east  and  center  of  the 
town,  on  his  return  trip. 

If  an  addition  at  the  Center  were  now  authorized,  proper 
provision  should  be  made  for  a  room  or  rooms  in  which  the 
children  could  find  recreation  during  recess  on  stormy  days, 
and  also  for  a  general  assembly  room.  These  two  features 
could  be  easily  combined.  Modern  schoolhouse  construction 
demands  them  both.  It  is  evident  that  proper  indoor  recrea- 
tion facilities  should  be  provided  for  the  children.  An  as- 
sembly room  is  desirable,  but  not  necessary. 

The  operation  of  the  South  School  is  desirable  in  that  it 
greatly  relieves  the  crowded  condition  of  the  school  barge. 
The  School  Committee  quite  properly  placed  the  first  two 
grades  in  this  school  for  the  following  reasons:  the  necessity 
of  transporting  the  children  of  the  north,  east  and  center  of  the 
town  to  the  South  School  makes  necessary  a  shorter  session  in 
the  South  School,  not  only  at  the  start  of  the  school  day,  but 
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also  at  its  close,  so  that  the  barges  may  be  ready  to  leave  the 
Center  School  at  its  closing  hour.  The  upper  grades  cannot 
afford  this  loss  of  time.  The  shorter  session  is  a  distinct 
advantage  to  the  1st  and  2nd  g-rades,  not  only  because  they  do 
not  need  the  longer  hours,  but  because  at  their  age  the  children 
becomes  less  fatigued  and  consequently  do  better  work  par- 
ticularly towards  the  close  of  the  school  day.  In  addition, 
the  small  children  are  able  to  play  by  themselves.  In  every 
school  there  is  the  problem  of  restraining  the  older  boys  from 
teasing  the  younger  ones.  This  teasing,  done  thoughtlessly, 
of  course,  and  without  malice,  is  unfortunately  a  part  of  the 
human  nature  of  a  boy,  and  is  a  disagreeable  and  often  a 
detrimental  feature  in  the  early  school  years  of  the  younger 
children.  The  placing  of  these  grades  by  themselves  of  course 
solves  this  problem. 

Xo  two  upper  grades  can  be  cared  for  in  the  South  School, 
because  under  the  present  system  of  classes,  the  best  results 
can  be  obtained  by  employing  a  teacher  as  instructor  in  all 
the  upper  grades  on  those  subjects  in  which  he  or  she  has 
specialized.  For  instance,  the  higher  mathematics  of  grammar 
school  can  be  taught  by  one  teacher  in  all  the  upper  grades, 
and  the  other  subjects  in  a  similar  way.  The  teachers  for 
these  grades  are  selected  with  this  in  view,  and  it  can  be 
readily  seen  that  greater  advancement  will  be  effected  and 
the  work  can  be  better  carried  on  from  class  to  class  by  this 
method  than  by  any  arrangement  where  each  teacher  instructs 
in  all  the  subjects  in  one  grade. 

There  is  one  big  objection  to  the  use  of  the  South  School. 
This  is  that  the  children  of  North  and  East  Lincoln  must  be 
transported  not  only  to  the  Center  School,  but  from  there  to 
the  South  School,  which  in  severe  weather  is  not  desirable 
unless  great  care  is  exercised  that  all  those  so  transported 
are  taken  into  the  Center  School  to  become  thoroughly  warm 
before  starting  for  the  South  School.    In  addition,  the  problem 
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of  supervision  becomes  more  difficult,  although  from  now  on, 
being  required  by  law  to  employ  a  union  superintendent  in- 
stead of  a  teaching  superintendent,  this  problem  will  not  be 
a  serious  one. 

The  Committee  believes  that  the  town  does  not  wish  to 
spare  any  expense  in  order  to  obtain  for  our  children  the  best 
education  that  can  be  imparted  to  them,  and  that  when  such 
education  is  assured  insofar  as  that  is  possible,  that  most  rigid 
economy  must  be  practised  in  the  expenditure  of  the  money 
of  the  citizens  of  the  town.  Believing  that  the  education  of 
our  children  will  not  suffer  at  present  through  the  maintenance 
of  the  South  School,  and  after  carefully  considering  the  ad- 
vantages and  disadvantages  of  this  plan,  the  Committee  recom- 
mends to  the  town  that  no  action  be  taken  at  present  to  enlarge 
the  Center  School  plant,  but,  that  the  town  keep  watchful 
eye  upon  the  situation,  so  that  when  and  if  the  large  size  of 
the  present  lower  grades  is  maintained  as  these  grades  pass 
on  through  the  school,  that  the  town  will  be  prepared  to  build 
for  them  such  an  enlargement  or  addition  to  the  present  build- 
ing as  at  that  time  careful  study  for  future  needs  will  deter- 
mine.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  Committee  at  its  first  meeting  for  the  year  1922,  organ- 
ized with  Anthony  J.  Doherty  as  Chairman  and  George  G. 
Tarbell  as  Secretary. 

For  the  first  time  in  a  number  of  years  and  with  a  great 
deal  of  satisfaction  to  the  Committee,  it  has  been  able  to  report 
very  few  changes  in  the  "Teaching  Staff."  This  is  attributed 
to  the  fact  that  all  teachers  re-engaged  receive  an  increase  in 
salary  of  one  hundred  dollars  a  year  for  Elementary  teachers 
until  the  maximum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  is  reached,  and 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year  for  High  School  teachers, 
until  a  maximum  of  sixteen  hundred  fifty  dollars  a  year  is 
reached.  This  plan  now  in  force  has  resulted  in  the  Commit- 
tee being  able  to  retain  practically  all  teachers  of  the  previous 
year  and  at  salaries  more  in  keeping  with  the  average  paid  in 
other  towns  included  in  the  group  of  which  Lincoln  is  a  part. 

The  past  year  saw  the  opening  of  the  South  School,  both 
rooms,  and  the  removal  of  grades  one  and  two  from  the  Center 
School.  This  arrangement  has  greatly  relieved  the  congestion 
existing  at  the  Center  School  and  provides  room  that  has  been 
sadly  needed  there  for  some  time,  and  if  continued  will  obviate 
the  necessity  of  providing  a  new  building  or  any  addition  to 
the  present  building  in  the  Center,  at  least  for  the  present. 
There  is  one  feature,  however,  in  connection  with  the  opening 
of  the  South  School,  that  is  a  draw-back;  that  is  the  trans- 
portation of  the  children  of  these  two  grades  who  come  from 
the  North  and  East  sections  of  the  Town.     This  makes  for 
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them  a  much  longer  ride,  and  in  the  Winter  months,  carries 
with  it  certain  inconveniences.  If,  however,  motor  trans- 
portation could  be  provided  for  the  North  section,  the  objec- 
tion of  long  time  on  the  road,  the  principal  inconvenience, 
would  be  eliminated  to  a  very  great  extent.  The  Committee 
have  great  hopes  of  bringing  about  in  some  way  an  arrange- 
ment whereby  the  children  of  the  North  section  will  have  this 
motor  transportation.  Grade  one  at  the  South  School  has 
now  a  membership  of  32  and  grade  two,  a  membership  of  24; 
thus  taking  from  the  Center  School  a  total  of  56,  or  about 
one-fourth  of  the  full  membership  of  the  Lincoln  Schools. 
This  change  has  both  its  advantages  and  disadvantages.  The 
chief  advantage  being  that  the  younger  children  are  by  them- 
selves and  not  in  contact  with  the  larger  and  older  children. 
The  chief  disadvantage  being  that  these  grades  do  not  have 
the  supervision  they  would  naturally  have  if  all  were  in  one 
building.  On  the  whole,  however,  the  change  appears  to  be 
working  out  very  satisfactorily. 

But  few  changes  in  the  matter  of  transportation  were  neces- 
sary during  the  past  year.  It  is  quite  obvious,  however,  that 
changes  will  have  to  be  made  in  the  future  as  the  vehicles  of 
transportation  on  several  of  the  routes  are  greatly  over- 
crowded and  not  satisfactory  from  several  points  of  view.  The 
congestion  as  applied  heretofore  to  membership  in  the  Center 
School  is  equally  applicable  to  the  matter  of  transportation. 

At  the  close  of  the  Fall  term  in  December,  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  Morss  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  took  effect,  he 
having  reached  the  retirement  age  and  being  eligible  to  apply 
for  a  pension.  During  his  services  of  five  years,  Mr.  Morss 
established  a  complete  reorganization  of  the  schools,  thereby 
greatly  increasing  their  efficiency.  He  also  was  able  to  keep 
in  close  touch  with  those  of  our  pupils  attending  High  School 
at  Concord  and  Waltham.    The  introduction  of  the  ninth  grade 
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of  Junior  High  School  during  his  Supervision  has,  in  a  great 
measure,  helped  to  bridge  a  gap  that  had  for  some  time  existed 
between  the  Eighth  Grade  of  the  Lincoln  Schools  and  the 
Ninth  Grade  or  First  Grade  of  the  High  School  at  Concord. 
This  he  brought  about  by  adopting  certain  of  the  courses  as 
given  in  these  grades  in  the  Concord  Schools.  Mr.  Morss 
brought  to  Lincoln  Schools  a  valuable  experience  attained  by 
long  and  active  service  as  a  Teacher  and  Administrator  in 
the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts  and  also  outside  of  the 
State  of  Massachusetts;  that  Lincoln  Schools  have  received 
the  benefit  from  this  service  and  experience,  there  is  no  ques- 
tion. The  School  Committee  wishes  to  recognize  this  service 
and  extends  to  Mr.  Morss  their  well  wishes  for  a  long  and 
well  deserved  period  of  rest. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Morss,  the  Committee  were 
informed  that  Lincoln,  under  the  law,  was  obliged  to  enter 
a  Superintendency  Union  with  other  towns  and  could  not 
employ  a  Superintendent  of  its  own  as  heretofore.  After 
conferences  with  representatives  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, the  matter  was  left  in  abeyance  pending  negotiations 
with  other  towns  with  the  view  of  planning  a  combination 
that  would  be  suitable  and  effective.  Your  Committee  were 
then  confronted  with  the  task  of  securing  a  man  to  fill  the 
position  of  principal  and  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
engage  Mr.  Charles  M.  Robinson,  who  at  the  time  held  the 
position  of  Sub-Master  in  the  High  School  at  Sharon.  The 
Committee  feels  that  it  was  doubly  fortunate  in  engaging  Mr. 
Robinson  in  that  he  could  come  to  Lincoln  at  the  beginning 
of  the  January  term,  thus  taking  up  the  work  where  it  was 
left  off  by  Mr.  Morss. 

School  Finances 

During  the  past  year  the  tuition  of  our  High  School  pupils 
attending  Concord  High  was  again  raised  so  that  the  Town 
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is  now  paying  the  amount  of  One  Hundred  Twenty-five  Dol- 
lars per  year  with  5%  off  for  payment  within  thirty  days. 
This  as  compared  with  Waltham,  where  the  tuition  charge  is 
Seventy-five  Dollars  per  year,  makes  a  very  substantial  dif- 
ference in  the  cost  of  attendance  at  the  two  places.  Our 
present  enrollment  at  Concord  is  32  pupils  and  at  Waltham  2. 
Other  than  the  increase  in  High  School  tuition  as  above,  and 
the  yearly  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  teachers,  there  has 
been  very  little  increase  in  the  past  year  over  that  of  the 
previous  year  in  the  running  expenses  of  the  schools.  There 
is  one  exception,  however,  that  of  the  District  Nurse,  for 
whose  services  the  School  pays  the  sum  of  Four  Hundred  Dol- 
lars a  year. 

In  the  year  1922,  there  has  been  received  from  the  Common- 
wealth and  other  sources,  the  amount  of  $3,528.44,  as  is  shown 
on  summary  of  school  expenses  for  the  year  1922,  included 
in  this  report. 

To  carry  on  the  school  work  for  the  year  1923  will  require 
an  appropriation  of  $29,500.00.  The  excess  over  that  of  last 
year  is  due  to  the  general  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  teachers, 
the  proportionate  part  to  be  paid  toward  the  salary  of  a  Uiiion 
Superintendent,  and  the  additional  expense  in  connection  with 
the  conducting  of  the  South  School.  This  sum  is  recom- 
mended by  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  also  that  the  Town  make 
an  appropriation  sufficient  to  properly  grade  the  Center  School 
grounds.  This  is  work  that  should  be  done  for  the  protection 
of  the  children  who  use  the  grounds  for  their  different  forms 
of  play  and  recreation  and  for  which  the  grounds  are  not 
entirely  suitable  or  safe. 

Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Morss,  there  has  been  no 
Superintendent's   report  prepared.     That  part   of  the   Super- 
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intendent's    report,    however,    relating    to    school    statistics    is 
hereto  annexed  and  made  a  part  of  this  report.

ARTICLE  1.     To  choose  a  Moderator. 
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ART.  2.  To  bring  in  their  votes  for  the  following  Town 
Officers  and  any  other  officers  required  by  law  to  be  elected 
by  Australian  ballot: 

One  Town  Clerk  for  one  year. 

One  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  three  years. 

One  member  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  for  three  years. 

One  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  three  years. 

One  Treasurer  for  one  year. 

One  Collector  for  one  year. 

One  Auditor  for  one  year. 

Two  Constables  for  one  year. 

One  Tree  Warden  for  one  year. 

One  member  of  the  Trust  Fund  Commissioners  for  three 
years. 

One  member  of  Trustees  for  Free  Public  Lectures  for  three 
years. 

One  member  of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years. 

One  member   of   the   Board  of   Water   Commissioners   for 
three  years. 

One  member  of  the  Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners  for 
three  years. 
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Also  to  vote  "Yes"  or  "No"  upon  the  following  question :

ART.  3.  To  bring  in  their  votes  for  any  committees,  com- 
missioners, trustees  and  officers  required  by  law  to  be  elected 
by  ballot  or  otherwise. 

ART.  4.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  Town  Of- 
ficers, Committees,  Commissioners  and  Trustees. 

ART.  5.  To  appropriate  money  for  necessary  and  expe- 
dient purposes  of  the  Town  and  enact  anything  in  relation  to 
the  same. 

ART.  6.  To  determine  the  manner  of  collecting  taxes  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

ART.  7.  To  determine  the  compensation  of  the  Collector 
of  Taxes  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ART.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  during  the  muni- 
cipal year,  beginning  January  1st,  1923,  in  anticipation  of  the

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ART.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  any  extension 
of  water  pipes  or  take  any  action  with  reference  to  the  matter. 

ART.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  employ- 
ment of  a  Visiting  Nurse  or  take  any  action  with  reference  to 
the  matter. 

ART.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200,  or  some  other  amount  and  elect  a 
director,  the  money  to  be  expended  by  and  the  director  to 
serve  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Agricultural  Trustees 
of  the  Middlesex  County  Bureau  of  Agriculture  and  Home 
Economics,  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  40  to  45,  Chapter 
128,  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

ART.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  acquire,  by  purchase  or 
otherwise,  sufficient  land  for  a  playground  or  athletic  field  and 
appropriate  any  money  for  the  same,  or  take  any  action  in 
relation  thereto.

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The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  pre- 
paring a  new  set  of  By-Laws  or  amending  those  already  in 
exisJence,  report  minor  changes  in  the  present  By-Laws.  These 
are  presented  to  the  Town  for  such  action  in  the  premises  as 
thev  think  best : 


Proposed  By-Laws 
of  the  Town  of  Lincoln 


"ARTICLE  I. 

Town  Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  of  March  in  each  year. 

Sect.  2.  Notice  of  every  town  meeting  shall  be  given  by 
posting  copies  of  the  warrant  calling  the  same,  attested  by 
the  officer  making  service  thereof,  in  each  of  the  post-offices 
within  the  town,  and  in  one  of  the  churches,  or  one  other 
public  place,  within  the  town,  not  less  than  seven  days  be- 
fore the  day  appointed  for  such  meeting.  But  when,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  selectmen,  the  interests  of  the  town  require 
a  meeting  to  be  held  without  giving  so  long  a  notice,  a 
meeting  may  be  called  by  posting  attested  copies  of  the 
warrant  in  the  places  above  mentioned,  and  by  leaving  a 
printed  copy  thereof  at  each  dwelling-house  within  the  town,  at 
least  three  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting ;  pro- 
vided that  in  such  cases  the  selectmen  shall  certify  that,  in 
their  opinion,  the  interests  of  the  town  require  that  a  town 
meeting  be  called  upon  a  notice  of  less  than  seven  days,  which 
certificate  shall  be  made  upon,  or  attached  to,  the  original 
warrant,  and  shall  be  served  as  a  part  thereof. 
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ARTICLE  II. 

Finances. 

Section  1.  The  financial  year  shall  commence  with  the  first 
day  of  January  and  end  with  the  thirty-first  day  of  December 
annually. 

Sect.  2.  The  town  treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all 
funds  belonging  to  the  town  except  sinking  funds,  trust  funds 
and  funds  for  which  other  provision  is  made  by  law ;  and  he 
shall  pay  no  money  from  the  treasury  except  upon  a  draft 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  selectmen,  stating  the  account  to 
which  the  same  is  chargeable.  Such  draft  shall  be  sufficient 
authority  to  the  treasurer  to  pay  the  same,  and  the  payment 
thereof  shall  discharge  him  from  all  liability  on  account  of  the 
money  so  paid. 

Sect.  3.  The  water  commissioners  and  all  other  boards, 
committees  and  officers  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
pay  to  the  town  treasurer  all  sums  collected  by  them  the  month 
previous  to  the  custody  of  which  the  treasurer  is  entitled. 

Sect.  4.  A  majority  of  the  water  commissioners,  school 
committee,  or  of  any  board,  or  committee,  and  any  officer  hav- 
ing charge  of  the  expenditure  of  an  appropriation,  shall 
approve  in  writing  all  accounts,  claims,  bills  and  pay-rolls 
properly  chargeable  to  such  appropriation,  and  shall  trans- 
mit the  same  with  his  or  their  approval  to  the  selectmen.  All 
other  accounts,  claims,  bills  and  pay-rolls  shall  be  examined 
by  the  selectmen  and,  if  proper,  shall  be  approved  by  them. 
The  selectmen  shall  label  all  accounts,  claims,  bills  and  pay- 
rolls which  have  been  approved  either  by  themselves  or  by 
the  other  officers  before  mentioned,  and  shall  keep  a  record 
thereof  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  stating  the  persons 
to  whom  payable,  the  amounts  and  dates  thereof,  and  the 
funds,  or  appropriations,   from  which  the  same  are  payable. 
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Sect.  5.  Drafts  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  selectmen, 
stating  the  accounts  to  which  the  same  are  chargeable,  shall 
be  drawn  upon  the  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  all  sums  by 
law  payable  from  the  treasury  to  the  commonwealth  or  county, 
final  judgments  of  courts,  bonds,  notes,  and  scrip  of  the  town 
and  interest  thereon  and  money  payable  to  the  commissioners 
of  the  sinking  fund  and  to  the  trustees  of  the  public  library; 
and  also  for  the  payment  of  all  accounts,  claims,  bills  and 
pay-rolls  which  have  been  approved  in  the  manner  provided 
in  the  previous  section.  Such  drafts  shall  not  be  negotiated, 
but  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  selectmen  directly  to  the  treas- 
urer accompanied  by  the  approved  bills  or  other  documents 
for  the  settlement  of  which  the  drafts  are  drawn. 

Sect.  6.  The  treasurer  shall  file  and  safely  keep  all  ap- 
proved and  receipted  accounts,  claims,  bills,  and  pay-rolls,  and 
all  vouchers,  cancelled  bonds,  notes,  scrip,  and  other  evidences 
of  indebtedness  of  the  town  which  have  been  paid  from  the 
treasury. 

Sect.  7.  No  draft  shall  be  drawn  by  the  selectmen  unless 
there  is  sufficient  appropriation  to  pay  the  same,  except  for 
sums  by  law  payable  to  the  commonwealth  or  county,  final 
judgments  of  courts,  bonds,  notes  and  scrip  of  the  town  and 
interest  thereon,  and  money  payable  to  the  commissioners 
of  the  sinking  fund. 

Sect.  8.  The  selectmen  and  treasurer  respectively  shall 
make  a  record,  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  of  each  ap- 
propriation, with  a  list  of  the  drafts  drawn  against  such 
appropriation,  and  shall  make  a  record  of  all  bonds,  notes, 
scrip  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  of  the  town,  signed 
or  countersigned  by  them. 

Sect.  9.  When  the  bills  contracted  or  approved  by  any 
board,  committee,  or  officer  have  exhausted  the  entire  ap- 
propriation for  such  board,  coram  Itee  or  officer,  they  shall 
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incur  no  further  expenditure,  except  in  cases  where  such 
expenditure  may  be  required  by  law ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  board,  committee  or  officer  before  the  close  of 
the  financial  year  to  approve  all  accounts,  claims,  bills  and 
pay-rolls  chargeable  to  their  appropriation.  During  the 
interval  between  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each 
year  and  the  time  of  making  the  next  annual  appropriations, 
the  selectmen,  school  committee  and  water  commissioners, 
in  order  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  their  several  departments, 
incurred  in  the  carrying  on  of  the  work  entrusted  to  them, 
shall  have  authority  to  make  expenditures  and  payments 
from  the  treasury  from  any  available  funds  therein,  and  the 
same,  shall  be  charged  against  the  next  annual  appropria- 
tion. Such  expenditures  and  liability  incurred  for  any 
purpose  shall  not  exceed  one-fourth  the  entire  amount 
appropriated  for  that  purpose  in  the  previous  year. 

Sect.  10.  Unless  the  town  shall  expressly  otherwise  vote, 
no  extension  of  water  pipes  shall  be  made  unless  before  the 
work  of  construction  is  begun  one*  or  more  of  the  persons 
whom  it  is  proposed  to  supply  with  water  by  means  of  such 
extension,  shall  file  with  the  town  clerk  a  bond  with  sureties 
satisfactory  to  the  water  commissioners,  conditioned  to  pay 
to  the  town  for  five  years  next  following  the  completion  of 
such  extension  and  the  letting  of  water  into  the  same,  a  sum 
sufficient,  together  with  the  net  anuual  income  from  such 
extension,  to  amount  annually  to  five  per  centum  of  the 
total  cost  thereof. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Town  Seal. 

Section  1.  The  design  of  the  town  seal  shall  be:  a  circle, 
in  the  border  the  words  "Lincoln.  Incorporated  in  1746  as 
a  precinct;  in  1754  as  a  Town";  in  the  center,  a  shield,  in 
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the  chief  or  upper  part  of  which  on  a  cross,  gules,  a  fleur- 
de-lis,  gold,  from  the  old  seal  of  Lincoln,  England,  and  in 
the  base  of  the  shield  a  view  of  the  present  town  hall ;  crest, 
the  old  chestnut  tree  standing  upon  the  common  in  Lincoln  ; 
in  saltire  two  shepherd's  crooks ;  the  device  thereof  being  as 
follows : 

Sect.  2.  All  deeds  and  other  legal  documents  made,  given 
or  entered  into  by  the  town  requiring  a  seal  shall  be  sealed 
with  the  town  seal,  and  signed  in  behalf  of  the  town  by  a 
majority  of  the  selectmen. 

Sect.  3.  The  town  clerk  shall  have  the  custody  of  the 
town  seal. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Records. 

Section  1.  The  town  clerk  shall  record  in  full  in  a  book 
kept  for  the  purpose  all  written  contracts,  deeds  and  other 
instruments  to  which  the  town  is  a  party  except  such  in- 
struments as  may  by  law  be  recorded  in  the  Registry  of 
Deeds ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  board  or  officer  exe- 
cuting or  receiving  such  written  contract,  or  other  instru- 
ment, to  deliver  the  same  forthwith  to  the  town  clerk  for 
the  purpose  of  record.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town 
clerk  to  see  that  all  conveyances  of  real  estate  to  the  town 
are  properly  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

Sect.  2.  Except  in  cases  of  public  calamity  or  extreme 
necessity,  whenever  any  work  is  required  to  be  done  for  the 
Town  or  any  contract  for  labor  or  materials,  or  both  is  to  be 
made  in  behalf  of  the  Town,  for  an  amount  exceeding  the  sum 
of  $500.00,  the  town  officer,  having  the  matter  in  charge,  shall 
solicit  proposals  for  the  same  from  two  or  more  reliable  par- 
ties, regularly  engaged  or  employed  in  such  work  or  business, 
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or  shall  publicly  advertise  for  bids,  but  no  contract  shall  be 
split,  separated  or  divided  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the 
amount  thereof  below  said  sum  of  $500.00. 

Sect.  3.  The  town  clerk  shall  keep  a  file  of  all  town 
reports,  reports  of  all  committees  chosen  by  the  town,  and 
all  original  documents  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  town 
which  may  come  into  his  possession. 


ARTICLE  V. 

Books. 

Section  1.  Books,  records  and  laws  received  by  the 
town  from  the  commonwealth  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
public  library  building. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  officer  by  whom 
any  book  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section  is  received,  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  at  once  deposited  in  the  public  library 
building. 

Sect.  3.  Such  books  may  be  used  by  the  inhabitants  of 
the  town  within  such  building,  and  may  be  taken  therefrom 
upon  written  receipt  to  the  librarian  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding one  day  at  any  one  time  for  use  in  any  town  meet- 
ing, or  by  or  before  any  committee  or  official  of  the  town. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Suits  and  Controversies. 

Section  1.  The  selectmen  may  compromise  claims  and 
suits  to  which  the  town  is  a  party,  provided  that  they  shall 
act  upon  the  advice  of  counsel  when  the  amount  claimed  by 
or  against  the  town  exceeds  $200.00. 
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Sect.  2.  The  selectmen  shall  have,  unless  it  is  otherwise 
voted  by  the  town,  full  authority  as  agents  of  the  town  to 
institute  and  prosecute  suits  or  other  proceedings  in  the 
name  of  the  town  before  any  tribunal,  to  appear  and  repre- 
sent or  defend  the  town  before  any  tribunal  in  all  suits  and 
other  proceedings  against  the  town  or  in  which  the  town 
has  an  interest,  to  employ  counsel  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said and  for  other  purposes  when  it  may  be  expedient  to 
do  so,  and  to  take  all  necessary  and  proper  measures  for 
the  protection  of  the  interests  and  rights  of  the  town. 

Sect.  3.  If  the  town  shall,  at  any  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose,  choose  a  committee  on  claims,  such  committee 
shall  have  and  exercise  exclusively  all  the  powers  and 
duties  conferred  upon  the  selectmen  by  the  two  preceding 
sections. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
Reports  and  Publications  by  the  Town. 

Section  1.  The  annual  reports  of  the  town  officers, 
boards  and  committees  shall  be  prepared  in  form  suitable 
for  printing  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  February  in  each 
year.  The  selectmen  shall  cause  such  reports  to  be  printed 
and  distributed  to  the  legal  voters  of  the  town  seven  days 
at  least  before  the  annual  meeting. 

Sect.  2.  The  selectmen  shall  cause  to  be  printed  and 
bound  each  year  with  the  annual  reports  of  the  town  offi- 
cers, boards  and  committees,  a  copy  of  the  records  of  the 
town  meetings  during  the  preceding  year;  a  statement  of 
all  devices,  bequests  and  donations  to  the  town  during  the 
preceding  year;  a  list  of  all  laws  of  the  commonwealth 
accepted  by  the  town  during  the  year;  all  by-laws  adopted 
by  the  town  since  the  preceding  annual  report;  and  a  state- 
ment of  all  outstanding  bonds,  notes  and  obligations  of  the 
town  for  the  payment  of  money. 
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Sect.  3.  The  selectmen  shall  from  time  to  time  cause  to 
be  printed  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the  by-laws  of 
the  town  and  shall  incorporate  therewith  a  list  of  the  laws 
of  the  commonwealth  which  have  been  accepted  by  the 
town. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Tkuants. 

Section  1.  Any  minor  being  an  habitual  truant,  and  any 
child  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fifteen  years  found 
wandering  about  the  streets  or  public  places  within  the 
town  having  no  lawful  occupation  or  business,  not  attend- 
ing school,  and  growing  up  in  ignorance,  and  such  children 
as  persistently  violate  the  reasonable  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  public  schools,  may  upon  conviction  thereof  be  com- 
mitted to  the  Middlesex  County  Truant  School  at  Chelms- 
ford, Mass.,  or  to  any  other  place  provided  by  the  town 
within  its  limits,  for  confinement,  instruction,  and  discipline. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Public  Regulations. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  coast  upon  any  public  street 
or  part  thereof  after  the  selectmen  have  posted  a  notice 
prohibiting  coasting  upon  such  street  or  part  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  No  person,  unless  authorized  by  law,  shall 
break  or  dig  up  any  part  of  any  street  without  a  written 
permit  therefor  from  the  selectmen.  Every  person  who 
after  obtaining  such  permit  shall  obstruct  or  render  unsafe 
any  public  street,  shall  guard  the  same  by  a  proper  fence  or 
railing,  and  by  lights  during  the  night  time,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  selectmen.  Such  permit  may  be  revoked  at 
any  time. 
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Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  be  or  remain  in  any  doorway, 
or  upon  any  stairs,  doorstep,  portico  or  other  projection 
from  any  house  or  building,  or  upon  or  against  any  wall  or 
fence  on  or  near  any  street  or  public  place,  after  having 
been  requested  by  the  owner  or  any  occupant  of  the  prem- 
ises or  by  any  constable  or  police  officer  to  remove  there- 
from. 

Seel.  4.  No  person  shall  make,  write,  print,  paint,  cut  or 
post  any  indecent  or  obscene  marks,  words,  figures  or  signs 
upon  any  fence,  building,  post,  tree  or  other  object  exposed 
to  public  view. 

Sect.  5.  \  No  person  shall  wilfully  injure,  mar,  deface  or 
destroy  any  fence,  signboard,  guideboard,  lamp-post,  lamp 
or  lantern  in  any  street  or  public  place,  nor  extinguish  any 
street  light,  nor  extinguish  or  remove  any  light  placed  to 
denote  an  obstruction  or  a  defect  in  any  public" street  or 
way,  without  proper  authority  to  do  so. 

Sect.  6.  Any  person  who  shall  offend  against  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  article  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  each 
offense,  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. "

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REVISED  LAWS  Chap.  2? 
AS  AMENDED  BY  CHAP.  280,  ACTS  OF  1912 

Sect.  1.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which 
they  were  in  charge,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar  of 
the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  notice  stating 
the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  giving  the  street  number,  if 
any,  the  number  of  the  ward  in  a  city  and  the  family  name. 
Failure  to  mail  or  deliver  the  said  notice  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offence.  The 
notice  required  by  this  Section  need  not  be  given  if  the  notice 
required  by  the  following  Section  is  given  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  the  birth  occurs. 
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Sect.  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a 
child,  and  every  householder,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth 
of  a  child  in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given 
to  the  clerk  of  the  City  or  Town,  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

Sect.  8.  A  parent,  keeper,  superintendent  or  other  person 
who  is  required  by  Section  6  to  give  or  cause  to  be  given 
notice  of  a  birth  or  death,  who  neglects  so  to  do  for  ten  days 
after  the  time  limited  therefor,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  five 
dollars  for  such  offence.

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The  construction  of  a  first-class  macadam  road  in  the  South 
part  of  the  Town  has  been  continued  with  State  and  County 
aid,  as  in  the  four  previous  years.  The  construction  as  com- 
pleted this  year  makes  a  continuous  macadam  road  from  the 
Weston  line  to  the  Concord  line  via  Codman  Road  and  Walden 
Pond.  At  an  approximate  cost  of  $80,000,  the  expense  has 
been  divided  as  heretofore:  one-third  to  the  State,  one-third 
to  the  County,  and  one- third  to  the  Town.  The  Selectmen 
recommend  that  this  special  State  and  County  aid  construction 
work  be  continued  and  that  the  road  from  Lee's  Bridge  to  the 
intersection  at  Bent's  Corner  be  continued  during  the  coming 
year,  and  that  a  proper  appropriation  be  made  therefor.  The 
State  and  County  have  indicated  that  they  are  willing  to  have 
a  beginning  made  on  the  construction  of  this  line  during  the 
coming  year. 

The  survey  has  been  completed  and  the  bounds  set  on  the 
land  taken  for  the  road  from  the  center  of  the  Town  to 
Farnsworth's  Corner,  and  considerable  preliminary  work  has 
been  accomplished  during  the  year  at  or  near  Farnsworth's 
Corner  in  order  that  the  alignment  of  the  road  East  of  the 
corner  and  West  of  the  corner  may  be  more  convenient  than  it 
has  been  heretofore.  The  necessity  for  construction  in  con- 
nection with  the  recent  layout  of  this  road,  except  that, which 
has  already  been  commenced,  is  not  important.  The  Board 
had  in  mind  more  the  proposed  new  pipe  line  on  this  road  in 
connection  with  the  Water  Department  than  any  important 
large  expenditure  in  connection  with  new  road  construction, 
and  all  the  preliminary  work  has  now  been  done  so  that  when- 
ever the  time  comes,  the  Water  Department  or  the  Highway 
Department  may  proceed  without  any  delay.  It  is  important, 
however,  that  the  Water  Department  complete  its  work  before 
any  considerable  outlay  is  made  in  connection  with  the  High- 
way Department. 

A  departure  was  made  by  the  State  this  year  in  offering  aid 
for  the  general  upkeep  of  the  Town  roads  as  distinct  from  the 
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State  roads,  and  the  State  has  given  the  Town  during  the  year 
upwards  of  $3,000.00,  which  has  been  used  in  connection  with 
the  Town  appropriation  for  the  upkeep  of  the  ordinary  roads 
in  the  Town. 

The  Board  thinks  it  advisable  that  a  beginning  be  made  in 
the  construction  of  sidewalks  on  the  principal  streets  of  the 
Towm  and  recommends  an  appropriation  specifically  for  that 
purpose.  The  policy  of  constructing  sidewalks  once  established 
may  be  continued  from  year  to  year  without  very  much  addi- 
tional expense. 

Early  in  the  year  when  the  roads  were  made  almost  impass- 
able by  the  heavy  and  continuous  snows,  a  Packard  truck 
which  was  loaned  to  the  Town  by  the  State,  and  the  tractor 
and  plow  which  was  purchased  from  the  Town  of  Concord, 
were  of  great  assistance  in  keeping  the  roads  in  passable  condi- 
tion. The  necessity  for  their  use  the  present  winter  up  to  the 
writing  of  this  report  has  been  very  inconsiderable,  but  the 
Town  has  this  equipment  on  hand  and  in  condition  for  im- 
mediate use  when  the  necessity  arises.  It  has  been  demon- 
strated, it  seems  to  the  Board,  beyond  question,  that  for 
ordinary  highway  use  a  truck  is  infinitely  more  expensive  than 
the  horses,  and  its  use  should  be  and  will  be  confined  to  places 
and  seasons  when  and  where  it  can  be  used  more  economically 
than  the  teams. 

The  appropriation  last  year  for  Miscellaneous  expenses  was 
very  materially  increased  over  that  ordinarily  made,  on  account 
of  the  proposed  repairs  to  the  Town  Hall  and  the  proposed 
extension  of  electric  lighting  in  the  North  part  of  the  Town. 

The  expense  in  connection  with  the  repairs  and  improve- 
ments of  the  Hall,  which  have  been  practically  completed,  has 
been  $3,218.04.  Considering  the  fact  that  the  slate  was  re- 
moved for  a  considerable  distance  from  the  valleys  and  at  the 
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edges  of  the  roof,  and  copper  put  in  its  place;  also  consider- 
ing the  fact  that  the  wind  had  stripped  ofl  a  large  part  of  the 
coping  on  the  west  side  of  the  Hall,  which  was  replaced,  and 
that  the  Hall  is  now  in  as  good  if  not  better  condition  than 
when  it  was  first  constructed,  no  repairs  of  any  con- 
siderable amount  had  been  made  since  the  year  1910,  when 
$6,500  was  expended,  $2,500  only  being  contributed  by  the 
Town,  it  seems  to  your  Board  that,  considering  the  Hall  is 
used  almost  continuously,  especially  during  the  winter  season, 
the  expense  in  connection  with  its  upkeep  does  not  seem  un- 
reasonable. 

On  the  completion  of  the  repairs  on  the  Hall,  inasmuch  as 
the  Selectmen  felt  that  the  Hall  had  been  more  or  less  abused 
by  the  people  who  had  used  it  in  the  past,  the  following  rules 
were  established  governing  its  future  use,  of  which  the  people 
who  use  the  Hall  should  take  notice. 

October  11th,  1923. 

Rules  established  by  the  Selectmen  for  regulating  the  use 
of  the  Town  Hall. 

There  shall  be  no  smoking  in  the  hall  or  corridors. 

The  piano  shall  not  be  removed  from  the  stage,  except  the  par- 
ties desiring  to  have  it  moved  shall  employ  a  regular  piano 
mover  and  pay  the  expense  of  the  same. 

When  refreshments  are  served,  ice  cream  containers  will  not 
be  allowed  in  the  hall  unless  suitable  water-tight  tubs  or 
other  receptacles  are  provided  for  the  same ;  otherwise  the 
containers  must  be  kept  outside  of  the  hall  or  in  the  base- 
ment. 

When  parties  are  held  at  which  refreshments  are  provided,  the 
parties  using  the  hall  shall  be  responsible  for  the  cleaning 
of  the  hall  afterwards. 

Any  damage,  other  than  ordinary  wear  and  tear,  which  is 
caused  by  any  parties  using  the  hall,  shall  be  paid  for  by 
such  parties. 
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At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  the  Town  by  a  substantial  ma- 
jority of  those  present,  which  the  Selectmen  regret  to  say  was 
a  small  minority  of  the  voters  of  the  Town,  voted  an  appro- 
priation of  $7,000.00  for  the  extension  of  electric  lights  in  the 
North  part  of  the  Town.  It  is  the  observation  of  this  Board 
that  the  voters  generally  desire  that  all  sections  of  the  Town, 
so  far  as  possible,  have  the  necessities  and  conveniences  which 
other  parts  of  the  Town  more  centrally  located  enjoy,  and  un- 
doubtedly it  was  this  thought  which  influenced  the  voters  to 
appropriate  so  large  a  sum  for  the  purpose  indicated.  How- 
ever, it  became  almost  immediately  apparent  to  the  Selectmen 
that  they  could  not  legally  use  this  money,  as  the  Town  did  not 
own  the  lighting  system,  and  it  would  be  absolutely  illegal  for 
the  Town  to  spend  this  money  and  make  a  present  of  it  to  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company,  or  to  any  other  cor- 
poration, public  service  or  otherwise,  or  even  to  any  of  its 
citizens.  After  a  prolonged  study  and  negotiations  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company,  which  furnishes  light  and 
power  to  the  Town,  has  agreed  not  only  to  extend  the  com- 
mercial lighting  to  the  North  part  of  the  Town,  but  also  to 
make  the  extension  of  electric  lighting  on  Tower  Road.  For 
these  extensions  the  Town  appropriated  $7,100.  They  will 
be  made  without  any  expense  to  the  Town.  Although  this  con- 
struction has  not  yet  been  completed  and  in  some  cases  not 
commenced,  the  following  letter  from  the  Edison  people,  which 
is  satisfactory  to  the  Selectmen,  in  connection  with  these  matters 
is  herewith  printed :

Dear  Mr.  Smith  :— 

In  reply  to  your  inquiry  re  extensions  on  Tower  and  State 
Roads,  Lincoln,  would  say  I  have  again  taken  this  matter  up 
with  the  Construction  Department,  who  inform  me  that  the 
petition  for  Tower  Road  has  been  submitted  to  the  Telephone 
Company  and  they  are  ready  to  file  their  petition  to  the  Town 
for  the  locations  for  joint  ownership  and  construction  of  lines, 
which  work  will  be  done  by  the  Telephone  Company. 

This  petition  will  be  before  your  Board  next  week,  I  am  told, 
on  the  granting  of  which  we  are  informed  they  are  ready  to  go 
ahead  with  the  construction. 

State  Road  has  all  been  surveyed  and  approved  by  the  Tele- 
phone Company  for  joint  construction  with  the  Edison  Com- 
pany, and  in  the  repricing  it  has  been  necessary  to  get  the 
formal  budget  approvals  which  I  am  told  by  our  Construction 
Department  will  be  had  not  later  than  Wednesday  of  next  week, 
when  the  final  plans  will  be  submitted  to  the  Telephone  Com- 
pany, upon  which  they  will  then  file  the  petition  for  the  location 
before  the  Board.  This,  I  am  told,  involves  a  reconstruction  of 
about  sixty  telephone  poles  plus  sixty  new  locations.  These 
are  but  approximate  figures,  however. 

It  would  appear  from  the  information  I  now  have  that  real 
action  would  begin  on  both  of  these  construction  jobs  not  later 
than  next  week.

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On  petition,  also,  the  Edison  Company  has  extended  com- 
mercial lighting  in  the  East  part  of  the  Town  from  its  former 
terminus  almost  to  the  Waltham  line.  It  should  also  be  stated 
that  in  connection  with  these  extensions  no  expense  on  account 
of  street  lighting  present  or  future  has  been  incurred. 

The  Selectmen  have  discovered  that  in  accordance  with  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Town  any  deed  given  by  the  Town  must  be 
executed  by  its  Selectmen.  It  will  be  recalled  that  in  the  ad- 
justment of  the  ownership  of  the  Common,  the  deed  of  the 
Town  to  the  First  Parish  was,  by  the  vote  of  the  Town,  exe- 
cuted by  a  Committee  consisting  of  Edward  F.  Flint,  George 
G.  Tarbell  and  C.  Lee  Todd.  This  was  authorized  because  of 
the  fact  that  two  of  the  Selectmen  were  also  members  of  the 
Parish  Committee  of  the  First  Parish  and  it  did  not  seem  ethi- 
cal to  have  deeds  passed  with  two  of  the  parties  executing 
members  of  both  organizations.  In  order,  therefore,  that  the 
Parish  may  have  a  deed  which  cannot  be  questioned,  the  Town 
should  now  vote  that  a  deed,  in  all  respects  like  the  deed  exe- 
cuted in  favor  of  the  First  Parish  by  the  committee  above 
named,  should  be  executed  by  the  Selectmen  and  given  to  the 
Parish,  and  the  Selectmen  recommend  this  authorization. 

Economy  in  public  expenditures  has  always  been  advocated 
by  the  present  Board  and  principally  on  account  of  the  attitude 
of  the  Board  the  tax  rate  in  Lincoln  has  been  more  reasonable 
than  in  most  of  the  Towns  in  the  Commonwealth.  Consistent 
scrutiny  of  the  appropriations,  however,  is  necessary  in  the 
future  that  this  may  continue,  as  it  is  our  belief  that  the  people 
in  Lincoln  as  well  as  elsewhere  desire  to  be  relieved  somewhat 
of  the  burden  of  taxes.  It  is  gratifying  that  the  National  Gov- 
ernment and  the  State  Government  both  appreciate  the  neces- 
sity for  action  along  this  line.  Some  of  the  appropriations  of 
money  which  are  made  for  public  objects  cannot  very  well  at 
the  present  time  be  reduced — it  seems  that  others  are  less  im- 
perative and  that  reduced  appropriations  or  elimination  of  ap- 
propriations altogether  may  be  made  without  serious  injury  to 
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the  public.  Among  these  are  the  extraordinary  appropriations 
which  have  been  made  for  fighting  the  gypsy  and  brown  tail 
moth,  the  appropriation  for  the  District  nurse,  and  the  appro- 
priation, though  small,  for  the  Middlesex  Farm  Bureaux  Exten- 
sion Service.  Some  reduction  in  the  appropriation  for  street 
lighting  may  at  present  or  in  the  near  future  be  advisable  with- 
out any  serious  injury  to  any  of  the  interests  of  the  Town. 

At  a  special  Town  Meeting  in  June  the  question  of  grading 
the  schoolhouse  grounds  so  that  they  might  be  more  conven- 
iently used  not  only  as  a  playground  for  the  children,  but  also 
for  the  general  use  of  the  citizens,  was  brought  up  and  a  spe- 
cial appropriation  was  made  for  the  purpose.  However,  on 
account  of  various  happenings  it  was  too  late  in  the  season 
when  the  final  plans  and  specifications  were  prepared  to  under- 
take the  work.  Also,  all  the  contractors  approached,  with  the 
exception  of  one,  had  on  hand  all  the  work  that  they  could  do 
during  the  season.  The  Selectmen,  however,  intend  that  the 
vote  of  the  Town  shall  be  carried  out  and  that  this  work  shall 
be  done  during  the  coming  year,  but  they  do  not  think  it  neces- 
sary that  the  Town  make  any  special  appropriation  in  connec- 
tion with  the  matter.  There  has  been  received  during  the  year, 
as  will  be  noticed  by  reading  the  Treasurer's  report,  a  special 
donation  of  $5,000.00  with  the  following  letter:

At  the  request  of  an  anonymous  donor  I  hand  you  herewith, 
as  Treasurer  of  the  Town  of  Lincoln,  cheque  for  $5,000.00,  the 
principal  thereof  to  be  kept  as  a  separate  fund  and  known  as 
the  "LINCOLN  RECREATION  FUND,"  and  the  annual  net 
income  thereof  to  be  expended  for  the  recreation  or  amusement 
of  the  townspeople.

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The  name  of  the  generous  giver  has  not  been  divulged  and 
the  Selectmen  are  ignorant  as  to  the  same.  However,  it  will 
be  proper  for  the  Town  to  extend  a  vote  of  thanks  for  this 
generous,  gift  and  to  pass  a  vote  or  resolution  that  the  money 
be  turned  over  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  and  Trust 
Funds,  the  income  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  indicated  in  the 
letter.

Finances 

All  of  the  original  issue  of  $55,000  of  Schoolhouse  bonds 
has  been  retired  up  to  January  1,  1924,  except  $3,000.00.  The 
fund  in  the  hands  of  the  Sinking  and  Trust  Fund  Commis- 
sioners to  retire  these  bonds  is  much  larger  than  will  be  neces- 
sary, on  account  of  the  accumulation  of  interest  which  has  been 
made  since  the  Fund  was  first  set  apart,  and  it  will  be  proper 
for  the  Town  to  vote  what  disposition  shall  be  made  of  this 
surplus  as  soon  as  the  remaining  $3,000.00  of  bonds  is  retired. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Town  otherwise  as  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1924,  is  as  follows: 

The  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  on  account  of  the 
Water  Works,  as  reported  by  the  Treasurer,  is  $62,000.00 ; 
there  is  available  in  the  Sinking  Fund,  to  retire  the  bonds  at 
maturity,  securities  and  cash  of  the  value  of  $38,346.03 
this,  together  with  the  reported  uncollected  water  bills  and 
current  cash  on  hand  of  $8,579.43  leaves  a  net  indebted- 
ness of  $15,074.54.  The  condition  of  the  Water  Works," 
both  physically  and  financially,  has  been  improving  from  year 
to  year,  and  with  proper  management  it  seems  reasonable  to 
expect  further  improvement.  The  Water  Department  is  still 
indebted  to  the  Town  Treasury  for  money  advanced  some 
years  ago  of  $4,712.00. 

The  Treasurer's  report  shows  the  balance  in  the  treasury  on 
January  1,  1924,  of  $24,049.59.  The  Collector  reports  uncol- 
lected taxes  on  January  1,  1924,  of  $4,122.38.  There  is  due 
from  the  State  and  County  unpaid  balances  on  account  of  Cod- 
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man  Road  construction  of  $4,500.00.  The  total  available  for 
the  Treasury  amounts  to  $32,671.97,  from  which  amount 
should  be  deducted  the  $5,000  anonymous  gift  which  is  to  be 
turned  over  to  the  Sinking  and  Trust  Fund  Commissioners. 

The  litigation  which  was  in  progress  when  the  last  Annual 
Report  was  made  between  the  National  Banks  and  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  was  finally  settled  in  such  a  manner 
that  none  of  the  money  which  had  been  collected  from  the 
National  Banks  and  paid  over  to  the  cities  and  towns,  should 
be  returned  to  the  banks,  but  the  amount  to  be  received  in  the 
future  from  that  source  will  be  very  much  less  than  has  been 
collected   heretofore. 

The  above  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town 
is,  so  far  as  the  Board  remembers,  the  best  statement  which 
has  ever  been  made,  and  it  is  the  hope  of  this  Board  that  the 
citizens  may  so  wisely  conduct  the  public  business  that  the  tax 
rate  may  be  moderate  and  the  treasury  in  a  comfortable  posi- 
tion at  all  times.  The  year  1923  is  the  first  year  in  the  recollec- 
tion of  the  Chairman  of  this  Board  when  the  Town  has  not 
borrowed  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

The  business  of  the  Town,  as  it  has  been  conducted  by  the 
various  officers  and  departments  of  the  Town,  is  embodied  in 
their  printed  reports.

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The  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  Commonwealth, 
Division  of  Highways,  has  promulgated  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions. It  is  for  the  Town  to  decide  whether,  in  conformity  with 
these  Rules  and  Regulations,  it  will  adopt  By-Laws  similar  to 
the  following: 

SECTION  8.     FORM  OF  ORDINANCE  OR  BY-LAW 

To  the  end  that  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  cities  and  towns 
regulating  outdoor  advertising  shall  be,  as  far  as  possible,  uni- 
form in  their  provisions,  the  Division  will  approve  any  ordi- 
nance or  by-law  properly  adopted  by  any  city  or  town  which 
is  substantially  in  the  form  following: 

No  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  shall  erect,  dis- 
play or  maintain  a  billboard,  sign  or  other  outdoor  advertising 
device,  except  those  exempted  by  Sections  30  and  32  of  Chap- 
ter 93  of  the  General  Laws : — 

(h)  No  billboard,  sign  or  other  advertising  device  shall 
be  erected,  displayed  or  maintained  in  any  block  in 
which  one-half  of  the  buildings  on  both  sides  of  the 
street  are  used  exclusively  for  residential  purposes ; 
except  that  this  provision  shall  not  apply  if  the  writ- 
ten consent  of  the  owners  of  a  majority  of  the  front- 
age on  both  sides  of  the  street  in  such  block  is  first 
obtained  and  is  filed  with  the  Division  of  Highways 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  together  with  the 
application  for  a  Permit  for  such  billboard,  sign  or 
other  advertising  device. 

(i)  No  billboard,  sign  or  other  advertising  device  shall  be 
erected,  displayed  or  maintained  until  a  Permit  there- 
for has  been  issued  by  the  Division  of  Highways  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  pursuant  to  the  fol- 
lowing provisions :  Upon  receipt  from  said  Division 
of  a  notice  that  application  for  a  Permit  to  erect,  dis- 
play or  maintain  a  billboard,  sign  or  other  advertising 
device  within  the  limits  of  (city  or  town)  has  been 
received  by  it,  the  (Board  of  Aldermen  or  the  Select- 
men) shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on  said  application 
in  (city  or  town),  notice  of  which  shall  be  given  by 
posting  the  same  in  three  or  more  public  places  in  said 
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(city  or  town)  at  least  one  week  before  the  date  of 
such  hearing.  A  written  statement  as  to  the  results 
thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Division,  containing, 
in  the  event  of  a  disapproval  of  such  application,  the 
reasons  therefor,  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of 
notice  to  the  (city  or  town)  that  an  application  for 
such  a  Permit  had  been  made. 

This  (Ordinance  or  By-Law)  shall  not  apply  to  signs  or 
other  devices  which  advertise  or  indicate  either  the  person  oc- 
cupying the  premises  in  question  or  the  business  transacted 
thereon,  or  advertise  the  property  itself  or  any  part  thereof  as 
for  sale  or  to  let;  and  provided  further  that  this  (Ordinance 
or  By-Law)  shall  not  apply  to  billboards,  signs  or  other  adver- 
tising devices  legally  maintained,  at  the  time  of  its  approval  by 
the  Attorney-General,  until  one  year  from. the  first  day  of  July 
following  such  approval. 

Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  (Ordinance 
or  By-Law)  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  (100)  dollars,  and  whoever,  after  conviction  for  such 
violation,  unlawfully  maintains  such  billboard,  sign  or  other 
outdoor  advertising  device  for  twenty  (20)  days  thereafter 
shall  be  puuished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred 
(500)   dollars. 

If  any  provision  of  this  (Ordinance  or  By-Law)  is  declared 
unconstitutional  or  illegal  by  final  judgment,  order  or  decree 
of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  the  Commonwealth,  the 
validity  of  the  remaining  provisions  of  this  (Ordinance  or  By- 
Law)  shall  not  be  affected  hereby. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 

STREETS 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

I  submit  herewith  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,   1923: 

The  surfaces  of  the  roads  were  well  protected  by  the  heavy 
snows  last  winter,  thus  preventing  the  action  of  the  frost  on 
them. 

Practically  no  new  work  has  been  done  on  the  crossroads. 
We  have,  however,  built  a  few  short  stretches  of  gravel  road; 
also  filled  in  the  ruts  and  scraped  them. 

Several  times  ^during  the  year  the  tar  surfaced  roads  were 
patched,  Tarvia  B  applied,  and  then  covered  with  sand. 

It  has  been  my  experience  that  oil  or  tarvia  applied  to  the 
roads  every  year  not  only  helps  to  hold  them  firm,  but  gives 
them  a  very  hard  surface. 

Under  the  supervision  of   state  and  county  engineers  work 
was  completed  on  the  Codman  road  as  far  as  Bent's  corner,  at 
an  approximate  cost  of  $16,000,  as  follows :

Asphalt  2,100 

Sand  and  gravel  325 

Steam  roller  495

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It  required  five  months  to  complete  the  work. 

This  department  assisted  the  Moth  department,  handled 
work  in  the  cemeteries  that  required  attention,  and  kept  the 
ashes  cleared  from  the  public  buildings. 

The  following  is  a  partial  list  of  what  the  men  and  teams 
have  done  throughout  this  year : 

JANUARY,   FEBRUARY  and  MARCH 

This  department  spent  practically  their  entire  time  during 
these  months  breaking  out  roads  and  shoveling  snow. 

APRIL 

To  put  the  gravel  roads  in  good  condition  for  the  summer 
it  was  necessary  to  scrape  them  and  fill  in  the  ruts  during  this 
month.  However,  part  of  the  time  was  spent  patching  the  tar 
surfaced  roads  and  teaming   sand. 

MAY 

Tarvia  and  oil  were  applied  to  the  roads  and  sand  teamed 
to  cover  same. 

JUNE 

In  this  month  the  roads  in  the  outskirts  of  the  town  were 
oiled.     Near  the  Water  Basin  gravel  roads  were  built. 

JULY,  AUGUST,  SEPTEMBER,  OCTOBER  and 
NOVEMBER 

The  men  and  teams  worked  on  the  road  built  by  the  State, 
County,  and  Town,  in  the  south  part  of  Lincoln ;  also,  patched 
roads  requiring  such  work. 
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DECEMBER 

Stone   walls   were  built  and   the  roads   widened  at   Farns- 
worth's  corner,  and  near  Mr.   Storrow's  property. 

Culvert  pipe  was  required  on  several  roads  and  this  work 
was  done. 

Hills  were  scraped  and  gutters  cleaned   in  preparation   for 
the  winter  storms. 

The  money  expended  for  maintenance  this  year  is  approx- 
imately as  follows :

Four  new  horses  were  purchased,  one  horse  sold,  and  one 
horse  lost,  through  death,  during  the  year. 

Also,  I  purchased  a  double  harness,  and  two  new  carts  as 
some  of  the  old  carts  were  beyond  repair. 

I  find  the  truck  very  useful  on  this  work,  but  very  ex- 
pensive to  operate,  and  therefore  consider  one  sufficient.  Horses 
are  much  more  economical. 

.  At  the  present  time  this  department  has  six  horses,  two  of 
which  are  getting  old  and  will  soon  have  to  be  exchanged  for 
a  new  pair. 
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With  the  above  exceptions  the  condition  of  the  Highway 
department  remains  the  same. 

Guide  board  posts  which  were  tumbling  down  in  several 
places  have  been  replaced  by  new  ones,  and  on  some  roads  I 
have  had  newly  painted  signs  put  in  place.  The  condition  of 
the  others  is  the  same  as  last  reported.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  NURSE  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Lincoln: 

In  compliance  with  your  request  for  information  for  the 
town  concerning  the  work  of  the  Town  Nurse  Committee,  I 
submit  the  following  account  of  what  has  been  done  during 
the  year  just  concluded. 

During  the  first  two  months  of  the  year  Miss  Viets  was 
able  to  give  us  but  little  time  on  account  of  her  illness,  and 
at  the  end  of  February  was  finally  obliged  to  resign.  Her  suc- 
cessor, Miss  Mosher,  was  engaged  early  in  April  and  remained 
until  August,  when  she  left  to  take  up  work  among  the  Indians 
in  the  Southwest.  Our  present  nurse,  Miss  Edith  H.  Backman, 
came  on  duty  on  October  tenth,  and  has  so  far  proved  eminently 
satisfactory. 

Owing  to  numerous  inquiries,  it  seems  advisable  to  state 
that  the  fact  that  Miss  Backman  lives  in  Waltham  should  deter 
no  one  from  seeking  her  services  at  any  time.  She  is  in 
Lincoln  daily,  and  at  night  may  be  reached  by  telephone.  It 
is  expected  that  she  take  emergency  calls  after  hours,  except, 
of  course,  during  her  legitimate  recreation  time.  The  best 
way  to  reach  her  is  to  call  the  Lincoln  Central  Office,  where 
the  operators  can  usually  get  in  touch  with  her  very  quickly. 
Their  willingness  to  help  in  this  respect  is  very  gratifying  to 
the  nurse  and  to  the  townspeople. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  co-operation  of  the 
local  Red  Cross  organization,  which  has  added  so  much  to 
the  efficiency  of  the  nurse  by  furnishing  her  with  means  of 
transportation.  During  the  past  year  the  old  car  was  re- 
placed by  a  new  coupe,  which  makes  driving  far  more  com- 
fortable. It  seems  entirely  fitting  that  your  committee  should 
take  this  opportunity  of  publicly  thanking  the  Red  Cross,  on 
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behalf  of  the  town,  for  their  very  valuable  contribution  to  the 
success  of  the  nursing  project. 

The  arrangement  with  the  town  of  Sudbury,  whereby  our 
nurse  works  one  day  a  week  in  the  Sudbury  schools,  has  been 
in  force  during  the  past  year.  The  sum  of  one  hundred  ninety- 
five  dollars  is  still  due  the  town  for  this  outside  work.  Your 
committee  knows  of  no  reason  why  the  same  plan  should  not 
be  followed  throughout  another  year.  Assuming  that  $350.00 
can  be  collected  from  Sudbury,  and  $400.00  from  our  own 
School  Committee,  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  town  to  ap- 
propriate $750.00,  the  same  amount  that  was  appropriated  at 
the  last  annual  meeting,  to  carry  on  the  nursing  work  another 
year.  It  has  been  our  experience  that  the  fees  collected  by 
the  nurse  will  in  the  long  run  balance  her  expenses,  except 
the  cost  of  upkeep  of  her  car,  and  that  is  borne  by  the  Red 
Cross. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  actual  nursing  work  follows.  It 
should  be  borne  in  mind  in  making  comparisons  that  we  have 
been  without  a  regular  nurse  for  practically  five  months  during 
1923.  The  nurse  has  visited  the  schools  during  a" part  of  almost 
every  session,  and  has  made  228  follow-up  visits  to  the  homes. 
The  number  of  treatments  given  school  children  in  office  is 
134.  Outside  of  the  school  work  149  nursing  visits  have  been 
made,  42  office  treatments  given,  5  night  calls  answered,  35 
infant  welfare  visits  made,  and  3  trips  taken  to  clinics  or 
hospital.

REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Commissioners  submit  herewith  the  following  report 
for  the  year  1923  : 

There  has  been  expended  in  connection  with  the  cemeteries 
for  labor  and  supplies  $415.73;  there  has  been  credited  on  ac- 
count of  wood  sold  $70.00.  The  full  amount  of  $415.73  will 
be  taken  from  the  Cemetery  Fund  and  be  paid  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  during  the  coming  year,  as  has  been  the  case  in 
former  years. 

The  Commissioners  have  during  the  year  carried  on  further 
the  perfection  of  the  records  which  have  been  kept  since  the 
cemetery  was  started,  and  it  is  their  belief  that  when  this  work 
is  completed,  the  record  as  regards  ownership  of  lots  and  their 
location  will  be  in  such  shape  that  any  future  generation  will 
have  no  difficulty  in  understanding  it. 

Several  lots  have  been  taken  during  the  year,  and  it  seems 
to  the  Commissioners  that  it  would  be  wise  at  this  time  for 
the  Town  to  acquire  additional  land  adjoining  the  present  ceme- 
tery lot,  which  is  well  adapted  for  cemetery  uses,  and  the  Com- 
missioners recommend  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  and 
empowered  to  negotiate  for  about  two  acres  of  land  adjacent  to 
the  original  cemetery  established  in  the  Town,  as  well  as  adja- 
cent to  the  present  Lincoln  cemetery,  belonging  to  the  Estate 
of  Charles  S.  Wheeler.  With  the  acquisition  of  this  tract  con- 
venient burial  lots  will  be  available  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
for  many  years. 

The  report  of  the  Town  Treasurer  in  connection  with  the 
Cemetery  Fund  will  indicate  the  receipts  and  expenditures  dur- 
ing the  year  more  fully.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  WATER 
COMMISSIONERS 


The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report  for  the  year  1923 : 

The  whole  plant  is  in  good  running  order  except  the  cement 
lined  pipe  on  the  station  road.  The  pumps  were  looked  over 
by  an  expert  pump  man  once  during  the  year,  as  has  been  the 
custom  since  the  new  pump  was  installed,  and  the  necessary 
work  done  on  them.  Most  of  the  pumping  is  still  done  with 
no  operator  in  attendance. 

More  demand  for  water  near  the  further  end  of  the  Coan 
road  will  necessitate  the  extension  of  the  pipe  on  that  road 
to  meet  that  on  the  Sherman  Boyce  road,  thus  making  a  loop 
supplying  water  from  each  end.  This  is  the  only  extension 
for  which  the  Board  has  had  inquiries,  and  due  to  the  in- 
creasing consumption  of  water  on  that  circuit  the  Board  rec- 
ommends the  extension,  especially  as  the  pipes  to  be  connected 
are  only  four  inch. 

The  Profit  and  Loss  sheet  shows  that  the  Water  Works 
has  the  largest  cash  balanqe  in  its  history.  It  can  also  be  seen 
that  about  twelve  and  one-half  million  gallons  of  water  were 
pumped  more  than  last  year  at  a  lower  average  cost  per  gallon. 

Occasionally  the  Board  has  requests  for  permits  to  fish  in 
the  pond,  and  while  it  has  always  allowed  the  inhabitants  such 
permits,  it  has  consistently  refused  them  to  out-of-town  people.

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TREE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 


I  herewith  submit  a  brief  report  on  the  work  done  on  the 
trees  and  against  the  Gypsy  and  Browntail  Moths  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1923. 

The  methods  used  in  handling  the  Gypsy  Moth,  while  not 
so  extensive,  were  practically  the  same  as  in  past  years,  creo- 
soting  nests  on  trees  along  the  highways  followed  by  spraying. 
t  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  Gypsy  Moth  infestation  is  not  as 
severe  as  it  has  been  in  past  years,  conditions  as  a  whole  show 
a  marked  improvement.  We  found  it  necessary  to  go  through 
some  of  the  orchards  and  remove  the  Brown  Tail  Moth  webs 
so  as  to  prevent  further  spread,  but  it  is  reasonable  to  expect 
very  little,  if  any,  future  damage  from  this  insect. 

The  work  of  removing  the  broken  branches  from  the  trees 
has  been  done  on  most  of  our  highways,  but  there  is  still 
a  large  amount  of  work  to  be  done  cutting  the  brush  and  clean- 
ing on  all  of  the  roadsides  and  while  we  will  not  have  to  ex- 
pend a  large  amount  of  money  on  Moth  work  this  year,  we 
can  spend  the  money  to  good  advantage  on  this  cleaning  work 
and  on  the  trees. 

The  total  expenditure  of  this  department  is  $3,249.36,  of 
which  there  has  been  charged  to  property  owners  $766.44  on 
account  of  private  work,  leaving  a  net  cost  to  the  Town  of 

$2,482.92. 

I  recommend  that  $3,500.00  be  appropriated  for  Moth  and 
tree  work.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  Committee  organized  for  the  year  with  Anthony  J. 
Doherty,  Chairman'  and  George  G.  Tarbell,  Secretary. 

During  the  year  past  a  number  of  changes  have  taken  place 
in  the  teaching  staff.  Several  teachers  resigned  to  take  posi- 
tions elsewhere  and  several  gave  up  teaching  to  be  married. 
\\  e  still  seem  to  be  faced  with  the  problem  of  not  being  able 
to  retain  our  teachers  for  any  length  of  time.  We  are  glad 
to  say,  however,  that  the  reason  is  not  because  the  town  is 
not  paying  good  salaries,  as  the  salaries  now  paid  are  equal 
and  in  many  cases  better  than  those  paid  in  other  towns  of  a 
similar  size  and  like  situation.  The  greatest  difficulty  the  town 
faces  is  in  providing  places  in  town  in  which  the  teachers 
may  live.  It  is  fortunate,  however,  that  several  of  our  teachers 
live  in  Waltham  and  belong  there,  and  several  others  are  able 
to  find  suitable  living  quarters  in  Waltham,  and  can  take 
advantage  of  the  jitney  to  get  to  and  from  the  school. 

Certain  changes  in  class  and  study  arrangements  have  been 
made  in  the  past  year  as  will  be  more  specifically  explained 
and  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  acting  superintendent. 

The  opening  of  the  South  School  is  working  out  very  satis- 
factorily and  has  proved  ideal  in  so  far  as  the  younger  children 
are  by  themselves,  which  in  itself  is  a  great  advantage  to  them. 

The  matter  of  transportation  is  still  more  or  less  a  trouble- 
some one.  All  sections  of  the  town,  however,  are  given  at- 
tention in  this  respect.  The  congestion  in  the  barges  operating 
from  the  south  part  of  the  town  has  not  been  relieved  or  im- 
proved, and  in  the  near  future  this  section  will  need  particular 
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attention.  During  the  year  the  committee  was  able  to  enter 
into  an  arrangement  whereby  Mr.  Dee  secured  an  auto-truck 
and  the  children  from  that  section  have  been  benefited  greatly. 
The  time  that  they  are  on  the  road  is  very  materially  lessened 
and  the  territory  covered  larger. 

The  schools  are  being  conducted  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  Charles  M.  Robinson,  who  is  principal  and  acting  super- 
intendent. Last  year  the  Committee  were  notified  that  the 
town  must  enter  into  a  superintendency  union  with  some  other 
towns,  but  as  yet  no  such  union  has  been  formed  and  until 
such  arrangement  is  completed  the  town  will  be  obliged  to  be 
without  an  actual  superintendent.  The  present  arrangement, 
however,  is  working  out  quite  satisfactorily. 


School  Finances 

For  the  year  1923,  the  Committee  has  been  able  to  keep 
within  the  appropriation  made  for  the  support  of  the  schools 
and  in  fact  a  small  unexpended  balance  remains.  The  town 
lias  received  from  the  Commonwealth  and  other  sources  on 
account  of  schools  the  sum  of  $5,334.82,  summary  of  school 
expenses  and  receipts  is  attached  to  and  included  in  this  report. 

The  school  building  in  the  center  of  the  town  should  be 
given  very  particular  attention,  painting  and  minor  repairs 
should  be  made  to  the  inside  of  the  building.  Very  little  has 
been  done  to  the  inside  of  the  building  since  its  erection,  and 
the  Committee  feels  that  work  of  this  nature  should  be  done 
during  the  coming  Summer  vacation. 

As  has  been  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  for 
several  years,  an  appropriation  should  be  made  to  grade  the 
Center  School  grounds  and  put  the  same  in  condition  if  or  proper 
use  for  the  children  of  the  school.  A  general  plan  for  the  use 
of •  the  grounds  as  a  town  playground  should  not  in  any  way 
interfere   or   postpone   longer  the  putting  of   the   grounds   in 
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proper  condition  for  the  use  of  the  school  children,  and  it  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  this  matter  will  be  attended  to  also  during 
the  coming  Summer  vacation. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  appropriate  for  the  schools  for  the 
present  year,  1924,  the  amount  of  $28,500.00  (twenty-eight 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars).  The  Committee  can  see  no 
reason  for  any  extraordinary  increase  in  any  of  the  school 
departments  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Acting  Superintendent's  report  is  hereto  annexed  and 
all  matters  referring  to  the  conduct  of  the  schools  and  the 
administration  thereof  is  included  therein.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee: 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  Superintendent's  report. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  teaching  force  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  On  February  1,  1923,  Mrs.  Mary  Chace 
Wade  resigned  her  position  as  teacher  of  the  fifth  grade  on 
account  of  ill  health.  Mrs.  Robinson  completed  the  school 
year,  in  that  grade.  Miss  Olive  E.  Case  of  Barkhamsted, 
Conn.,  was  elected  as  fifth  grade  teacher  for  the  year  1923-24. 

Miss  Dorothy  M.  Thorner  of  Marblehead,  Mass.,  is  teaching 
the  third  grade  in  place  of  Miss  Wheaton,  who  resigned  early 
in  September  because  of  ill  health. 

Miss  Edelweiss  Dyer  of  Newton  Center,  a  graduate  of  Smith 
College,  is  teaching  English  and  Latin  in  the  Junior  High 
School  in  place  of  Miss  Caverno,  who  resigned  in  June. 

Miss  Ruth  E.  Ready  of  Somerville  has  just  been  engaged 
to  fill  the  vacancy  made  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Heath,  who 
leaves  for  a  position  in  the  Waltham  S3^stem  at  advanced 
salary.  Miss  Heath  had  been  elected  as  fourth  grade  teacher 
after  Miss  Rich  had  resigned  in  June  to  be  married. 

Last  year  two  teachers  besides  the  principal  w^ere  teaching 
all  the  subjects  in  the  three  grades  of  the  Junior  High  School. 
As  the  principal  could  not  give  full  time  to  teaching  the  task 
was  rather  difficult.  It  was  not  impossible,  however,  as  there 
were  but  48  pupils  in  the  three  grades. 

At  the  opening  of  school  in  the  Fall  we  found  67  pupils 
enrolled  in  the  Junior  High  School.  An  increase  of  19  pupils 
showed  the  absolute  necessity  of  getting  another  teacher.  The 
committee    felt    that    they    could    more    profitably    procure    a 
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teacher  who  could  devote  part  time  to  Domestic  Science  and 
the  balance  in  the  Junior  High.  As  a  consequence  Miss  Ann 
G.  Lethola,  a  graduate  of  Framingham  Normal  School,  was 
elected  to  this  position.  The  changes  in  the  system  made 
possible  by  an  additional  teacher  are  described  below. 

At  the  present  time  the  school  is  at  the  peak  of  its  economic 
situation  in  regard  to  teachers.  Whereas  in  past  years  it  has 
been  possible  in  certain  cases  to  have  two  grades  in  a  room 
under  one  teacher,  the  number  of  pupils  will  no  longer  allow 
it.  Wje  now  have  a  teacher  for  every  grade — something  which 
Lincoln  has  not  had  in  the  past.  At  the  present  time  the 
average  number  of  pupils  in  each  grade  is  twenty- five,  and 
while  this  number  may  be  increased  without  additional  teachers, 
it  is  impossible  to  combine  any  of  the  grades.  To  show  the 
citizens  how  the  school  has  grown  in  the  past  few  years  I 
submit  the  membership  taken  at  the  end  of  the  fall  term  for 
each  year.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  Junior  High 
School  this  Fall  necessitated  the  change  of  some  of  the  class- 
rooms. Grades  5  and  6  were  put  on  the  first  floor  in  order 
that  the  entire  Junior  High  might  be  together  on  the  second 
floor.  The  small  room  on  the  second  floor  in  the  front  of  the 
building,  originally  intended  for  a  cooking  room,  is  now  used 
as  a  regular  class  room. 

The  present  administration  realized  last  Spring  that  con- 
siderable individual  work  was  needed  with  the  slower  pupils, 
especially  in  the  upper  grades.  With  the  addition  of  another 
teacher  last  Fall,  we  found  it  possible  to  meet  the  above  need 
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• 
in  the  Junior  High  by  the  reorganization  of  grades  7  and  8. 

The  membership  of  these  two  grades  has  been  divided  into 
three  divisions  according  to  ability  and  achievement,  and  the 
course  of  study  in  each  division  has  been  modified  to  meet 
the  ability  and  needs  of  the  pupils  in  that  particular  division. 
In  this  way  more  attention  can  be  given  to  the  slower  and  re- 
tarded pupils,  and  at  the  same  time  allow  those  of  superior 
ability  to  advance  as  rapidly  as  they  are  able.  Our  aim  is  to 
eliminate  as  far  as  possible  the  retarded  pupils,  which  we 
believe  are  too  numerous,  as  is  shown  by  the  age-grade  table 
at  the  end  of  this  report. 

The  Principal  has  also  been  giving  special  attention  to 
backward  pupils  in  the  intermediate  grades,  whereas  this  was 
impossible  last  year.  He  has  been  successful  in  some  cases 
in  eliminating  the  causes  of  the  pupils'  poor  work,  thereby 
bringing  them  up  to  grade  in  a  short  time. 

This  Fall,  cooking  was  again  started  for  girls  of  the  sixth 
and  seventh  grades,  each  grade  being  given  two  periods  a 
week.  This  project  has  been  very  successful  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  teacher  has  been  especially  trained  in  this  field. 

As  the  girls  are  having  cooking,  we  believe  the  boys  should 
be  given  a  little  Manual  Training  work — not  to  develop  skilled 
carpenters  or  mechanics,  but  to  teach  how  to  properly  handle 
the  tools  which  most  men  have  to  use  around  the  home.  At 
the  same  time  we  could  explore  the  pupils'  ability  in  this  field, 
and  if  some  are  found  to  be  very  efficient  with  tools  their 
efforts  can  be  guided  along  this  line.  To  illustrate  the  fact 
that  many  pupils  will  eventually  go  into  industrial  work  we 
need  only  to  state  that  five  pupils  from  Lincoln  are  now  at- 
tending the  Boston  Trade  School  and  one  in  the  Somerville 
A'ocational  School. 

In  previous  years  part  of  the  school  appropriations  has  been 
used  to  purchase  athletic  equipment  for  the  school.  Such 
equipment  was — of  necessity — very  inadequate.     To  save  school 
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appropriations  for  other  purposes  and  at  the  same  time  to  make 
the  pupils  realize  they  ought  to  earn  their  own  equipment,  the 
writer  had  the  pupils  give  a  Play,  "Mr.  Bob,"  in  the  Town 
Hall  on  May  4,  1923.  The  entire  proceeds  of  the  play,  over  a 
hundred  dollars,  was  used  to  purchase  baseballs,  bats,  gloves, 
footballs  and  other  athletic  equipment  for  both  boys  and  girls 
at  the  school.  Thus  while  plenty  of  material  for  play  is  pro- 
vided for  Fall  and  Spring  months,  the  children  are  in  great 
need  of  a  playroom  for  stormy  days. 

Hot  cocoa  was  served  to  the  pupils  in  both  schools  from  the 
first  of  January  to  the  Spring  vacation  in  April.  The  total 
cost  was  $175.86,  of  which  $100.00  was  given  by  the  Grange, 
$10.00  by  the  American  Legion,  $10.00  by  the  Girl  Scouts  and 
the  balance  by  individual  pupils  and  parents.  If  there  was 
some  cocoa  left  over  after  being  served  at  the  luncheon  period, 
certain  underweight  pupils  were  given  a  second  cup  with  the 
result  that  the  number  of  underweights  had  decreased  greatly 
by  the  middle  of  April.  This  year  the  entire  making  and 
serving  of  the  cocoa  is  under  the  efficient  direction  and  super- 
vision of  the  Domestic  Science  teacher,  thereby  assuring  us 
of  plenty  of  good,  wholesome  cocoa  at  the  minimum  cost.  In 
the  Fall  $63  was  raised  for  the  Cocoa  Fund  by  pupils  in  the 
Junior  High  School  selling  subscriptions  to  the  Ladies'  Home 
Journal.  $100.00  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Grange  Play  has 
been  donated  again  this  year. 

Last  Fall  the  North  Lincoln  barge  was  motorized,  making 
the  situation  in  that  part  of  the  town  much  better  than  before. 
As  the  barges  from  South  Lincoln  are  crowded  beyond  their 
proper  capacity,  the  transportation  facilities  in  that  part  of  the 
town  will  need  improvement  in  the  near  future.  The  South 
Lincoln  pupils  are  left  at  the  Center  School  at  eight  o'clock 
and  do  not  leave  the  school  in  the  afternoon  until  almost  three, 
thereby  making  a  very  long  day  for  the  pupils  and  a  trouble- 
some problem  for  the  teachers  of  proper  supervision  of  the 
pupils  before  and  after  school. 
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During  the  past  year  the  school  has  had  the  services  of  two 
different  nurses.  Miss  Lydia  Mosher  served  until  Summer 
and  Miss  Backman  as  appointed  in  September.  Two  epidemics 
of  disease  have  spread  through  the  schools — measles  last  Spring 
and  mumps  this  Fall.  In  both  cases  the  nurse  handled  the 
situation  very  efficiently.  The  following  is  the  report  of  the 
work  done  by  the  nurse  since  October  1,  1923. 

Eyes  and  ears  of  all  pupils  in  South  and  Centre  Schools 
examined.  Eight  pupils  were  found  to  have  defective  eyes, 
and  notices  of  advice  were  sent  to  their  parents. 

October  1923 — all  pupils  were  weighed  and  measured. 
Thirty-three  were  found  to  be  10%  or  more  underweight. 
These  pupils  have  been  weighed  monthly,  and  all  have  gained 
satisfactorily. 

January,  1924,  all  pupils  again  weighed  and  measured. 
Thirty  were  found  to  be  10%  or  more  underweight.  149 
pupils  were  seen  privately  at  school,  treated  or  advised.  7 
children  were  taken  home  from  school  because  of  illness,  158 
home,  or  "follow-up"  visits  were  made.  66  cases  of  mumps 
were  reported. 

Both  schools  were  visited  daily,  each  room  visited  separately, 
and  the  pupils  carefully  examined  for  unclean  hands,  finger- 
nails, impetigo  and  symptoms  of  mumps  or  any  other  contagious 
diseases. 

A  few  "emergency"  supplies  were  purchased  for  the  schools. 
One  telephone  call  for  advice  was  received  arnd  3,  home  calls 
of  advice  were  made. 

Middlesex  County  Dental  Clinic  cards  have  been  distributed 
among  the  pupils.  Sixty  have  already  applied  for  treatment, 
but  there  are  still  cards  which  have  not  been  returned  to  me, 
so  the  number  of  applicants  may  yet  be  increased.  The  work 
will  be  conducted  here  during  the  latter  part  of  February. 
Fifteen  days  were  spent  in  the  Sudbury  schools.

ART.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Water 
Commissioners  to  extend  the  water  main  from  its  terminus 
near  the  estate  of  Thomas  Coan  to  connection  with  existing 
water  pipes  on  Sudbury  Road  (so-called),  and  provide  funds 
for  the  cost  of  the  same  by  an  issue  of  bonds,  notes  or  other- 
wise, or  take  any  action  with  reference  to  the  matter. 

ART.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  employ- 
ment of  a  Visiting  Nurse  or  take  any  action  with  reference  to 
the  matter. 

ART.  43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200,  or  some  other  amount,  and  elect  a

By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Lincoln 


"ARTICLE  I. 

Town  Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  of  March  in  each  year. 

Sect.  2.  Notice  of  every  town  meeting  shall  be  given  by 
posting  copies  of  the  warrant  calling  the  same,  attested  by 
the  officer  making  service  thereof,  in  each  of  the  post-offices 
within  the  town,  and  in  one  of  the  churches,  or  one  other 
public  place,  within  the  town,  not  less  than  seven  days  be- 
fore the  day  appointed  for  such  meeting.  But  when,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  selectmen,  the  interests  of  the  town  require 
a  meeting  to  be  held  without  giving  so  long  a  notice,  a 
meeting  may  be  called  by  posting  attested  copies  of  the 
warrant  in  the  places  above  mentioned,  and  by  leaving  a 
printed  copy  thereof  at  each  dwelling-house  within  the  town,  at 
least  three  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting ;  pro- 
vided that  in  such  cases  the  selectmen  shall  certify  that,  in 
their  opinion,  the  interests  of  the  town  require  that  a  town 
meeting  be  called  upon  a  notice  of  less  than  seven  days,  which 
certificate  shall  be  made  upoM,  or  attached  to,  the  original 
warrant,  and  shall  be  served  as  a  part  thereof. 
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ARTICLE  II. 
Finances. 

Section  1.  The  financial  year  shall  commence  with  the  first 
day  of  January  and  end  with  the  thirty-first  day  of  December 
annually. 

Sect.  2.  The  town  treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all 
funds  belonging  to  the  town  except  sinking  funds,  trust  funds 
and  funds  for  which  other  provision  is  made  by  law;  and  he 
shall  pay  no  money  from  the  treasury  except  upon  a  draft 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  selectmen,  stating  the  account  to 
which  the  same  is  chargeable.  Such  draft  shall  be  sufficient 
authority  to  the  treasurer  to  pay  the  same,  and  the  payment 
thereof  shall  discharge  him  from  all  liability  on  account  of  the 
money  so  paid. 

Sect.  3.  The  water  commissioners  and  all  other  boards, 
committees  and  officers  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
pay  to  the  town  treasurer  all  sums  collected  by  them  the  month 
previous  to  the  custody  of  which  the  treasurer  is  entitled. 

Sect.  4.  A  majority  of  the  water  commissioners,  school 
committee,  or  of  any  board,  or  committee,  and  any  officer  hav- 
ing charge  of  the  expenditure  of  an  appropriation,  shall 
approve  in  writing  all  accounts,  claims,  bills  and  pay-rolls 
properly  chargeable  to  such  appropriation,  and  shall  trans- 
mit the  same  with  his  or  their  approval  to  the  selectmen.  All 
other  accounts,  claims,  bills  and  pay-rolls  shall  be  examined 
by  the  selectmen  and,  if  proper,  shall  be  approved  by  them. 
The  selectmen  shall  label  all  accounts,  claims,  bills  and  pay- 
rolls which  have  been  approved  either  by  themselves  or  by 
the  other  officers  before  mentioned,  and  shall  keep  a  record 
thereof  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  stating  the  persons 
to  whom  payable,  the  amounts  and  dates  thereof,  and  the 
funds,   or  appropriations,   from  which  the   same  are  payable. 
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Sect.  5.  Drafts  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  selectmen, 
stating  the  accounts  to  which  the  same  are  chargeable,  shall 
be  drawn  upon  the  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  all  sums  by 
law  payable  from  the  treasury  to  the  commonwealth  or  county, 
final  judgments  of  courts,  bonds,  notes,  and  scrip  of  the  town 
and  interest  thereon  and  money  payable  to  the  commissioners 
of  the  sinking  fund  and  to  the  trustees  of  the  public  library; 
and  also  for  the  payment  of  all  accounts,  claims,  bills  and 
pay-rolls  which  have  been  approved  in  the  manner  provided 
in  the  previous  section.  Such  drafts  shall  not  be  negotiated, 
but  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  selectmen  directly  to  the  treas- 
urer accompanied  by  the  approved  bills  or  other  documents 
for  the  settlement  of  which  the  drafts  are  drawn. 

Sect.  6.  The  treasurer  shall  file  and  safely  keep  all  ap- 
proved and  receipted  accounts,  claims,  bills,  and  pay-rolls,  and 
all  vouchers,  cancelled  bonds,  notes,  scrip,  and  other  evidences 
of  indebtedness  of  the  town  which  have  been  paid  from  the 
treasury. 

Sect.  7.  No  draft  shall  be  drawn  by  the  selectmen  unless 
there  is  sufficient  appropriation  to  pay  the  same,  except  for 
sums  by  law  payable  to  the  commonwealth  or  county,  final 
judgments  of  courts,  bonds,  notes  and  scrip  of  the  town  and 
interest  thereon,  and  money  payable  to  the  commissioners 
of  the  sinking  fund. 

Sect.  8.  The  selectmen  and  treasurer  respectively  shall 
make  a  record,  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  of  each  ap- 
propriation, with  a  list  of  the  drafts  drawn  against  such 
appropriation,  and  shall  make  a  record  of  all  bonds,  notes, 
scrip  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  of  the  town,  signed 
or  countersigned  by  them. 

Sect.  9.  When  the  bills  contracted  or  approved  by  any 
board,  committee,  or  officer  have  exhausted  the  entire  ap- 
propriation for  such  board,  committee  or  officer,  they  shall 
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incur  no  further  expenditure,  except  in  cases  where  such 
expenditure  may  be  required  by  law;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  board,  committee  or  officer  before  the  close  of 
the  financial  year  to  approve  all  accounts,  claims,  bills  and 
pay-rolls  chargeable  to  their  appropriation.  During  the 
interval  between  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each 
year  and  the  time  of  making  the  next  annual  appropriations, 
the  selectmen,  school  committee  and  water  commissioners, 
in  order  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  their  several  departments, 
incurred  in  the  carrying  on  of  the  work  entrusted  to  them, 
shall  have  authority  to  make  expenditures  and  payments 
from  the  treasury  from  any  available  funds  therein,  and  the 
same  shall  be  charged  against  the  next  annual  appropria- 
tion. Such  expenditures  and  liability  incurred  for  any 
purpose  shall  not  exceed  one-fourth  the  entire  amount 
appropriated  for  that  purpose  in  the  previous  year.' 

Sect.  10.  Unless  the  town  shall  expressly  otherwise  vote, 
no  extension  of  water  pipes  shall  be  made  unless  before  the 
work  of  construction  is  begun  one  or  more  of  the  persons 
whom  it  is  proposed  to  supply  with  water  by  means  of  such 
extension,  shall  file  with  the  town  clerk  a  bond  with  sureties 
satisfactory  to  the  water  commissioners,  conditioned  to  pay 
to  the  town  for  five  years  next  following  the  completion  of 
such  extension  and  the  letting  of  water  into  the  same,  a  sum 
sufficient,  together  with  the  net  anuual  income  from  such 
extension,  to  amount  annually  to  five  per  centum  of  the 
total  cost  thereof. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Town  Seal. 
Section   1.     The  design  of  the  town  seal  shall  be  :  a  circle, 
in  the  border  the  words  "Lincoln.     Incorporated  in  1746  as 
a  precinct;  in  1754  as  a  Town";  in  the  center,  a  shield,  in 
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the  chief  or  upper  part  of  which  on  a  cross,  gules,  a  fleur- 
de-lis,  gold,  from  the  old  seal  of  Lincoln,  England,  and  in 
the  base  of  the  shield  a  view  of  the  present  town  hall ;  crest, 
the  old  chestnut  tree  standing  upon  the  common  in  Lincoln ; 
in  saltire  two  shepherd's  crooks ;  the  device  thereof  being  as 
follows : 

Sect.  2.  All  deeds  and  other  legal  documents  made,  given 
or  entered  into  by  the  town  requiring  a  seal  shall  be  sealed 
with  the  town  seal,  and  signed  in  behalf  of  the  town  by  a 
majority  of  the  selectmen. 

Sect.  3.  The  town  clerk  shall  have  the  custody  of  the 
town  seal. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Records. 

Section  1.  The  town  clerk  shall  record  in  full  in  a  book 
kept  for  the  purpose  all  written  contracts,  deeds  and  other 
instruments  to  which  the  town  is  a  party  except  such  in- 
struments as  may  by  law  be  recorded  in  the  Registry  of 
Deeds ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  board  or  officer  exe- 
cuting or  receiving  such  written  contract,  or  other  instru- 
ment, to  deliver  the  same  forthwith  to  the  town  clerk  for 
the  purpose  of  record.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town 
clerk  to  see  that  all  conveyances  of  real  estate  to  the  town 
are  properly  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

Sect.  2.  Except  in  cases  of  public  calamity  or  extreme 
necessity,  whenever  any  work  is  required  to  be  done  for  the 
Town  or  any  contract  for  labor  or  materials,  or  both  is  to  be 
made  in  behalf  of  the  Town,  for  an  amount  exceeding  the  sum 
of  $5(30.00,  the  town  officer,  having  the  matter  in  charge,  shall 
solicit  proposals  for  the  same  from  two  or  more  reliable  par- 
ties, regularly  engaged  or  employed  in  such  work  or  business, 
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or  shall  publicly  advertise  for  bids,  but  no  contract  shall  be 
split,  separated  or  divided  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the 
amount  thereof  below  said  sum  of  $500.00. 

Sect.  3.  The  town  clerk  shall  keep  a  file  of  all  town 
reports,  reports  of  all  committees  chosen  by  the  town,  and 
all  original  documents  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  town 
which  may  come  into  his  possession. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Books. 

Section  1.  Books,  records  and  laws  received  by  the 
town  from  the  commonwealth  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
public  library  building. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  officer  by  whom 
any  book  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section  is  received,  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  at  once  deposited  in  the  public  library 
building. 

Sect.  3.  Such  books  may  be  used  by  the  inhabitants  of 
the.  town  within  such  building,  and  may  be  taken  therefrom 
upon  written  receipt  to  the  librarian  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding one  day  at  any  one  time  for  use  in  any  town  meet- 
ing, or  by  or  before  any  committee  or  official  of  the  town. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Suits  and  Controversies. 

Section  1.  The  selectmen  may  compromise  claims  and 
suits  to  which  the  town  is  a  party,  provided  that  they  shall 
act  upon  the  advice  of  counsel  when  the  amount  claimed  by 
or  against  the  town  exceeds  $200.00. 
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Sect.  2.  The  selectmen  shall  have,  unless  it  is  otherwise 
voted  by  the  town,  full  authority  as  agents  of  the  town  to 
institute  and  prosecute  suits  or  other  proceedings  in  the 
name  of  the  town  before  any  tribunal,  to  appear  and  repre- 
sent or  defend  the  town  before  any  tribunal  in  all  suits  and 
other  proceedings  against  the  town  or  in  which  the  town 
has  an  interest,  to  employ  counsel  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said and  for  other  purposes  when  it  may  be  expedient  to 
do  so,  and  to  take  all  necessary  and  proper  measures  for 
the  protection  of  the  interests  and  rights  of  the  town. 

Sect.  3.  If  the  town  shall,  at  any  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose,  choose  a  committee  on  claims,  such  committee 
shall  have  and  exercise  exclusively  all  the  powers  and 
duties  conferred  upon  the  selectmen  by  the  two  preceding 
sections. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Reports  and  Publications  by  the  Town. 

Section  1.  The  annual  reports  of  the  town  officers, 
boards  and  committees  shall  be  prepared  in  form  suitable 
for  printing  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  February  in  each 
year.  The  selectmen  shall  cause  such  reports  to  be  printed 
and  distributed  to  the  leg-al  voters  of  the  town  seven  days 
at  least  before  the  annual  meeting. 

Sect.  2.  The  selectmen  shall  cause  to  be  printed  and 
bound  each  year  with  the  annual  reports  of  the  town  offi- 
cers, boards  and  committees,  a  copy  of  the  records  of  the 
town  meetings  during  the  preceding  year;  a  statement  of 
all  devices,  bequests  and  donations  to  the  town  during  the 
preceding  year;  a  list  of  all  laws  of  the  commonwealth 
accepted  by  the  town  during  the  year ;  all  by-laws  adopted 
by  the  town  since  the  preceding  annual  report;  and  a  state- 
ment of  all  outstanding  bonds,  notes  and  obligations  of  the 
town  for  the  payment  of  money. 
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Sect.  3.  The  selectmen  shall  from  time  to  time  cause  to 
be  printed  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the  by-laws  of 
the  town  and  shall  incorporate  therewith  a  list  of  the  laws 
of  the  commonwealth  which  have  been  accepted  by  the 
town. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Truants. 

Section  1.  Any  minor  being  an  habitual  truant,  and  any 
child  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fifteen  years  found 
wandering  about  the  streets  or  public  places  within  the 
town  having  no  lawful  occupation  or  business,  not  attend- 
ing school,  and  growing  up  in  ignorance,  and  such  children 
as  persistently  violate  the  reasonable  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  public  schools,  may  upon  conviction  thereof  be  com- 
mitted to  the  Middlesex  County  Truant  School  at  Chelms- 
ford, Mass.,  or  to  any  other  place  provided  by  the  town 
within  its  limits,  for  confinement,  instruction,  and  discipline. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Public  Regulations. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  coast  upon  any  public  street 
or  part  thereof  after  the  selectmen  have  posted  a  notice 
prohibiting  coasting  upon  such  street  or  part  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  No  person,  unless  authorized  by  law,  shall 
break  or  dig  up  any  part  of  any  street  without  a  written 
permit  therefor  from  the  selectmen.  Every  person  who 
after  obtaining  such  permit  shall  obstruct  or  render  unsafe 
any  public  street,  shall  guard  the  same  by  a  proper  fence  or 
railing,  and  by  lights  during  the  night  time,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  selectmen.  Such  permit  may  be  revoked  at 
any  time. 
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Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  be  or  remain  in  any  doorway, 
or  upon  any  stairs,  doorstep,  portico  or  other  projection 
from  any  house  or  building,,  or  upon  or  against  any  wall  or 
fence  on  or  near  any  street  or  public  place,  after  having 
been  requested  by  the  owner  or  any  occupant  of  the  prem- 
ises or  by  any  constable  or  police  officer  to  remove  there- 
from. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  shall  make,  write,  print,  paint,  cut  or 
post  any  indecent  or  obscene  marks,  words,  figures  or  signs 
upon  any  fence,  building,  post,  tree  or  other  object  exposed 
to  public  view. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  wilfully  injure,  mar,  deface  or 
destroy  any  fence,  signboard,  guideboard,  lamp-post,  lamp 
or  lantern  in  any  street  or  public  place,  nor  extinguish  any 
street  light,  nor  extinguish  or  remove  any  light  placed  to 
denote  an  obstruction  or  a  defect  in  any  public  street  or 
way,  without  proper  authority  to  do  so. 

Sect.  6.  Any  person  who  shall  offend  against  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  article  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  each 
offense,  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars."

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REVISED  LAWS  Chap.  29 
AS  AMENDED  BY  CHAP.  280,  ACTS  OF  1912 

Sect.  1.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which  they  were 
in  charge,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  the  city 
or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  notice  stating  the  date 
and  place  of  the  birth,  giving  the  street  number,  if  any,  the 
number  of  the  ward  in  a  city  and  the  family  name.  Failure  to 
mail  or  deliver  the  said  notice  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offence.  The  notice 
required  by  this  Section  need  not  be  given  if  the  notice  required 
by  the  following  Section  is  given  within  forty-eight  hours  after 
the  birth  occurs. 

Sect.  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a 
child,  and  every  householder,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth 
of  a  child  in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given 
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to  the  clerk  of  the  City  or  Town,  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

Sect.  8.  A  parent,  keeper,  superintendent  or  other  person 
who  is  required  by  Section  6  to  give  or  cause  to  be  given  notice 
of  a  birth  or  death,  who  neglects  so  to  do  for  ten  days  after 
the  time  limited  therefor,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  five  dollars 
for  such  offence.

Following  the  policy  which  has  been  in  operation  for  sev- 
eral years,  the  re-building  of  what  is  known  as  the  South 
Great  Road  was  started  this  year  at  the  Concord  line  at  Lee's 
Bridge    and    was    continued    easterly    for    4,500    feet.       The 
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Town  appropriated  $7,500,  which  appropriation  was  matched 
by  the  State  and  the  County,  making-  a  total  available  appro- 
priation of  $22,500.  The  cost  of  the  work  up  to  January  1st, 
1925,  was  $23,000.  It  is  expected  that  the  State  and 
County  will  appropriate  the  same  amount  of  money  this  year 
for  the  continuance  of  this  work,  and  the  Selectmen  recom- 
mend a  like  appropriation  by  the  Town. 

No  further  work  has  been  undertaken  on  the  highway 
from  the  centre  of  the  Town  to  Farnsworth's  Corner  during 
the  year. 

The  State  appropriated  approximately  $3,000  for  the  use 
of  the  Town  in  general  maintenance  of  the  highways. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  renew  the  recommendation  made  in 
the  report  of  last  year  that  a  beginning  be  made  in  construct- 
ing sidewalks  on  the  principal  streets,  and  they  recommend 
this  policy  especially  to  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  as  much 
of  this  work  many  times  can  be  done  without  any  material 
additional    expense. 

The  Selectmen  are  glad  to  report  the  completion  by  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  their  line  in  the 
north  part  of  the  Town. 

The  Selectmen  have  properly  executed  a  quitclaim  deed  to 
the  First  Parish  of  all  of  their  right,  title  and  interest  in  land 
West  of  the  highway  leading  from  the  centre  of  the  Town  to 
Bedford  and  same  has  been  recorded. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  passed  by  the  Town  on  June 
25,   1923,  as  follows: 

"That  a  committee  of  five  be  authorized  to  have  the  school- 
house  grounds  properly  graded  for  a  playground  for  the 
school  children,  also  in  such  a  way  that  there  may  be  a  good 
baseball  field  for  the  use  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town,  and 
sufficient  money  be  appropriated  to  be  taken  from  the  sur- 
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plus  in  the  Treasury.  That  this  committee  consist  of  the 
Selectmen  and  two  to  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  or  other- 
wise as  the  Town  may  determine." 

at  which  meeting  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  was  made  for  the 
work,  the  money  to  be  taken  from  the  money  in  the  Treasury, 
and  the  committee  appointed  consisted  of  the  Selectmen  and 
Mr.  C.  Lee  Todd  and  Mr.  Andrew  J.  Dougherty,  Jr.,  this  work 
has  been  satisfactorily  completed  and  it  has  not  been  neces- 
sary to  use  any  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Town  for 
the  purpose. 

Many  years  ago  the  Town  received  a  legacy  from  Mrs. 
Abbie  J.  Stearns  with  which  to  purchase  a  Towrn  hearse. 
About  the  time  that  this  legacy  was  received  municipalities 
ceased  to  own  hearses,  undertakers  providing .  all  that  was 
necessary  in  this  connection,  and  it  is  improbable  that  this 
legacy  will  ever  be  used  for  the  purposes  designated  by  the 
testator.  It  seems  advisable,  therefore,  that  the  Selectmen 
or  other  designated  persons  apply  to  the  Court  that  this  fund 
may  be  added  to  the  Trust  Fund  established  by  the  same  per- 
son for  the  Silent  Poor  Fund.  This  Fund  for  Town  Hearse 
now  amounts  to  approximately  $1,800. 

Finances 

The  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners'  report  indicates  that  there 
is  a  balance  of  $2,580.50  in  the  fund  for  the  retirement  of 
schoolhouse  bonds  in  excess  of  the  amount  necessary  to  liqui- 
date the  outstanding  bonds.  It  will  be  in  order  and  the  Select- 
men think  advisable  that  the  Town  vote  to  have  this  excess 
not  required  for  the  liquidation  of  the  bonds  turned  into  the 
Town  Treasury. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Town  otherwise  as  on  Jan- 
uary 1,  1925  is  as  follows: 

The  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  on  account  of  the 
Water  Works,  as  reported  by  the   Treasurer,  is  $61,500.00; 
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there  is  available  in  the  Sinking  Fund,  to  retire  the  bonds  at 
maturity,  securities  and  cash  of  the  value  of  $41,345.23;  this, 
together  with  the  reported  uncollected  water  bills  and  current 
cash  on  hand  of  $13,763.22  leaves  a  net  indebtedness  of  $6,- 
391.55.  Exclusive  of  the  amount  owed  to  the  Town  Treas- 
urer. The  condition  of  the  Water  Works,  both  physically  and 
financially,  has  been  improving  from  year  to  year  and  with 
proper  management  it  seems  reasonable  to  expect  further  im- 
provement. The  Selectmen  understand  that  the  Water  Board 
intend,  when  money  is  available  in  the  Treasury  for  the 
purpose,  to  lay  a  new  water  main  from  the  centre  of  the  Town 
to  Codman  Corner,  so-called.  The  Water  Department  still 
owes  to  the  Town  Treasury  money  advanced  some  years  ago, 
$4,712.00,  with  interest. 

The  Treasurer's  report  shows  the  balance  in  the  treasury 
on  January  1,  1925  of  $18,926.16.  The  Collector  reports  un- 
collected taxes  on  January  1,  1925  of  $4,919.57.  This  makes 
available  for  the  treasury  on  account  of  balance  in  the  treasury 
and  uncollected  taxes  $23,845.73,  to  which  should  be  added  the 
excess  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners 
of  $2,580.50  and  $4,712.00  with  interest  due  from  the  Water 
Department,  or  a  total  of  more  than  $31,138.23. 

The  business  of  the  Town,  as  it  has  been  conducted  by  the 
various  officers  and  departments  of  the  Town,  is  embodied  in 
their  printed  reports.

The  work  has  been  conducted  under  the  direction  of  a  com- 
mittee consisting  of  the  Selectmen  and  of  C.  Lee  Todd  and 
Andrew  J.  Dougherty.  The  contract  was  awarded,  after  com- 
petitive bids,  to  John  H.  McCusker  &  Sons  of  Waltham,  who 
have  done  the  work  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner. 

The  result  is  that  there  is  now  an  excellent  playground  for 
school  children  and  a  field  suitable  for  baseball  and  other  sports 
without  expense  to  the  taxpayers.  The  town  should  make  due 
acknowledgment  to  Mr.  Charles  S.  Smith  for  his  generosity.

OF  STREETS 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: — 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1924: 

During  the  first  part  of  the  winter  very  little  snow  fell. 
but  in  March  and  the  first  part  of  April  the  storms  were 
heavier,  so  that  the  men  and  trucks  were  busy  on  snow  work. 

In  the  spring  the  cross  roads  were  scraped,  and  the  ruts 
filled  in  with  crushed  stone;  the  tar  surfaced  roads  patched 
several  times,  and  Tarvia  and  oil  were  applied  to  most  of 
the  roads   in  town. 

This  department  built  about  1,500  ft.  of  penetration  road 
near  the  residence  of  Mr.  James  J.  Storrow. 

It  also  filled  in  the  gutters  along  the  road  on  the  north 
side  of  the  town  hill,  thereby   widening  this  road. 

In  conjunction  with  the  state  and  county  we  built  4,500 
ft.  of  state  road  near  Lee's  bridge,  in  the  south  part  of  the 
town,  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $23,000,  as   follows:

No.  2  Combination  Truck  at  Doherty's  Garage,  South  Lin- 
coln. No.  3  Ford  Combination  Truck  at  T.  J.  Dee  Farm, 
Virginia  Road,  North  Lincoln. 

Fires 

During  the  past  year  the  Department  has  been  called  to  the 
following  fires :  No.  2  Combination  Truck — 7  chimney,  29 
grass  and  wood,  5  houses  and  4  other  buildings. 

No.  3  Combination  Truck — 1  chimney,  7  grass  and  wood, 
1  house. 

Loss  $10,000. 

The  Fire  Engineers  are  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  it 
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is   for  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  that  more  equipment 
should  be  provided,  in  the  immediate  future. 

While  we  have  been  very  fortunate  in  the  past  in  regard  to 
fire  loss  we  still  feel  our  present  equipment  is  inadequate  and 
we  recommend  the  addition  of  a  Motor  Pump.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LINCOLN  TOWN  NURSE 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Lincoln : 

In  accordance  with  custom  a  brief  report  of  the  work  of 
the  Town  Nurse  is  hereby  submitted. 

There  is  fortunately  no  change  of  nurses  to  record,  as 
Miss  Backman  has  remained  with  us  throughout  the  year. 
She  has  rendered  willing  and  highly  efficient  service,  much 
appreciated  by  all  who  have  worked  with  her. 

The  usual  financial  arrangement  has  been  in  force,  the 
Town  appropriating  $750.00  toward  the  nurse's  salary,  the 
School  Committee  paying  $400.00,  and  the  nurse  herself  earn- 
ing for  the  Town  the  sum  of  $350.00  by  weekly  visits  to  the 
Sudbury  schools.  The  sum  of  $370.00  is  now  due  Lincoln 
from  Sudbury  for  the  services  of  our  nurse  during  1924. 
Part  of  the  expense  of  operating  the  nurse's  car  is  paid  by 
the  fees  collected  by  the  nurse ;  the  balance  has  as  usual  been 
met  by  the  Red  Cross.  This  service  is  hereby  gratefully  ac- 
knowledged. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  year's  work  has  been  a  grat- 
ifying increase  in  the  number  and  variety  of  the  demands 
for  the  nurse's  services.  The  total  number  of  nursing  visits 
made  is  429,  classified  by  the  nurse  as  follows:  Calls  for 
advice  7,  night  calls  5,  Sunday  calls  18,  prenatal  visits  12, 
obstetric  work  47,  treatments  1 10,  bedside  care  230.  The  work 
with  the  children  in  the  schools  is  thoroughly  covered  in  the 
nurse's  report  to  the  School  Committee.  A  physician  prac- 
tising in  town  testified  that  the  fact  that  he  was  able  to  save 
the  life  of  one  of  his  patients  was  directly  and  solely  due  to 
the  presence  in  town  of  a  visiting  nurse.  This  case  alone 
would  go  far  toward  making  the  year's  work  of  value  to 
the  community.

There  has  been  expended  in  connection  with  the  general 
work  on  the  cemeteries  the  sum  of  $560.25.  This  sum  will 
be  taken  from  the  Cemetery  Fund  and  paid  to  the  Town 
Treasury  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town.  Further 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  work  of  perfecting  the  records 
and  having  the  matters  connected  with  the  cemetery  put  in 
regular  and  proper  condition.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  WATER 
COMMISSIONERS 


The  Water  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  for  the  year  1924. 

The  pumps  and  pumping  station  are  in  good  condition. 
The  pipe  system  has  given  less  trouble  than  usual.  A  few 
years  ago  the  station  road  cement  pipe  had  several  bad  leaks, 
which  were  repaired  with  much  trouble  and  expense.  On 
this  account  it  was  the  plan  to  renew  this  pipe  at  once.  The 
past  two  years  there  have  been  fewer  leaks,  therefore  the 
Board  plans  to  lay  a  convenient  portion  of  new  pipe  each  year, 
which  it  can  do  under  the  oversight  of  the  Superintendent, 
and  paying  for  it  from  surplus.  Another  reason  for  this 
change  of  plan  is  the  fact  that  the  cost  of  laying  the  Coan  ex- 
tension, which  was  completed  in  early  fall,  was  about  one  half 
the  sum  of  the  lowest  bid  for  the  job.

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TREE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 


I  herewith  submit  a  brief  report  on  the  work  done  on  the 
trees  and  against  the  Gypsy  and  Brown  Tail  Moths  for  the 
year  ending  December  31.  1924. 

The  methods  used  in  handling  the  Gypsy  Moth  while  not 
so  extensive,  were  practically  the  same  as  in  past  years,  with 
the  exception  that  the  spraying  along  our  roadsides  was  not 
done  this  year.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  Gypsy  Moth  in- 
festation is  not  as  severe  as  it  has  been,  conditions  as  a 
whole  show  a  marked  improvement.  We  found  it  necessary 
to  go  through  the  Orchards  and  remove  the  Brown  Tail  Moth 
webs  again  this  year  to  prevent  further  spread,  but  it  is  rea- 
sonable to  expect  very  little  if  any  further  damage  from  this 
insect.  The  work  of  removing  the  broken  branches  from 
the  trees  and  cutting  the  brush  and  dead  trees  along  the 
roadsides  has  been  continued  this  year. 

While  we  may  not  have  to  spend  a  large  amount  of  money 
on  Moth  Work  this  year  we  can  spend  the  money  to  good 
advantage  cutting  brush  and  trimming  our  roadside  trees. 
The  total  expenditure  of  this  department  is  $3,743.86  of 
which  there  has  been  charged  to  property  owners  $1,169.60  on 
account  of  private  work,  leaving  a  net  cost  of  the  town 
$2,574.26.  I  recommend  that  $3,000.00  be  appropriated  for 
Moth  and  Tree  Work.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  year  of  1924  has  been  quite  satisfactory  in  so  far  as 
the  school  work  and  its  accomplishments  are  concerned. 
While  some  changes  were  made  in  the  teaching  staff,  there 
were  not  as  many  as  in  the  years  just  previous,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  these  changes  may  become  fewer  in  the  future. 
It  is  also  very  satisfactory  to  find  that  conditions  relative  to 
board  and  lodging  of  the  teachers  have  become  very  much 
improved  during  the  past  year,  and  all  of  the  later  employed 
teachers  have  been  able  to  secure  living  accommodations  in 
the  town.  It  is  hoped  that  this  condition  will  continue  in- 
definitely. The  salaries  now  paid  by  the  town  to  its  teachers 
are  as  good,  and  in  many  cases  better  than  those  paid  by  other 
towns  of  the  same  size  and  group  class  as  Lincoln,  and  if 
all  the  teachers  are  able  to  secure  living  accommodations  with- 
in the  town,  the  schools  must  necessarily  receive  additional 
benefit. 

The  schools  opened  in  September  under  Mr.  Nathaniel 
N.  Love  as  Superintendent,  he  having  been  elected  by  the 
Superintendency  Union  of  which  the  towns  of  Stowe,  Bol- 
ton, Harvard  and  Lincoln  are  associated,  Lincoln  having  been 
obliged  to  join  such  a  union  during  the  past  year.  While  Mr. 
Love  comes  to  the  Lincoln  Schools  on  an  average  of  only 
one  day  a  week,  this  being  the  time  agreed  upon  and  allotted 
to  Lincoln,  he  has  brought  valuable  experience  and  knowl- 
edge of  school  matters  to  the  schools  and  has  in  every  way 
endeavored  to  co-operate  with  the  teachers,  principal  and  the 
committee  and  encouraged  all  to  give  their  best  to  their  work 
and  to  work  in  harmony  for  the  best  interests  of  the  school. 
An  examination  of  the  report  of  the  Principal,  Mr.  Robinson, 
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and  that  of  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  Love,  appended  to  this 
report,  shows  that  the  efforts  expended  by  all  have  been 
quite  satisfactory. 

Owing  to  the  demand  for  manual  training  or  more  par- 
ticularly woodworking,  Mr.  L.  F.  Robbins,  formerly  a  pupil 
of  Lincoln  schools,  has  been  engaged  to  give  this  instruction. 
Other  than  the  above,  no  changes  of  importance  have  been 
made  during  the  year. 

School  Building 

During  the  Christmas  vacation,  the  walls  and  ceilings  of 
all  of  the  rooms  in  the  Centre  School  building  were  washed 
and  re-finished,  showing  a  marked  improvement  in  the  build- 
ing. It  is  hoped  that  the  rest  of  the  building  will  be  given 
attention  during  the  Summer  vacation  and  the  work  completed 
at  that  time. 

The  rooms  of  the  South  School  building  also  should  have 
attention  and  the  walls  and  the  wood-work  should  be  painted 
and  brightened.  The  gutters  should  also  be  repaired  or  re- 
placed so  as  to  prevent  water  from  going  into  the  cellar  as 
now  is  the  case  during  a  heavy  rain  or  thaw.  There  is  also 
the  condition  of  the  yard,  especially  that  part  of  it  in  front 
of  the  building.  The  old  concrete  is  broken  so  badly  that 
it  is  a  source  of  danger  to  small  children  who  may  be  play- 
ing or  walking  on  it.     This  should  be  removed  or  renewed. 

On  examination  of  the  Superintendent's  report  as  also  the 
report  of  the  Principal,  attention  is  called  to  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  ninth  grade  room.  At  present  the  ninth 
grade  has  twenty-two  pupils  being  far  too  many  for  the 
present  room  (formerly  the  cooking  room). 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  lack  of  play  rooms  as  well 
as  a  suitable  place  to  assemble  the  whole  or  any  substantial 
part  of   the   school.     When   released    from  their   rooms,    the 
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pupils  are  now  obliged  to  go  outside  the  building.  This  need 
of  additional  school  facilities  is  important  and  is  getting  more 
marked  annually  and  should  have  very  serious  attention  in 
the  near  future. 

During  the  past  year,  a  most  important  change  has  been 
brought  in  that  the  Centre  School  grounds  have  been  graded 
and  put  in  condition  for  play-ground  use,  a  much  needed 
improvement  and  one  of  which  a  very  decided  advantage 
has  been  taken. 

School  Finances 

The  committee  has  been  able  to  keep  within  the  appropria- 
tion made  for  the  use  of  the  schools  for  the  year  1924. 
There  has  been  received  for  the  town  from  various  sources 
for  the  schools,  $7,637.94  as  shown  in  the  summary  of  ex- 
penses and  receipts  hereto   attached. 

On  careful  estimate  made,  an  appropriation  of  $29,000.00 
will  be  necessary  for  the  running  of  the  schools  for  the  pres- 
ent year.  There  undoubtedly  will  be  an  increase  in  the  tuition 
of  the  high  school  pupils  as  there  will  be  a  larger  number  to 
attend  during  the  present  year.  The  item  of  salaries  also  will 
of  necessity  call  for  an  increase.  The  Committee  therefore 
recommends  the  above  appropriation. 

For  more  specific  information  on  matters  relating  to  the 
conduct  of  the  school  you  are  referred  to  the  reports  of  the 
Superintendent,  the  Principal  and  the  School  Nurse  annexed 
hereto.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Committee: 

The  annual  report  of  the  district  superintendent  of  schools 
of  Lincoln  is  hereby  submitted. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  come  to  Lincoln.  Because  of  a 
limited  time,  only  one  day  a  week,  and  with  a  school  system 
as  large  as  Lincoln,  it  has  been  impossible  to  do  more  than 
give  a  survey  of  ideals  and  plans  in  general  in  the  way  of 
co-operation  with  the  principal  of  the  school.  I  came  in  a 
stranger,  forced  on  to  the  situation,  and  find  my  reception 
one  of  the  utmost  cordiality  by  both  teachers  and  town  people. 

In  every  case  the  teachers  are  enthusiastic  and  cheerful 
and  co-operative.  The  esprit-de-corps  is  fine,  all  of  which 
speaks  well. 

The  work  of  the  grades  has  been  satisfactory,  as  has  that 
of  the  Junior  High  School.  At  least  an  examination  of  the 
records  of  Lincoln  pupils  and  Concord  and  Waltham  shows 
that  the  pupils'  records  are  of  a  good  average. 

There  is  all  told  much  of  reflection  of  the  enthusiasm  of 
the  teachers.  Perhaps  in  one  or  two  cases  a  little  too  much 
freedom  was  permitted.  This  is  now  well  taken  care  of  by 
the  introduction  of  the  demerit  system. 

The  test  results  as  shown  by  the  principal's  report  show 
the  same  result.  So  well  has  the  work  been  done  with  the 
individual  pupils  in  the  past,  and  after  all  that  is  the  big 
thing  in  education,  that  in  many  cases  mid-year  promotions 
have  been  afTected  to  a  very  great  advantage  of  both  grade 
and  pupil.  Such  promotions  will  tend  to  produce  more  nearly 
a  homogeneous  group  in  each  grade. 
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True  we  have  those  low  down  the  scale  of  attainment  as 
well  as  those  superior  in  intelligence.  It  is  our  aim  to  give 
all  the  children  of  all  the  people  a  chance  compatible  with 
their  abilities. 

We  hope  to  get  the  teachers  (and  I  speak  always  as  one 
cooperating  on  all  things  with  the  principal),  to  effectively 
bring  their  grades  up  to  the  standards  of  the  Massachusetts 
courses  of  study.  In  some  cases,  however,  the  necessary 
bulletins  or  courses  are  not  available.  In  order  to  afford 
a  cross  check  on  the  work  as  done  and  provide  means  whereby 
the  grades  can  be  brought  to  a  high  standard,  courses  of 
study  of  Vermont  and  Maryland  have"  been  provided  as  a 
means  of  cyclopedic  reference. 

The  task,  however,  of  the  teacher  is  only  that  of  an  auxil- 
iary agent  for  the  real  seat  of  education,  which  is  in  the 
home.  Therefore,  we  bespeak  at  all  times  the  cooperation 
of  the  parents  in  the  aims  and  ideals  of  the  schools. 

Changes  in  the  teaching  body  find  Miss  Phyllis  Bryant 
and  Miss  Marjorie  Perkins  taking  the  places  of  Miss  Dyer 
and  Miss  Lethola  in  the  Junior  High  School.  Miss  Bernice 
Dodge  took  the  place  of  Miss  Thorner  in  the  third  grade. 

The  organization  as  previously  reported,  has  been  in  no 
way  changed,  except  to  add  wood  working  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Mr.  L.  F.  Robbins.  Miss  Marion  Parker  is  super- 
vising drawing  and  is  assisting  in  the  music.  At  the  present 
time  we  have  books  of  songs  containing  specimens  of  the 
world's  best  music  and  the  children  appreciate  them.  Miss 
Perkins  does  the  domestic  science  work  and  sewing.  Besides 
this  we  receive  cooperation  in  the  club  work.  All  these  items 
are  spoken  of  more  at  length  in  the  appended  reports. 

In  summary  then  let  me  say  that  in  a  round-about  way, 
I  have  tried  to  show  that  Lincoln  has  a  school  system  to  be 
proud  of,  teachers  that  are  loyal,  and  children  that  really 
want,   for  the  most  part,  to  get  the  best  in  education. 
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Buildings 

There  are  two  buildings.  The  South  School  building  and 
the  Centre  School.  If  the  town  wants  to  go  forward  and 
wants  to  improve  the  Junior  High  School  and  provide  an 
auditorium  for  extra-curricula  activities,  a  gymnasium  for 
physical  education  and  a  playground  space  in  Winter  and  a 
place  for  the  young  men  and  women  of  the  community  to 
enjoy  after  they  leave  school  through  local  basket-ball,  volley 
ball  and  other  similar  activities;  a  library  so  absolutely  neces- 
sary in  a  school ;  a  laboratory  for  general  science ;  adequate 
recitation  room  for  the  Junior  High,  then  a  building  program 
must  be  considered.  If  a  program  should  be  contemplated 
then  it  would  be  wise  to  provide  facilities  for  grades  one 
and  two.  As  it  stands  now,  the  present  South  Building  is 
wasteful,  for  the  heating  plant  is  inadequate. 

It  might  be  well  to  consider  in  this  program  the  possible 
organization  of  a  Senior  High  School  for  there  are  many 
towns  in  the  State  with  such  schools,  that  have  a  smaller 
enrollment  than  Lincoln  would  have,  this  would  keep  the  chil- 
dren at  home,  an  argument  that  is  self-explanatory. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  teachers  and  the  board  for  every 
courtesy  extended  me.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  Lin- 
coln Schools. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  state  that  there  have  been  only  three 
changes  in  the  teaching  force  during  the  past  year;  two  of 
which  occurred  in  the  Junior  High  School. 

Miss  Bernice  V.  Dodge  of  Arlington,  a  graduate  of  the 
Lesley  Normal  School,  is  taking  the  place  of  Miss  Thorner  in 
the  third  grade. 

Miss  Phyllis  M.  Bryant  of  Jonesport,  Me.,  who  has  had 
experience  in  Maine  schools,  is  teaching  English,  Latin  and 
French  in  the  Junior  High  School. 

Miss  Marjorie  P.  Perkins  of  Lynn,  a  graduate  of  the  Fram- 
ingham  Normal  School,  replaced  Miss  Lethola  in  teaching 
Cooking,  Artihmetic  and  History  in.  the  Junior  High  School. 

Classes  in  Manual  Training  for  boys  were  started  in  Sep- 
tember, and  we  were  fortunate  to  secure  the  services,  for  a 
day  and  a  half  each  week,  of  Mr.  LaForrest  Robbins,  Instruc- 
tor in  the  Concord  schools.  The  boys  of  the  sixth,  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  are  given  a  double  period  of  Manual  Train- 
ing each  week  at  the  same  time  that  the  girls  are  having  Cook- 
ing. It  is  very  common  to  find  boys  and  girls  who  do  ex- 
cellent work  with  their  hands  and  yet  continue  to  do  poor 
work  in  the  academic  subjects. 

Whereas,  last  year  it  was  very  difficult  to  find  boarding 
places  for  the  teachers,  this  Fall  several  opportunities  were 
offered.  A  good  boarding  place  in  a  family  home  means 
much  to  a  teacher  coming  into  a  town  for  the  first  time. 
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As  there  were  so  very  few  pupils  in  the  Ninth  grade  who 
wished  to  elect  Latin  this  year,  arrangements  were  made  with 
Miss  Bryant  to  have  a  class  in  beginner's  French  for  those 
who  did  not  wish  the  Latin.  Miss  Bryant  has  had  experience 
in  teaching  French  by  the  direct  method,  and  the  class  is 
making  rapid  progress  in  learning  French  expressions. 

While  the  total  number  of  pupils  in  school  is  practically 
the  same  as  it  was  a  year  ago,  the  number  in  the  Junior  High 
School — composed  of  Grades  7,  8  and  9 — has  increased  more 
than  50%  in  two  years.  The  following  is  the  membership 
of  these  three  grades  taken  on  January  1st  of  each  year:

Until  this  year  fourteen  was  the  largest  number  of  pupils 
attending  the  Ninth  grade  any  year  since  its  change  from 
Concord  to  Lincoln.  At  present  there  are  22.  This  large 
number  is  altogether  too  many  for  the  small  classroom  which 
was  originally  intended  for  the  cooking  room.  With  such 
cramped  conditions  the  citizens  of  Lincoln  must  be  thinking 
seriously  of  enlarging  the  present  school  building. 

The  increased  membership  in  both  the  eighth  and  ninth 
grades  has  necessitated  buying  additional  copies  of  every  set 
of  books  or  purchasing  new  sets  entirely  where  the  old  ones 
needed  replacing.  The  expense  of  books,  therefore,  has  been 
much  greater  this  year  than  the  previous  year.  Only  books 
which  were  absolutely  needed,  however,  were  purchased. 

On  January  23,  1924,  the  Center  School  of  Lincoln  was 
entered  in  a  state-wide  spelling  contest  conducted  under  the 
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direction  of  the  School  of  Education,  Boston  Universiy,  co- 
operating with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education. 
The  purpose  of  the  contest  was  to  let  each  school  see  how  it 
compared  with  other  schools  in  the  state.  Out  of  75  schools 
which  sent  in  final  returns,  Lincoln  won  eighteenth  place  in 
the  list.  There  has  been  no  previous  study  of  the  tested  words, 
and  the  words  had  been  taken  from  the  standard  lists  from 
each  grade.  This  year  plans  are  being  made  for  a  similar  con- 
test in  English  Language. 

In  order  to  stimulate  interest  and  competition  in  school  at- 
tendance, the  writer  purchased,  in  September,  1923,  a  pretty 
banner  to  be  awarded  each  month  to  that  grade  having  the 
highest  percentage  of  attendance  for  the  preceding  month. 
Not  only  did  this  increase  the  interest  in  individual  attendance, 
but  it  also  taught  group  cooperation  for  any  absence  in  a 
grade  made  it  harder  for  that  grade  to  gain  the  banner.  The 
results  show  that  the  attendance  was  much  better  than  it  had 
been  the  previous  year.  93.25  was  the  yearly  average  per- 
centage for  the  entire  school.  The  following  table  shows  the 
percentage  of  each  grade  for  every  month:

When  I  came  to  Lincoln  I  found  no  record  had  been  kept 
of  the  pupils'  report  cards.  As  I  had  various  requests  for 
the  marks  of  former  pupils,  I  decided  to  keep  a  copy  of  the 
report  card  of  each  pupil  from  the  sixth  grade  through  the 
ninth.  During  the  past  year  a  filing  cabinet  was  purchased  in 
order  that  these  records  might  be  readily  accessible.  There 
is,  therefore,  on  file  a  complete  record  of  the  marks  obtained 
by  the  upper  grade  pupils  in  each  subject  for  the  past  two 
years.  A  comparison  between  this  year's  marks  and  last 
year's  may  easily  be  made  by  the  Principal  at  any  time. 

All  connected  with  the  Center  School  are  very  glad  that  the 
playground  has  been  graded.  Although  the  pupils  could  not 
use  the  grounds  until  the  first  of  October,  good  weather  has 
permitted  them  to  enjoy  themselves  during  the  last  three 
months.     In  addition  to  the   footballs   which  were   used  last 
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year,  a  soccer  ball  was  purchased  for  the  boys,  and  a  volley 
ball  court  was  constructed  for  the  girls.  Great  interest  was 
shown  in  these   new  games. 

The  school  is  in  great  need  now  of  an  inside  playroom  or 
gymnasium.  As  the  boys'  playroom  is  being  used  for  the 
Manual  Training  classes  and  the  girls'  for  Cooking,  there  is 
no  place  for  the  pupils  to  have  recreation  on  stormy  or  cold 
days.  This  is  another  good  reason  for  an  addition  to  the  pres- 
ent building. 

The  health  of  the  school  children  has  received  very  careful 
attention  this  past  year.  Aside  from  the  usual  numerous  colds, 
there  has  been  very  little  sickness  and  no  epidemics.  For  a 
detailed  account  of  health,  see  the  Nurse's   report. 

We  have  had  two  Dental  Clinics  during  the  past  year.  In 
February,  Dr.  Edward  Frye,  of  the  Middlesex  County  Ex- 
tension Service,  spent  about  three  weeks  on  dental  work. 
In  June,  however,  the  Extension  Service  discontinued  the  Den- 
tal Clinic  service  and  it  was  taken  over  by  Dr.  W.  A.  Gobie 
of  the  Forsythe  Dental  Infirmary  of  Boston.  In  October  Dr. 
Gobie  examined  the  teeth  of  every  child  in  the  school,  and 
reported  to  the  parents  the  approximate  number  of  cavities 
found  and  extractions  needed.  Under  Dr.  Gobie's  direction, 
Dr.  Murray  spent  three  weeks  on  dental  service.  Miss  Back- 
man  has  submitted  the  details  of  this  clinic  in  her  report. 

Hot  cocoa  was  served  as  usual  to  the  pupils  of  both  schools 
from  the  first  of  January  to  the  Spring  vacation  in  April. 
The  total  cost  was  $173.13  of  which  $100.00  was  contributed 
by  the  Grange,  $10.00  by  the  American  Legion,  and  $63.00 
earned  by  the  Junior  High  School  pupils  in  selling  subscrip- 
tions to  the  Ladies'  Home  Journal.  Smalled  amounts  were 
given  by  individual  parents  and  pupils;  so  that  a  balance  of 
$23.00  remained  as  a  beginning  of  this  year's  Fund. 

On  December  1,  a  demerit  system  of  conduct  was  started 
in  the  Sixth  to  Ninth  grades  and  it  has  already  proved  bene- 
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ficial  to  both  teachers  and  parents.  The  following  letter  was 
inserted  in  the  Waltham  News  Tribune  and  also  sent  to  the 
parents  of  each  pupil  in  the  above  grades.  The  letter  is  self- 
explanatory  and  needs  no  further  comment. 

Office  of 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Lincoln,   Mass. 

To  the  Lincoln  Parents  : 

The  school  and  the  home  are  in  a  partnership  business — 
that  most  important  business  of  educating  the  future  citizens 
of  our  country.  No  business  is  successful  without  the  full- 
est cooperation  between  the  partners  of   the  firm. 

In  education,  the  home  is  the  senior  partner  and  the  school, 
the  junior.  Seven  of  the  most  impressionable,  plastic  years 
of  the  child's  life  are  in  the  parents'  care  before  he  enters 
the  door  of  a  school  room.  When  finally  he  does  begin  the 
first  grade,  the  teacher  has  him  but  five  out  of  every  twenty- 
four  hours ;  and  only  five  of  the  seven  days  each  week. 

If  the  mother  knows  what  her  child  is  doing  outside  of 
school,  is  she  not  entitled  to  the  same  knowledge  of  her  boy 
or  girl  while  in  school  ?  The  report  cards  are  sent  home  every 
two  months,  but  many  incidents  take  place  during  those  months 
concerning  which   the   parents    should   be   informed. 

"Why  did  Thomas  get  a  'C  in  conduct  on  his  report  card? 
I  did  not  know  he  had  been  misbehaving."  This  is  a  ques- 
tion often  asked  by  the  parents  and  perhaps  you  have  fre- 
quently had  this  same  thought  in  your  mind  but  have  never 
found  out  the  answer.  We  believe  that  the  parents,  as  senior 
members  of  this  partnership,  should  receive  the  fullest  in- 
formation possible  in  such  matters;  for  the  earnest  efforts  of 
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the  teachers,  as  junior  members,  are  futile  without  the  hearty 
cooperation  between  the  partners. 

In  order  that  the  parents  may  know  just  how  their  chil- 
dren are  behaving  in  school,  a  merit  and  demerit  system 
has  been  introduced  into  the  sixth,  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth 
grades  of  the  Center  School,  placing  the  report  of  the  pupils' 
conduct  on  the  same  basis  in  those  grades. 

The  demerits  are  given  for  the  following: 

1.  Talking  or  whispering  without  permission,  1  demerit 

2.  Getting  out  of  seat  without  permission,  1 

3.  Any  fooling  or  inattention  in  class,  1 

4.  Chewing  gum  or  eating  candy  in  class,  1 

5.  Going  to  the  store  without  permission,  1 

6    Disobeying  the  teacher  in  any  manner,  5  demerits 

An  honor  roll  placed  conspicuously  in  the  school  will  con- 
tain the  names  of  those  pupils  who  receive  no  demerits  each 
week.  The  names  of  these  pupils  will  also  be  published  in 
the  Waltham  paper  each  week,  so  that  the  parents  of  Lincoln 
may  know  definitely  who  is  on  the  honor  roll. 

Any  pupil  receiving  six  or  more  demerits  a  week  must  take 
home  a  slip  to  his  or  her  parents  telling  the  exact  number 
of  demerits  received  for  the  week.  This  notice  is  to  be  signed 
by  the  parent  and  returned  to  the  teacher  the  following  day. 

A  pupil  receiving  more  than  fifty  demerits  for  a  month  is 
to  be  suspended  from  school  and  will  not  be  allowed  to  re- 
turn until  the  parent  has  consulted  the  principal  of  the  school. 

This  system  is  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  pupil,  parents 
and  teacher.  May  we  not  ask  your  hearty  cooperation  so  that 
its  success  will  be  assured?

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In  November  the  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service  or- 
ganized the  Handicraft  Club  for  boys  and  a  Sewing  Club 
for  girls.  About  14  young  people  are  enrolled  in  each  of 
these  clubs.  Miss  Perkins  kindly  consented  to  be  the  local 
leader  of  the  girls'  club  and  Mr.  Robbins  of  the  boys'  club. 
In  addition  to  having  a  social  time,  the  boys  and  girls 
receive  instruction  which  is  helpful  to  themselves  in  school 
and  out;  especially  is  it  valuable  in  and  around  the  home. 

In  the  Spring  Mr.  R.  D.  Donaldson  as  chairman  of  the 
local  committee,  turned  over  to  me  Lincoln's  proportionate 
part  of  the  money  collected  on  the  sale  of  Tuberculosis  Christ- 
mas seals.  This  money  was  to  be  used  in  health  work  among 
the  children:  part  for  the  Cocoa  Fund,  part  for  the  Dental 
Clinic,  and  part  for  a  First  Aid  Cabinet  and  supplies.  A 
large  cabinet  has  already  been  built  and  placed  in  the  Nurse's 
office  at  the  Center  School  and  the  small  cabinet  is  in  use 
at  the  South  School.  In  this  way  first  aid  supplies  are  on 
hand   for  immediate  use  at  any  time. 

In  the  Fall  a  telephone  was  installed  in  the  South  School. 
This  was  especially  needed  in  calling  the  nurse  in  case  of 
emergency  or  sickness. 

Much  research  has  been  done  in  the  educational  field  dur- 
ing the  last  few  years  along  the  line  of  standardized  testing. 
Leading  educators  have  spent  much  time  and  thought  in  mak- 
ing tests  in  order  that  any  school  may  compare  its  results 
with  that  of  other  schools.  These  tests  have  been  given  to 
thousands  of  school  children  and  from  the  results,  grade  norms 
or  averages  have  been  made.  These  tests  are  constructed  to 
assist  a  teacher  in  checking  those  subjects  in  which  her  class 
is  weak  that  she  may  place  more  emphasis  on  those  weak  spots. 

On  March  18,  1924,  a  test  was  given  to  the  pupils  in 
Grades  4  to  8,  testing  the  mental  ability  of  these  pupils  as 
well  as  their  classroom  subjects.  In  this  test  the  sixth  grade 
was  the  only  one  which  was  far  below  the  standard  norm. 
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In  order  to  check  up  the  improvement  of  the  pupils  dur- 
ing* the  past  year,  a  different  form  of  the  same  test  was  given 
on  January  6,  1925.  Doubtless  the  facts  that  the  test  was 
given  directly  after  the  Christmas  vacation  and  over  two 
months  earlier  than  last  year,  account  for  the  grade  results 
on  a  whole  being  lower  this  year  than  last.  The  teachers 
agree  that  this  test  aids  them  not  only  in  checking  up  the 
pupils'  past  work  but  also  in  planning  for  the  coming  months. 

The  following  chart  shows  the  results  of  the  tests,  the  first 
column  being  the  standards  which  the  grades  should  achieve:

Both  schools  visited  daily,  each  room  visited  separately. 

85  home,  or  "follow-up"  visits  were  made. 

367  children  were  seen  privately  in  school,  treated  or  given 
advice. 

16  children  were  taken  home  from  school  because  of  illness. 

I  case  of  each  of  the  following  was  reported :  whooping 
cough,  measles,  diphtheria. 

II  cases  of  mumps  were  reported. 

1  death  occurred.  The  child,  who  had  been  a  pupil  in  the 
second  grade  died  from  an  enlarged  thymus   gland. 

1  home  call  of  advice  was  made. 

2  telephone  calls  for  advice  were  received. 

Three  children  were  vaccinated  last  September  by  Dr.  Wood 

We  have  successfully  conducted  two  dental  clinics  at  the 
Center  School.  The  first  clinic  was  held  from  February  14 
to  March  3,  under  supervision  of  the  Middlesex  County  Den- 
tal  Clinic.     Dr.   Edward   Frye   was   the   dentist   in   charge. 

\  53  pupils  were  treated  at  this  clinic,  and  the  work  done 
was  most  satisfactory.  The  second  clinic  was  held  from  Oc- 
tober 6  to  October  24,  under  supervision  of  Dr.  Wm.  Gobie 
of  the  Forsythe  Dental  Infirmary  of  Boston.  Dr.  Murray, 
assistant  to  Dr.  Gobie,  did  the  work  which  proved  to  be  sat- 
isfactory. At  this  clinic  82  pupils  were  treated.  337  cavi- 
ties filled.  76  teeth  extracted  under  the  local  anaesthetic 
Ethyl  Chloride. 
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5  teeth  extracted  under  the  local  anaesthetic  Xovocaine. 

42  children  had  their  teeth  cleaned. 

All  pupils  were  weighed  and  measured  three  times  during 
the  year. 

Underweights  were  weighed  monthly.  There  were  45  un- 
derweight children  in  our  schools  last  September.  The  num- 
ber has  now  been  reduced  to  27. 

Eyes  and  ears  of  all  children  were  tested  last  September. 
Thirteen  pupils  were  found  to  have  defective  eyesight ;  two 
pupils  were  found  to  have  defective  hearing,  and  notices  were 
sent  to  their  parents. 

An  effort  was  made  last  January  to  introduce  the  "Shick" 
test  into  our  schools.  Pamphlets  explaining  ''Protection 
against  Diphtheria"  were  distributed  among  the  parents  of 
school  children.  Approximately  100  coupons  (attached  to 
pamphlet)  were  returned  to  me  signed  by  parents,  indicat- 
ing their  approval  of  the  test,  and  if  their  children  were 
found  to  be  susceptible  to  diphtheria,  to  be  immunized  against 
that  disease. 

About  this  time,  however,  we  learned  of  the  unfortunate  out- 
come of  the  Shick  test  in  Concord.  This  naturally  threw  a 
scare  into  the  heart  of  many  parents  who  had  previously 
signed  their  consent  to  the  Shick  test  in  Lincoln,  and  notes 
came  from  these  parents  requesting  that  the  treatment  should 
not  be  carried  out.  Consequently  in  February,  at  the  reques/ 
of  the  School  Committee,  notices  were  sent  back  to  the  parents, 
informing  them  that  the  test  would  not  be  given  under  super- 
vision of  the  schools. 

When  school  opened  in  September,  colds  were  quite  pre- 
valent among  the  children,  but  subsided  after  a  few  weeks. 

Physical  examinations  of  all  children  were  made  by  Dr. 
Wood  in  October. 
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84  children  were  found  to  have  hypertrophied  tonsils  and 
adenoids. 

A  special  effort  is  now  being  made  to  have  more  of  the 
parents  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  the  nose  and 
throat  clinics  (for  children)  held  at  the  Waltham  Hospital 
Friday  mornings  for  those  unable  financially,  to  visit  their 
family  physicians  for  tonsil  and  adenoid  operations. 

It  is  gratifying  to  us  that  there  have  been  no  epidemics  in 
this  town  during  the  past  year. 

37  days  were  spent  in  Sudbury.
